HE Eurixr of Rufia or Muſecvy, 
which is partly in Europe and partly 
in Aſia, is bounded on the North, by 
the Frozen Sea, or Northern Ocean; : 

on the Faſt, by Great, or Chineſe, J. 
tary ; ; on the South, by the Calmucks, Cuban Tar- 
=} Geor ia, the Palus MHeotis, Tartary the Leſs, the 
OL. B Euxine 
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Euxine and Caſpian Seas; and on the Weſt, by Po- 
land and Sweden; from the Confines of which to 
thoſe of China, in the Faſt, it is 1500 Leagues in 
Length; and from the Euxine Sea, in the South, to 
the known Parts of Nova Zembla, in the North, 
above 600 Leagues, extending from 47 Degrees 
of North Latitude to ſome Places beyond the Ar- 
tic Circle. 

This Country is called Ruſſia, as moſt Authors 
agree, from an antient People of the Country, cal- 
led Refi, or Ruſſ, fo named from the Word Reſſia, 
which ſignifies Diſperſion, becauſe they lived anti- 
ently ſcattered up and down, without any ſettled 
Form of Government: And the Name of Aluſcovy 
is ſuppoſed to be derived from Meſech, the Son of 
Zaphet ; but this laſt ſeems to be a mere Conjecture 
built on a very ſlender Foundation. The 4/ſcovites 


reckon the Creation of the World, which uſed to 


be their common ra, to have been above 7200 Years 
ago, more than 1500 Years before the Time fixed by 
all other Chriſtian Nations, without being able to 
give any Manner of Reaſon for thus differing from 
them. They uſed alſo to reckon the firſt Day of their 
Year the firſt of the Month September, and kept it with 
great Solemnity, till forced to do otherwiſe, as we 
thall ſee hereafter : Their Notion was, that it was 
more likely that God created the World with the 
Fruits of the Earth in full Maturity and Perfection 
than at a Time when the Face of Nature was 
covered over with Ice and Snow, without conſider- 
ing that what is Winter with them is Spring, or 
Autumn in ſome other Parts 'of the Globe. The 
longeſt Day in the South Part of Auſcovy is fif- 
teen Hours and a half; and in the North, it may 
be ſaid, to be two Months, the Sun not ſetting in 
that Time when near the Summer Solſtice. 

The Air in theſe Climates, in the Winter Seaſon, 


is ſo exceſſively cold, eſpecially towards the North, 


that many feel its Effects, by the Loſs of their 
Hands, Feet and Noſes; and this Misfortune is 
the more inevitable, if they come too haſtily near 
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a Fire, the Cauſe of which, as my Lord Bacon ob- 
ſerves, is, © for that the few Spirirs that remain in 
« thoſe Parts, are ſuddenly drawn forth, and fo 
« putrefaction is, completed: But Snow put upon 
© the Part will prevent this, becauſe it preſerveth 
« thoſe Spirits that remain till they revive.” In 
this Part of the Country Water ſprinkled upwards 
with the Hand will freeze before it fall ro the 
Ground ; Birds, as they fly in the Air, will fall 
down and die; and Men, travelling in Sledges, 
come frozen to Death into the Cities and Towns ; © 
the Snow and Ice are on the Earth generally for 
nine Months of the Year; the Ice on the Rivers is 
above five Feet thick, and is not melted till ſome 
time after the Snow is gone: This cold Weather 
begins in Auguſt and continues till Mah, during 
which Time every Body is wrapt up in Furs. The 
Land is very barren except on the South-Weſt Side 
near Poland, where they have ſeveral Sorts of 
Grain in great Plenty, and from the extreme Heat 
of the Summer, immediately following the Cold, 
they have their Harvelt in about two Months after 
their Land is ploughed, ſowing in ay and reap- 
ing in July: The Soil needs no Dung, the Snow 
ſupplying the Place of that, and all other Manure. 
They have ſome very good Fruits, eſpecially Mcions, 
I cannot forbear taking Notice in this Place, of a 
moſt extraordinary Plant, which is mentioned by 
{everal Authors, and faid to be found near Samara, 
Aſtracan and Caſan, it grows in the Shape of a 
Lamb; they affirm, that the Graſs wirhers near it, 
as if eaten by it, that when it 1s ripe the Stump 

rows dry, and the Fruit is covered with a certain 

airy Skin, reſembling Wool, which, being pre- 
pared, makes a good Fur-Lining ; the Wolves de- 
vour it, becauſe it is like a Lamb, therefore the 
Mauſcovites name it Bonnavretz, that is, little Lamb, 
and others Zoophyton, or Animal Plant. Julius Sca- 
liger, mentioning this Than * ſays, the Fruit grows 


2 till 
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till the Graſs fails it, and that it dies not but for 
Want of Nouriſhment. He adds that no Beaſt will 
feed on it, but the Wolf, and that it. is uſed as a 
Bait to take him. | 
As to other Fruits, M. Crnelius Le Bruyn, in one 
Part of his Travels, ſpeaks of a kind of Gooſeberry, 
with which the Woods about Aſaſcoæv are full, it is 
called Coſtenitſa, and is of a very pleaſant acid Taſte, 
they are eaten with Honey, or Sugar like Straw- 
berries ; there is allo another Sort of them, called 
Briſſnitſa, larger than the other, great Quan- 
tities of which are carried every Year to Aieſccæv, 
where the Ruſſians put them into Tubs and Casks 
of Water, all the Summer, and then draw a Li- 
quor from them, which is very refreſhing and 
pleaſant, efpecially when ſweetened with Honey 
and Sugar. The ſame Author, in another Place, 
ſpeaks of an extraordinary Sort of Turnips, of 
various Colours, and ſurprizing Beauty, theſe he 
found among the Samoieds, ſome were of a purple 
Colour, ſome grey and white, and ſome yellowiſh 
ſtriked with a red like Vermillion, and more plea- 
fant to the Sight than a Carnation. 

The Country in general abounds with Foreſts, 
Marſhes, Lakes, Pools, and Deſarts; but theſe af- 
ford great Plenty of Wild Fowl, Fiſh, and Furs 
of Wild Beaſts for Cloathing. There is, in this 
Country, a moſt prodigious Plenty of Wild Game, and 
the Ruſſians have particularly one Sort of Ha, in 

reat Numbers, which have ſomething very won- 
derful in their Nature, and that is, that every Win- 
ter they turn as white as the Snow on the Ground, 
and in the Spring become of the ſame Colour with 
our Hairs in England. Near Petzora, a Province in 
the Northern Part of MHuſcovy, _ take a Fiſh, 
called fora, with the Teeth of which they make 
Handles of Knives and Scymiters. Some of the 
Lakes in this Country, which are chiefly occa- 
ſioned by the melted Snows, are above Fifty Leagues 
long ; thoſe of Ladoga and Onega, near Finland, are 
two of the largeſt in Europe. The numerous a 
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of Gnats and Flies, produced by the intenſe Heat 
of the Sun on theſe Pools and ſtanding Waters, 
make the Summer Seaſon, in Muſcovy, almolt as 
troubleſome to Travellers as the Winter. The 
chief - Towns in this vaſt Empire are, Aoſcow, Peterſ- 
bureh, Molodimer, Novogorod, Smolensko, Gaſan, Bulgar, 
Aſtracan, Wologda, Pleskew, Reſan, Fereſtaw, Pereſſaev, 
Arch- Angel, and St. Nicholas. a ; 
Moscow, which was the principal City of A 
covy, till the late Czar, Px TIR I. built Peterſburgh, 


communicates its Name to the whole Country, and 


is ſituated in 55 Degrees 30 Minutes of North Lati- 
tude, on a gravelly Soil, and in a wholeſome Air, 
almoſt in the Centre of the beſt Part of Rxſſia, on 
a River of the ſame Name, that falls into the Occa, 
it is divided into four Parts, named Cataigorod, where 
the Czar's Palaces ſtand ; Czargorod, Sherodum and 
Strelitza Slaboda : The laſt fo called becauſe in that 
Part were formerly the Quarters of the Strelitzes, 
who, when in being, were eſtabliſhed Forces, or 
Guards, like the Janizaries among the Turks, of 
which there were always wont to be about 20,000 
wm in Moſcow, for the Czar's Guard. Theſe 
our Parts are ſeparated and encompaſſed by three 
Walls, beſides that of the Imperial Palaces; the 
firſt of red Bricks; the ſecond is white; and the 
third of Earth, ſupported on each Side by Planks 
and Beams of Fir, which altho' 15 or 16 Miles in 
Circumference, is ſaid to have been raiſed in four 
Days, on a Report of the Approach of the Cham of 
Crim Tartary, and for this Neaſon has the Name 


of Skerodum, which, in the Ruſſian Language, ſigni- 


ſies, done in a hurry. The City of Aoſccav was 
founded in the Year 1334, and once conſiſted of 
40,000 Houſes, but was taken, and almoit burnt 
down by the Tartars in 1572 ; the Polanders took it 
allo in 1611, it was again burat in 1668, and ſuf- 
fered greatly by Fire in 1 699, 1701 and 1707. * But 

3 it 
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it bft the moſt Inhabitants by the great Numbers 
hom the Czar Pitt obliged to reſide at rhe ne: 
City of Petersburghb when he built it. As the City 
now ſtands, from the vaſt Number of Churches, 
with Cupola's, Steeples, and Croſles gilt and vari- 
outly painted at Top, and the Gentlemens Houſes, 
every Perſon of Diſtinction having a Garden and 
Court-Yard belonging to his Houſe, alrho' in the 
Heart of the Town, ir has the Appearance, at a 
Diitance, of one of the fineſt and moſt beautiful 
Cities in the World, but does by no Means anſwer 
che Traveller's Expectation when he comes within 
it, the Houſes being for the moſt Part very meanly 
built of Wood; the Poyars (by which Name the 
Nsjervite Noblemen are called) and a few Perſons 
or Condition, have indeed ſome hand ſome Houſes 
of Stone ; but the Streets, inſtead of Stone Pave- 
ment, are laid with Fir Timber, and the Walls 
and Fences between the Streets and Houſes are 
likewiſe of Wood. Theſe wooden Houſes are move- 
able, and fold ready made; and indeed, from the 
many Fires that happen among them, often owing 
to their great Drunkennels, the reigning Vice of the 
Afuſcovites, and their Negligence in putting out the 
many lighted Tapers, which they {tick about among 
the Pictures of the Saints in their Chambers, not only 
here, but in every other Town in Ruſſa, they have 
too frequent Occaſions to go to Market. A certain 
French Author, in his Account of Muſcovy, ſays, 
that when he was at M. ſcocv, in the Year 1688, 
there were three Thouſand Houſes burnt, but they 
were, in his Opinion, little better than the Hog- 
Sties in Fance. Our Countryman, Captain Perry, 
lays, © it is common in Mao, when a Fire be- 
guns, 


1737, another Fire happened ævhich conſumed J alf the 


Cary. But if we may believe the Accounts given in our 


publick Prints, there has been a Plan preſented to, and 
airoued by her preſent Majeſty the Empreſs of Ruſſia, 


{or rebuilding it with greater. Magnificence thay ever. 
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e gins, eſpecially in the Summer Seaſon, when eve- 


« ry Thing is dry and ready to kindle, to have a 
« Fire ſpread on all Sides, and burn on ſo furious, 
that there is no ſtanding before it; and in this 
« Extremity, it is the Way of the Ryfes, in hopes 
« to put a Stop to it, to pull down the Houſes and 
„ Fences that are made of Wood, tho' they often 
„have not Time to carry them off, but as they lie 
« together with the Wood with which the Streets 
„are lined, give a Train to the Fire, ſo that he has 
* known it, in leſs than half a Day's Time, when 
© there has been a Gale of Wind, burn above a Rus 
« Mile in length, and deſtroy many thouſand Houſes 
& before it has been quenched, and often without 
« giving the Inhabitants Opportunity to carry off 
« the tenth Part of their Goods. This, continues he, 
“has often brought many People to the laſt Degree 
« of 1 when all that they have had has been 
« burnt, and it 1s one great Cauſe that the Houſes 
« appear ſo poor in 4ſoſcow, when they cannot raiſe 
« Money to build them better, and by Reaſon of 
their being very often, as ſoon as they are built 
up, burnt down again to the Ground. 

There are at leaſt W 1500 Churches and Mo- 
naſteries in and about Moſcoæu, above forty of which 
are within the Wall that encompaſles the two Im- 
perial Palaces, for there are two, one of Stone for the 
Summer, and one of Wood for Winter; beſides the 
Palace which was formerly the Reſidence of the Pa- 
triarch, before that high Office was aboliſhed, ſeveral 
Houſes of the chief Lords of the Court; the Pre- 
cauſes, or Courts of Juſtice; the publick Offices of 
the State; and in the midſt of a great Court, ſur- 
rounded with Buildings, is a loſty Tower called Iwan 
IL elite or Great ſehm, in which is the monſtrous Bell, 
ſtill remaining hene ic fell, in the Fire in the Year 
170. It is reported to be the biggeſt in the World, 
weighing 336,000 Pounds, is 19 Feet high, 23 in Dia- 
meter, 64 in Circuinference, and two in Thickneſs. 
It could nor be raiſed by let than an hundred Men 
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as when the Czars, in old Time, thought fit to ſhew 
themſclves to their People, whoſe Ignorance made 
them imagine, that the Preſence alone of their So- 
vereign cauſed that Agitation they felt in their Bo- 
dies, which was the mere Effect of the Motion the 
Air was put into by this Bell. It is no uncommon 
Thing in Hiſtory to meet with Princes whoſe vain- 
lorious Pride has carried them into the extravagant 
olly of endeavouring to paſs upon their Subjects 
for ſomething more than Men; nay, even ſome 
who have been a Diſgrace to the human Species: 
Nor indeed have many of the Tyrants of the North 
done Honour to it, till the Time of PETER the 
Great. This Bell uſed alſo to be ſtruck upon for- 
merly when the Czar went to Bed to the Great Dut- 
cheſs, to warn the People to pray for the Conception 
of a Prince, for they made but little Account of a 
Daughter. | 
But to finiſh the Deſcription of Meſcoau, the great 
Church of Sabcoy is 96 Feet in length, the Dome is 
ſupported by four large Pillars, and here they ſhew 
a Picture pretended to be painted by St. Luke, and 
alſo Chriſt's Garment upon which the Soldiers caſt. 
Lots, concerning which th&elate ſeveral idle Mira- 
cles. It would be endleſs to deſcribe every Church, 
among which one was looked upon as ſo magnificent 
a Structure by 7h Baſilowitz, the Tyrant, that he 
ordered the 2 of the Architect, who built it, to 
be put out, that he might never contrive ſuch an- 
other. If the City of Moſcow has in it a ſurpriſing 
number of Churches, it abounds no leſs in Brandy- 
ſhops, there being at leaſt 4000 Cabacs, or Houſes where 
that, with Wine and other ſtrong Liquors are ſold. 
As to the Religion, Cuſtoms, Manners and Trade 
of the Maſcovites; J ſhall mention them hereafter, 
when J come to ſpeak of the great Reformation 
made in thoſe and all other Matters in the Ruſſian 


Empire. 

5 The Hiſtory of this extenſive Country, which 

was a great Part of the antient Sarmatia Huropea, 

and Sarmatia Aſiatica, is ſo clouded with _—_— 
Ga 
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Relations, and ſo deeply buried under the Ruins of 
Antiquity, and the profound Ignorance of its Peo- 
ple, in Times pat, who ſcarce held any Commerce 
with the other Parts of the World, nay, were for- 
bad, on Pain of Death, to go out of their own Coun- 
try or even converſe with Foreigners, without 
leave of their Prince or Patriarch, thar it 1s al- 
moſt impoſſible to arrive atany Certainty with 
egard to the antient State of ir. Let it ſuffice, 
that they were formerly under the Governnent of 
ſeveral diſtin& Princes, as the Kings of Aſtracan, 
Caſan, Siberia, &c. and many petty Dukes, till re- 
duced to the Obedience of one Monarch, at firſt 
ſtiled the Great Duke, afterwards Czar, and then 

Emperor. | 
Nor being to write the Fanny of the Country, 
but of one great Prince only, I ſhall go no far- 
ther back for an Account of the preſent Imperial 
Family of Auſccvy, named Romanoßf, than to the 
Grandfather of the Czar Peter I. and Great Grand- 
father of her preſent Czarian Majeſty. His Name 
was Aſichael Feodorcexvitz, (or Theodorowitz) Romanoff, 
being the Son of Teodore (or Theodore) Nikititz, * 
Remanof, Patriarch of Muy, who was married 
to a near Relation of hn Baſilomitx the Tyrant, 
by whom he had this Son proclaimed Czar, in the 
year 1613, who reigned 32 Years, and dying Anno 
1645, was ſucceeded by his Son Alexis Alichaelowitz, 
Father to the Prince, whole Life I have under- 
taken to give the Publick, ſeeing it has been ſo 
long, but vainly expected from the Pens of others, 
who might have been more equal to the Task. 
Petey the Great was born on the 11th of une 
1672, of Natalia Carilowna Naraskn, ſecond Wife 
to the aforeſaid Alexis Aichaelowitz, who a little be- 
fore his Death, which was when Peter had ſcarce 
arrived at five Tears of Age, declared General 
Aleneſins, a Scotch-man, his Governor, a Perſon + 
well qualified for that Employment, being thorough- 
ly acquainted with all the Affairs of Europe, and 
peaking perfectly well 1 the Exropean . 
5 ut 
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but the Commorions raiſed, a few Years after, by 
the Princeſs Sophiz, who not being able to make 
leneſius avandon the Intereit of this her half-Bro- 
thor Peter, forced him to retire, and that Prince 
was thereby deprived of the Benefit he might have 
received from fo able a Preceptor : Yet we thall ſee, 
in the Courſe of theſe Sheets, that from the Strength 
of his own natural Genius, unaſſiſted by Letters, 
or any of thoſe artificial Accompliſhments which 
other Princes acquire by Education, he was able to 
ſurpals them all; to conquer foreign Countries, 
and, what is ſtill greater, to new form his own, and, 
unpolith'd as he was at firſt himſelf, to poliſh o- 
thers, that were but one Degree removed from Sa- 
vnges. 

M. Jontenells tells us, © that the Inclination of this 
young Prince to Military Exerciſes began to thew 
itlelf very early; he was pleaſed, in his Infancy, 
with beating the Drum, and what was much ob- 
ſerved, he would not amuſe himſelf as a Child, 
with a vain Noiſe, but to learn one of the Func- 
tions of a Soldier, it was that which he endea- 
voured to render familiar to him, which he did 
effectually, in ſo much as ſometimes to give Leſ- 
ſons to others. | 
Alexis Michaeloawitz, left at his Death, Anno 1676, 
two Sons, Theodore and John, and four Daughters, 
rex. Sophia, before-mentioned, Catherine, Mary, and 
Seciaſſa, by his firſt Wife; and one Son and one 
Daughter, viz. Peter and Natalia Ale xccuna, by a 
ſecond Venter. Theedore, his eldeſt Son, ſucceeded 
him; but he being of a very weak Conſtitution, 
and ſoon falling into great Diſorders in his Body, 
every one believ'd his Reign and his Life would 
have but a ſhort Period. The Princeſs Sophia, a 
Lady of a Maſculine Spirit and great Penetration, 
foreſeeing this, contrived Means how to get out of 
the Convent in which ſhe was placed, notwithſtand- 
ing the ſettled Cuſtom, at thar Time, which obliged 
the Female Iſſue of the Czarian Houſe to pals their 
Lives unmarried in Confinement. To obtain her 
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ends, ſhe pretended a more than ordinary Aﬀection 
for her Brother, and complained vehemently of her 
Unhappineſs, in being reitrained from viſiting a Per- 
{fon ——_ ſhelov'd 1o tenderly, and of not having 
the Liberty to attend him in his Sickneſs: When 
he was in the Fits of his Diſtemper, ſhe ſent every 
Moment to enquire how he did ; and let no Occa- 
ſion flip of ellifying her Love for him, and the 
great Grief ſhe felt in being obliged to be abſent 
from him. 

By theſe Methods, at length, having propane 
the Way for what the deſigned, the left her Con- 
vent under pretence of {ſerving her Brother, and 
adminiſtring to him in his Sickneſs, which ſhe did 
conſtantly with great Aſſiduity, and ſeeming Ten- 
derneſs, ſuffering no one to come near him, or give 
him any Medicines but herſelf; for ſhe wiſely con- 
ſidered the more ſhe did for him, the more ſhe 
ſhould gain the Eſteem not only ofthe Czar himſelf, 
bur of every Body about him. 

Thus ſhe inſinuated herſelf into the good Opi- 
nion of the Grandees, whom ſhe treated in a moſt 
obliging Manner ; and won the Hearts of the Peo- 
= by her affable Behaviour, ſtudy ing to make her 

onduct appoved, and excuſe her leaving the Con- 
vent. It might be ſuppoſed ſhe would have con- 
tented herſelf with her Liberty, but, being refolv'd 
never more to return to Confinemear, ſhe concluded 
the beſt Way would be to make herſelf abſolute 
Miſtreſs, which Deſign not being to be carried on 
without a conſiderable Number of Friends to ſup-

well enough pleaſed with her Choice, imagining 
that he would only have the Name of Chief Mi- 
niſter, bur ſhare the Power with them; but this

cory put together, found Ways to manage all Affairs 

= Li as he pleaſed, during the Reign of Theodore, who 

1 dying ſuddenly, in the 22d Year of his Age, Anno 

1 1682, and leaving no Iſſue behind him, named Peter, 
. his youngeſt Brother, tho' by a different Mother, 
his Succeſſor to the Throne, thinking his Brother 
John, who was greatly afflicted wich the Falling 
Wii Sickneſs, and other Infirmities, unfit for Govern= 
Fi; ment. Peter, then not above ten Years of Age, was 
14 accordingly proclaimed Czar. The Princeſs Sophia, 
ho had been allowed a large Share in the Re- 
gency, a little before the Death of her Brother 
7 hecdere, could not be well pleaſed to fee her other 
Brother, by the ſame Father and Mother, thus ex- 
| cluded the Throne; -which ſhe look'd upon as his 
| Right; and having engaged Guvanski *, the Preſi- 
: ent, or General of the dStrelitzes, and many others 
of the Boyars and Clergy to her Side, reſolved to 

2t the Crovyn upon the Head of her Brother Jy. 

Cee? The more eaſily to accompliſh her Deſign, and 
bring the People into her Meaſures, a . was 
145 induſtriouſly ſpread, that the Czar Theodore had been 
0 poiſoned by the Phy ſicians at the Inſtigation of ſome 
chief Men at the Helm, whoſe Names were whiſ- 
per'd about; and, the more ſtrongly to exaſperate 
the Strelitzes, The cauſed a Rumour likewiſe to go 
about, that a Deſign had been formed at Court, to 
have mixed Poiſon with the Brandy and Beer that 
was to have been given them at the Czar Theo- 
dore s Funeral, if the had not prevented it. Cu- 
vansk;, the General, and many of the principal 
Officers, commonly younger Sons of the greateſt 
Families in Ruſfa, being before thoroughly engag'd 
in the Deſign, and the common Men thus incenſed, 
againſt the Courtiers, they ſoon took an Opportu- 
nity 
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An Officer ſomewhat like the Aga of the Janiſſa- 
ries, among the Turks, or the Prefect of the Prætorian 
Band under the Roman Emperors. 
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nity to give Vent to their Fury: Beginning firſt 
with the Murder of the two Phyſicians, who admi- 
niſtred Phyſick to the deceaſed Czar ; they cut in 
Pieces ſeveral of the chief Officers of the Crown, 
who were marked out to them for Deſtruction, 
and threw others over a Balluſtrade, on the Top of 
the Imperial Palace, upon the Soldiers Pikes, which 
they held upright on purpoſe to receive them: 
And, in this Savage Manner, they continued 
their Outrages for ſeveral Days, till the Peo- 
ple, to put a Stop to their Rage, and Barbarity, 
—— John Czar, in Conjunction with his 
rother Peter Alexocvitz. 

. 1683. The Princeſs Sophia having now gained 
her Ends, and, both the Czars being very young, 
got the Adminiſtration of the Government into her 
own Hands, it was — that all Troubles would 
ceaſe; but the Boydr Guv2nsk continued to let looſe 
his Strelitzes to murder and plunder all that were 
not of his Party in oſcow, from whence the Im- 
perial Family were retired, for their Safety, into 
the Troitsky, or Trinity Monaſtery, * about 60 Ruſs 
Miles from the City, and whither Prince Borice 
Galliczin, a Relation of the afore-mentioned Prince 
Galliczin, had before carried the Czar Peter, to ſe- 
cure him till the Tumult was over. Princeſs So- 
pbia, having Intelligence here of all that paſſed in 
the City, in hopes of ſoothing this Madman Coane 
gi, ſent her Compliments to him with Thanks for 
the Zeal he had — in revenging the Dearth of 
her Brother: Bur this had a quite different Effect 
from what ſhe expected, for Conant, after all he 
had done, ravaging, plundering, and even maſla- 


cring the moſt conſiderable Boyars with Impunity, 
or 


In this ſpacious Building which has three large 
Gates in the Front; and the Church ſtanding in the 
Aſiddle of a Square ; the Czars have fine Apartments. 
The Abbot is ſo rich that he has ſixty thouſand Peaſants 
dependant upon him, beſides Maſſes, from <whence great 
Profits are derived, 
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or even without a Check to his inhumane Proceed- 
ings, and then receiving this Submiſſion, as he in- 
terpreted it to be, from the Princeſs, he imagined 
there was nothing that he might not attempt, even 
ſeizing on the Crown itſelf. He concluded, and 
'erhaps he judged right, conſidering the Nature and 
— of this fort of People, that the Ste- 
litzes were at his Devotion to a Man, and ready to 

ield an implicit Obedience to whatever Commands 
— ſhould give them, ſome out of Gratitude for his 
having indulg'd them ſo long in plundering the 
City, and others in hopes of making their For- 
tunes by a Revolution. He likewue endeavoured 
to raiſe in them a Contempt for both the Czars, far 
Fehn on Account of his Infirmities, and for Peter 
on Account of his Youth, who, he ſaid, in all like- 
Iihood, as he grew up, might be ſubject to his Bro- 
ther's Diſtempers; and therefore there was no Pro- 
ſpect of ſeeing a Prince on the Throne, who would 
have any Merit or Courage of his ov/n, and conſe- 
quently not know how to encourage or reward 
them in others. He determined, in thort, to puſh 
his Fortunes, and thinking he ſhould be the better 
able to accompliſh his Deſigns, if he could make an 
Alliance with the Czarian Family, he propoſed a 
Marriage between his Son and the Princeſs Catha- 
rine, younger Siſter to the Princeis Sophia; but this 
was look d upon as the Height of Inſolence and Pre- 
ſumption. The Princeſs Sophia knew very well 
that ſuch an Alliance would not only endanger the 
Safety of the young Czars, but that her own Au- 
thority had more to fear from the Ambition of 


| Ciuvanski than from any of thoſe Boyars and great 


Men ſhe had already cauſed to be murder'd, the 


therefore thought it high Time he ſhould be diſ- 


patch'd, and refolv'd to have him puniſh'd for all his 


Crimes at once, even thoſe which the had conſented 


to herſelf. The more eaſily to get him within her 
Power, the Court came to a Reſolution of celebra- 
ting, in the Troitsky Monaſtery, the Feaſt of St. Catha- 


rine, whoſe Name the Princeſs bore whom ——_— 
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vi had caſt his Eyes upon for the Conſort of his 
Son, and by whom he flatter'd himſelf with vain 
Hopes of fixing the Imperial Crown of Raſſa upon 
his own Family. : : 

The Princeſs Sephia ordered Notice to be given 
every where of the intended Feait, and all the 
Boyars to be invited to Court, particularly the 
Boyar Gruvanski, who yet continued his Cruelties at 
Moſcow, which the Princeſs very artfully ſeemed to 
approve of, In the mean Time ſhe and her Fa- 
vourite Prince Galliczin had laid a Plot to rid them- 
ſelves of this bold Aſpirer to the Throne, and no 
Time was lock in putting it in Execution; for two 
hundred Horſemen were immediately order'd to 
way-lay him in the Road to the Troitsky Monaſtery, 
who ſeized on him according to their Inſtructions, 
and carried him into a Houſe, that was at hand, 
where his Sentence was read to him, without any 
manner of Examination, or Delay, and both his 
-= and his Son's Heads taken off at the fame In- 
ſtant. 

When the Strelitzes firſt heard of this, they were 
all ſtruck Speechleſs with Aſtoniſhment, but ſoon 
recovering out of their Surprize, they grew en- 
raged — furious, running up and down, and in 
every Place exclaiming againſt the Government, 
who had deprived them of their Chief, and Father, 
as they were pleaſed to call him: They proteſted 
ſolemnly and unanimouſly, that _ would take 
Vengeance on his Murderers, and all their Adhe- 


rents, of what Degree or Quality ſoever. They 


inſtantly poſſeſſed themſelves of the Arſenals and 


Ammunition, and ſeemed to threaten a general 
Deſtruction. The Court perceiving the Danger 


the State was in, raiſed the other Forces, who always 
bore an implacable hatred to the Strelitzes, and 
commanded all the German Officers to repair im- 

mediately to the Troitsky Monaſtery. Every one 
readily obey'd his Orders, leaving their Wives and 
Children, to ſerve their Princes; nor was any Man 


deterr'd from doing his Duty, W 1 
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they had great Reaſon to fear, their Families would 
be ill uſed by the Strelitzes, for their giving this 
Proof of their Loyalty. The Germans dwelt in the 
Suburbs of Moſcow, whither the Srrelitzes immedi- 
ately ran, in their Fury, reſolving to butcher all 
they met with; but were reſtrained by ſome of the 
oldeſt among them, ho, very prudently, repre- 
ſented to them, that if they ſhould put the Germans 
Wives to the Sword, their Husbands, as ſoon as 


they had drawn their Troops together, would think 


of nothing but Revenge. The German Officers, not- 


withſtanding they were, for the moſt Part, raiſed 
from private Centinels, were by much the better 
Soldiers; for the Streliixes, tho' at all Times ripe for 
Civil Diſorders, were but a rude undiſciplin'd Mob, 
and little able to ſtand againſt any regular Force ; 
and their Hearts now finking, ſeeing themſelves 
without a Leader, they began to make Offers to 
obtain Peace, which they found the Court readily 
diſpoſed to grant, having little Inclination to go 
into a new Broil. So the Strelitzes, firſt killing their 
163, Colonels and other Officers, ſent Meſſengors 
to Court to implore for Pardon, which they 
obtained without any great Difficulty. The Czars 
came immediately to Voſcocv, accompanied by the 
Nobility and German Officers: And the Strelitzes meet- 
ing them, proſtrated themſelves upon the Ground, 
and — for Mercy: The Czars making a Sign 
that they forgave them, the Penitent Soldiers, raifing 
themſelves up, conducted them to their Palace, pour- 
ing forth Tears of Joy, to ſee their Sovereigns re- 
turned to their Capital in ſo mild a Diſpoſition. 

The fame Day Prince Baſil Baſilerwick Galliczin 
was created Grand Chancellor, and Wrenimienk, or 
Temporary Miniſter of State; that is, Adminiſtra- 
tor of the Empire during a limitted Time; in 
which Poſt never any Man in that Country, before 
him, governed with ſo great Authority. He was, 
without Diſpute, one of the ableit, and moſt po- 
lite Men in Muſcovy, which he nobly deſigned ſhould 
make as good a Figure as the reſt of Europe. He 

. un 
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underſtood the Latin Tongue well, and was pleaſed 
with the Company of Foreigners, as he was at all 
Limes agreeable to them, being the only Man of 
Quality who would entertain, without forcing his 
Company to drink to Exceſs: Brandy, the Liquor 
which flowed at every other Table, was ſeldom ſeen 
at his, who never drank any himſelf, but took much 
Delight in rational and ingenious Converſation. 

He had little yalue for inſignificant Men of great 
Birth, regarding only Merit, and preferred none 
but thoſe he thought worthy of the Poſts they were 
to fill, and ſuch as he believed would be faithful to 
him, beſtowing thus moſt of the principal Offices 
of State without conſulting the Intereſts of particu- 
lar great Families, he drew on himſelf the Hatred 
of many; but that did not hinder him from exert- 
ing his Authority, and ordering every Thing for his 
own Advantage and that of his Country, which by 
his prudent Adminittration, began to make a Figure 
among other Nations. He adviſed, at this Time, 
a general Peace with Sweden, whoſe Ambaſſadors 
being preſent at Moſcow, had all their Demands 

ranted. Some Time after the Concluſion of this 

reaty, the Imperialiſts and Poles being en- 6 
gaged ina War with the Turks, the firit en- , 

eavoured to get the Miuſcovites to make a League 
with them, but their Embaſſy came to nothing. The 
Poles took Occaſion to propoſe a general Peace, at the 
fame Time, and to get the Auſcovites on their Side, 


to which end they ſent an Embaſly to 4focow, where, 


afrer divers Conferences, they came to an Accom- 
modation ; the Poles gave up their Pretenſions to the 
Ukrain, the Dutchy of Smolensko, and other Territo- 
ries conquered by the Auſcovites, and the Czars 
obliged themſelves to make War upon the Precops, 
and oppoſe their Incurſions into Poland. 

1686. The Alaſcovites, upon this, ſeat Ambaſſadors 
to all the Courts of Chriſtendom, to animate them 
to a general League againſt the Turks; and they 
themſelves prepared to take the Field, and enter the 


Grim, Prince Galliczin named ſeveral Lords, as fic 
zor 
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for the Command of General in this Expedition ; 
but was told on all Hands, that no one could be 
ſo capable to undertake it as himſelf. This was an 
Honour he would very willingly have been excuſed 
from accepting of, judiciouily ſuppoſing that he 
ſhould find great Difficulties in the Enter prize, and 
that all the ill Succeſs would be laid at his Door, 
notwithſtanding he took the utmoſt Precaution 
imaginable ; and knowing that the Army he was to 
command, tho' formidable in Numbers, yet was onl 
a Multitude of raw and undiſciplin'd Peaſants, with 
whom he could never undertake any daring Action 
to come off with Honour. The Prince too, being 
a — Stateſman than Soldier, foreſaw that his 
Abſence might be more prejudicial than the Con- 
2 of the Grim could be of Advantage or Glory to 

im, eſpecially as his commanding the Army could 
not raiſe him higher, or give him more Sway in the 
Government: He ſaw eſides, that thoſe who in- 
ſiſted moſt on his taking this Charge, did it only 
out of Jealouſy, and on purpoſe to ruin him, under 
the ſpecious Pretence of honouring him with the 
Title of Generaliſſimo, to which Poſt he was preferr'd 
by the Votes of a Majority of the Boyars. 

The Grim isa very fruitful Country, almoſt an 
Iſland, encompaſſed partly by the Waters of the 
Euxine, or Black Sea, and partly by thoſe of the Palus 
Mactis. The Tartars of this Country, who are likewiſe 
Ems of a fine Trac of Land more toward the 

orth, and Weſtward toward the Nieper, have for 
many Ages been in ſtrict Alliance with, or rather 
under the Dominion of, the Grand Signior, and 
tho' the Cham has the Title of Emperor among his 
own Subjects, yet is he little better than a Slave to 
the Ottoman Porte ; but as much as they are. Vailals 
themſelves, they had formerly ſubdued the AHiſce- 
vites, ſo far as to oblige them to pay an annual Tri- 
bute to them, and had inſerted in the Articles of 
Peacetheſediſgraceful Terms, That they ſhould hold 
the Stirrups of their Cham, and feed his Horſe with 
Oats out of his Cap, if they ſhould chance at any 
Time to meet. The 
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The Aluſcevites determining to ſend a numerous 
Army into this Country, and —_— provided Ge- 
nerals for all the Forces of White-Ruſſia, and the 
(Machs with their Hettman ; the next Conſideration 
was how to raiſe Proviſions and Ammunition for 
them; to which End, every Houſe in this vaſt Em- 
pire was taxed at a Rouble ® each, which amounted 
to an immenſe Sum. Prince Galliczin, hav- 
ing obtained the Favour of the Princeſs of 1687. 
making his Son Collegue with him in the 
Chancellorſhip, ſer out to join the Army. 

The general Rendezvous was appointed in the 
Ukrain, in the Country of thoſe Cofſacks who are in- 
dependent of the He#tman, and were commanded 
by Polkeevniks or Colonels. The Forces of Aoſcow 
vere quartered at Arteeł; thoſe of Novogored at Au- 
Ni; thoſe of Caſan at 2 thoſe of Serene at 
Kraftenakouſt ; and thoſe of Belgorod, who were to 
remain on the Frontiers, were poſted at Belgorod. 
The Hettman drew together his Troops at Gartlich, 
and, on the ſirſt of May 1687, they muſtered, and 
took the Field with an Army of 300,000 Foot, and 
109,000 Horſe, with which having no Su: ceſs, and 
not being able to paſs farther than Kerehzkeſa, on 
account of a Drought, which was ſo great that 
for 50 Leagues round they were informed the Sun 

had burnt up the Graſs, ſo that there was no Poſ- 
ſibility of proceeding for want of Forage, they re- 
turned to the River Samare, and from thence to 
the Marle, where they waited for Orders from Ae 
ccc to disband their Army: But Prince Galliczin, to 
excuſe himſelf, threw all the Blame of this Miſcar- 
riage upon the Hettman, Juan Samuelerrick, and ac- 
cordingly wrote to Court for Orders to depoſe him, 
and chule another in his Place. The Order being 
come, Galliczin cauſed the Hettman to be ſeized at 

Midnight, by thoſe very Strelitzes which he had 

deſired

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deſired for his Guard, being diſtruſtful of the C/ 
ſacks : He was carried bound in Cords to a Place 
within the main Body of the Army, called Chatra, 
that is to ſay, the Tent of Juſtice, which in all the 
Ruſſian Armies is conſtantly pitched in the Gene- 
ral's Quarters. In the Morning Prince Galliczin 
ſummoned all the Officers and Noblemen to attend 
him. The Boyar Generals took their Seats, and the 


unfortunate Hettman was brought before them; 


the Emperor's Order was firſt read to him, then 
they confronted him with the principal C:ſacks, 
who were taught their Leſſons, and accuſed him of 
holding Intelligence with the Cham, and directing 
him privately to burn up all the Forage. The 
poor General found his Fortune quickly changed, 
and he, who had been the Day before among the 
Rank of Princes, inſtead of Vielmoxny, or molt Pu- 
iſſant, was now ſaluted by the Name of Scourwe- 
cin, or Son of a Whore; nay, his own Servants loſt 
all Reſpe& to him, and one of his Colonels named 
Dimitrouki, drew out his Sabre to kill him ; bur 
Galliczin prevented the Blow, and told him, the 
Flettman was brought there to be tried judiclally, 
and not to be burchered. This Council of War 
being broke up, and the Hettman put under a ſtrong 
Guard, a Courier was diſpatched to Levanti Roma- 
»orrick, General of the Forces of the Serene, with 
Orders to ſecure the Hettman's Son, who had been 
ſent thither ſome Time before with a Detachment 
of Men; but ſome faithful Coſacks got to him Time 
enough, to give him Notice to ſave himſelf. Ro- 
manorrick could not eafily come at him, for he A* 
with his Troops perpetually as far off as he could; 
but the principal Cofacks being acquainted with 
the Order to Cie their Leader, the Compachiks, or 
Cavalry, agreed to deliver him up; the Sardouchiks, 
or . Infantry, encompaſſed his Tent, and would 


not permit him to be taken at firſt ; but they ſuf- 


* 


fered themſelves to be prevailed on at Length, 
and fo with a general Conſent the Hettman's Son 
was put into Romaxorrick's Hand, who, being * 

wich 
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with this Opportunity of repairing his Credit, which 
he had very much hurt in a late Skirmith with 
Sultan Naradin near Kamiſton upon the Nieper, re- 
turned with his Priſoner to the Army. 

While they were thus making ſure of the Son, 
the Boyar General conſulted how to punith the Fa- 
ther, and ſer up another Hetiman. Samnelerrick was 
ſent into Siberia, and the Coſſacks choſe one Ma- 
zepba, Piſtazy or Secretary of State, and proclaimed 
him Hettman : Of this 2 Monſieur de Vol- 
taire, in his Life of Charles XII. of Sweden, gives 
the follovring Account: © He was a Poliſh Gentle- 
« man, born in the Palatinate of Pedolia, and had 
© been brought up as one of the Pages of the King 
(ohn Caſimir) in whoſe Court he had got ſome 
« aſte of the Belles Lettres; but having, in his 
« Youth, an Intrigue with the Wife of a Poliſh Gen- 
« tleman, and being diſcovered, the Husband cauſed 
him to be ſeverely ſcourged, and afterwards tied 
« naked on a wild, ungovernable Horſe, which 
« was turned looſe to go whereſoever it would. 
« The Horſe being brought out of the Ukrain, re- 
« turned thither, and carried Mazeppa with him, 
„half dead with Fatigue and Hunger. Some 
« Countrymen gave him Succour, wich whom he 
continued a long Time, and ſignalized himſelf 
« on many Occaſions againſt the Tartars. The 
« Superiority of his Underitanding made him much 
regarded among the Cfſacks ; and his Reputation 
© increaſing daily obliged the Czar to make him 
Prince of Ckrania. 

Altho' Prince Galliczin thus ſucceeded in his 
Deſign, yet a great Party of Cofſacks, who were 
not invited to the Election, expreſſed their Diſlike 
of it; ſome Towns revolted, and ſome of the Co- 
lonels Houſes were pillaged in their Abſence : The 
new Heitman, being willing to quell theſe Diſor- 
ders, deſired ſome Troops of Prince Galliczin, who 
ordered three Thouſand Foot of the Forces of Smo- 
lensko, and a Thouſand Horſe to attend him to Ba- 


turin, the uſual Reſidence of the Hettmans. * 
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Their Czarian Majeſties Order to disband the 
Army ſoon arriving, with a Letter, it was read in 
the Preſence of all the Officers, who, after havins 
done nothing, were very well pleaſed, tho' ſome 
of them almoſt aſhamed, to hear themſelves thank- 
ed for their good Services. Every General had a 


Gold Medal given him, with the two Czars Eiligies 


on one Side, and the Princeſs on the other, faſtened 
to a Chain of Gold, the whole worth about ten 
Ducats; every Colonel had a Medal without a 
Chain worth a Ducat; every Lieutenant-Colonel 
and Major, one of half a Ducat, and every Soldier 
and Strelitx had a Copeck of Gold, of about twenty- 
five Pence Value. Prince Galliczin, by Means of 


theſe Preſents, which he obtained from the Czars, 


or rather from the Princeſs, appeaſed the Murmurs 
that were raiſed throughout the Army againſt him. 
He likewiſe gained the chief Nobility, by beſtow- 
ing Employments upon them that reimburſed their 
Expences ; in fo much that at his Arrival at A 
cceb, he found very few againſt him; he was re- 
ceived by the Princeſs with all the Marks of Fa- 
vour he could with, and took the Management of 
the State upon him, with as much Aurhority as 
ever. 

1688. In the mean Time the Friends and Re- 
lations of the Czar Peter, being apprehenſive of 
the Deſigns of the Princeſs and this great Favourite, 
were concerting Meaſures how to counterplot 
them; but finding they wanted ſufficient Power, 
they engaged on their Side another Prince Gallic- 
zin, Couſin to this, but who was deſpiſed by him 


for his Drunkenneſs and omg? + and ſo ma- 
© 


naged Matters that in a ſhort Time they made him 
the young Czar's Favourite. This was that Prince 
Borice Galliczin, who firſt carried Peter to the Troit- 


ey Monaſtery, in the Time of Cuban s Rebellion, 


and who, for that Reaſon perhaps, was the more 
readily received into his Favour. When they had 
accompliſhed this, the next Buſineſs was, under 
Pretence of doing Honour to the great Galliczin, 

ro 
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to endeavour to oblige him to take upon him the 
Command of the Army a ſecond Time ; but he 
perceiving that Peter's Party gathered Strength every 
Day, and thinking it might {till increaſe by his 
Abſence, uſed all the Means he could, under-hand, 
to get the Command beſtowed on ſome other: This 
he found impracticable, and ſo frankly offered him- 
ſelf, judging rightly, that it would be more to his 
Honour to propoſe it voluntarily than to = till 
it ſhould be forced upon him; and againſt the 
opening of this Campaign he took ſuch Meaſures 
as he thought might make it more proſperous than 
the laſt. Having obtained whatever he pleaſed to 
demand, it was reſolved the Army ſhould take the 
Field ſooner than they had done before, ſo all the 
Forces were ordered to be at their Place of Ren- 
dezvous on the firſt of February 1689. The Troops 
began to march from all Parts in December, ex- 
cept from Siberia, the People of which Province 
vere excuſed from ſending any Soldiers on Ac- 
count of the War they maintained againſt their 
Neighbours, the Inhabitants of Great Jartary. 
The Preparations for this Campaign were much 
greater than for the laſt, but the Taxes were no 
higher, which was only one Rowble for every Houſe. 
The Troops were, for the moſt Part, commanded 
by the ſame Generals as in the Expedition in 1687. 
They did nor lie long in their firlt Quarters, but 
were all ordered to march, before the Froſt was 
broke, beyond the River Marle, which was pru- 
dently done, becauſe, when the Thaw happens, 
= Inundations are always made by the ſeveral 
vers they were obliged to croſs. The Foot en- 
camped on the other Side the River at the En- 
trance of a Wood ; the Cavalry was poſted in 
the Towns ſituated on the Banks. Prince Gallic= 


zin, being arriv'd, pitched his Tent on the far- 
theſt Side of the River, on the firſt of Abril, 
the Generals did the ſame; and on the 6th they 
1 towards the Samare, where all the Forces 
joined. 
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The Heitman Mateppa being come *to the ſame 
Place, on the — they all paſſed the River 
without Delay, and, in a Month's Time, advanced 
as far as Precop. Every Soldier carrying with him 
four Months Proviſions, their Baggage hindered 
them from making long Marches in a Day, which 
were likewiſe much retarded by their Artillery, 
conſiſting of 700 Pieces of Cannon, and many Mor- 
tars. In their Way thither, at Kairba, upon the 
Boryſthenes, a Party Lode taken ſome T artars, they 
learned that the Cham was not at Precap, but at 


| Bonagiac, and had not the leaſt Suſpicion of ſo for- 


midable an Army coming upon him. On Aa) the 
13th they had Word brought, by their Scouts, that 
the Enemy was at hand, upon which they put them- 
ſelves in order to receive them; the Baggage, guard- 
ed by the Foot and the Artillery, marched on the 
Right, the Horſe were poſted on the Left of every 
Diviſion. The Forces of Moſcow, headed by Prince 
Galliczin, kept in the Middle, the Forces of Novo- 
gorod moved on the Right, the Hettman on the 
Left; and on the Hetiman's Left was Dolga Kourka 


and Cherremittau, who commanded the Forces of | 


Belgorod; and Romanorrick made up the Rear. The 
Tartars charged the Vanguard of Schein, from 
thence, after ſome Skirmithes, they wheeled on a 
ſudden from Right to Left, and fell upon Cherre- 
mittau s Forces, who being over -powered, were 
— put to the Rout: The Horſe fled, and the 
nemy ran to the Baggage, which they had like 
to have carried off; but Prince Galliczin immedi- 
ately ſending Succours to Cherremittau, the Tartars 
were forced to retire, and leave the Ryſſians a free 
Paſſage till they got to Thorna d'Oliva, where they 
encamped for the Convenience of Water, the Place 
being Marſhy, and five Leagues diſtant from Precoy. 
A ſmall Body of Tartars, under Sultan Garka, ad- 
vanced to diſcover their Enemies March; and, that 
they might learn wherein the Strength or Weak- 
neſs of the Army lay, took ſeveral Priſoners, from 
whom they drew what Information they warns. 
ey 
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afterwards carried them to the Cham, who 
then lay encamped at Kalanſcheck, a little River 
about two Leagues from Precop, which runs into 
the Palus Aeotis; for, an Account being brought 
him that the Afrſcovites had invaded the Grim, he 
was come from Bondgiac, with 4000 Horſe, to de- 
fend his Territories. On the 16th the Army de- 
camp'd, and moved to Zelona Dolina, a League from 
Thorna ; hither came the Cham, to meet the Muſco- 
vites, with all his Forces, which amounted to thirty 
or forty Thouſand Horſe, marching in ſeveral lit- 
tle Diviſions, and having inſenſibly ſurrounded the 
Ruſſians, they were obliged to halt. 

The two Armies gazed upon one another for 
ſome Time without attempting any Thing, tho'

The Foot and 
Artillery defended this Camp fo ſtrenuouſſy, that 
the Jartars could not break into it.

t they were 
ſtrong Palliſadoes, which 


were not entrenched, which invited three or four 
Detachments of Tartars, of 1000 Horſe each, to 
charge them : They were no ſooner attacked bur 
they fell into Diſorder ; however, they made their 
Baggage ſerviceable to them, for from thence the 
Cannon and ſmall Shot galled the Tartars, and laid 
three or four hundred of them upon the Ground, 
and with them ſeveral Miſcovites. On the other 
Side Sultan Naradin, with his Troops, charged the 
Cofſacks of Som and Akverko, who were commanded 
by Emilian, the Dominidiak, or Ruſſian Secretary of 
State; this Gentleman knew v little of the Art 
of War, and was ſo frightened that he could not 
ſtand before the Tartars, who breaking in among 
the Baggage, and killing the Horſes, revented 
the Myſcovites from drawing off their Waggons ; 
they pierced in as far as the Center of thoſe 
Waggons, and carried off twenty Pieces of Can- 
non, which they found mounted upon Carriages, 
and Horſes harneſſed to them. In ſhort, if the 
Vor. I. C Boyar 
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Boyar Kourka had not advanced with his Troops, 
the Cofſacks had been entirely cut off. Cherre- 
mittau was attacked at the ſame Time by an- 
other Body of Tartars, who broke in as far as his 
Baggage, but he defended himſelf much better than 
Emilian, and forced the Tartars to retire. In theſe 
Skirmiſhes the Tartars being repulſed, tho' the Ad- 
vantage and ſome Plunder fell to them, the MI 
covites moved forwards to get to ſome freſh Wa- 
ter; ſo the next Day they marched to Kalanſcheck ; 
the Cavalry were order'd to mix with the Wag- 
gons and Carriages, and all the Army, which till 
then had been divided, joined into one Body, and 
made a Square Figure, the Baggage was ſurrounded 
with the Cannon and Infantry, who carried their 
Palliſadoes upon their Shoulders to be the readier 
in planting them. The Tartars appeared again, 
while they were in this March; for having viewed 
the Army on all Sides, and finding the Horſe ha 
ſecured themſelves, they forbore Action, and were 
content to keep the Aſaſcovites in Fear of them; but 
they ſoon withdrew, and went to defend Precop, 
which they thought would be attempted by the 
numerous Army of the Aſuſcovites, who that Day *'; 
encamped at Kalanſcheck, and the next paſled the 
River, where finding no Tartars, ſeveral of them 
were encouraged to leave the Baggage, and aſcend 
the Hill to diſcover Precop, which appeared to be 
all in Flames, for the Tartars had ſer Fire to the 
Suburbs leſt the Huſcovites ſhould have taken Poſ- 
ſeſſion of them. | 

On the 16th they marched ſtraight on to Pre- 
Ns and fat down within Cannon Shot of the 

own, having the Black-Sea on their Right, and 
the Deſart on the Left: They made no Shot from 
the Town, becauſe it was too far to do Execution, 
but they fired inceſſantly from a Tower that ſtood 
on the Shore of the Black-Sea. The Muſcovites 
thought of attacking the Town in the Night, bur 
were ſtrangely ſurprized to receive Orders, in the 
Eyening, to return; which was W by a 
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ſudden Treaty ſet on Foot by the following Acci- 


dent. 


The Army being encamped pretty near the 
Town, the Nogays and Calmuck Tartars, Subjects of

*? Myſcouy, sKirmiſhing often with the Precopians, a Nogay, 


who ſerved the Cham, ſaw by Chance, a ſuſcovite 
of his Acquaintance, and calling out to him, What 


do we contend for, ſaid he, there would be no 
; Occaſion to fight if your Boyar would make Peace 


with our Cham? The Muſcovite replied, that if the 
Boyar Galliczin believed the Cham was that Way 
inclined, he might perhaps come into Meaſures witli 
him: But if the Cham really deſired Peace, he ought 
to ſend and treat about it. Well, ſaid the Precopian 
Nogay, do you break the Matter to your General, 


— 


and you may venture to aſſure him, that the Cham 


is willing to come to Terms. The Myſcovite went 
immediately to Prince Galliczin's Tent, and hav- 


ing procured an Audience from him, acquainted 
him with all that had happened, and all the Diſ- 
courſe that paſſed berween him and the Tartars. 
The Prince, likins the Motion, cauſed a Letter to 
be wrote, in the Name of this Muſcovite to the Pre- 
_ Nogay, to this Purpoſe : I have related to the 
eneral, Prince Galliczin, what paſſed betabeen us; he 
is content to come to an Accommodation ; it lies upon you 
to get ſome Perſon to be ſent to him cvith the Cham's 
Propofals. This Letter being delivered to the firſt 
artar that appeared, was carried to the Gham, who 
having read ir, ſent to ask Prince Galliczin if it was 
wrote by his Order, and being anſwered that it 
was; he ſent a principal Perſon, Silech Alurxa, and 
the Muſccvites ſent a Boyar, named Eſmeyan, in ex- 
change for Hoſtages. In this Treaty, the Miſcovites 
propoſed the five following Conditions : That all 
the Ruſſian Slaves ſhould be reſtored. That the 
Tartars ſhould make no more Inroads into the Czar's 
Dominions. That they ſhould quit their Claim to 
80,000 Roubles, annually due to them from Muſcouy. 
That they ſhould not moleſt the Poles, nor aſſiſt the 
Turks. The Murza gave ſome Hopes of an Agree- 
C 2 ment, 
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ment, and ſpun out the Conference to keep them in 
Suſpenſe till next Day, well knowing ſo great a 
Multitude could not long ſubſiſt where they were 
without Forage and Water: But the next Day he 
anſwered, that the Cham would accept of Peace, 
on no other Terms than thoſe he was already en- 
gaged in with the Czars: That he inſiſted upon 
the Payment of the yearly Tribute, and expected 
to be paid 240, ooo Rewbles, that were in Arrear 
for the three laſt Vears. 

Prince Galliczin did by no Means like this An- 
ſwer, he had loſt the Opportunity of forcing them 
to his own Terms, for his Army were no longer 
able to lie encamped on the ſandy Plain, and ſo 
he was forced to retreat; but, for fear of be- 
ing purſued, be took the Murꝛa along with him as 
far as Kalanſcheck, and from thence ſent him back, 
and received his own Hoſtage. Thus ended Prince 
Galliczin's ſecond Campaign in the Crim. It was 
ſaid by ſome of his Enemies, that he was prevail- 
ed upon to leave the Country by a large Preſent 
of Ducats of Gold, and that the Tartars ſent them 
to him in Barrels, but had defrauded him of a great 
Share of what was agreed upon, by putting a large 
Number of Counters among them. 

After this they marched for three Weeks toge- 
— to reach the Samare; where leaving all the 
teavy Luggage behind them, they paſſed the Ri- 
ver, and in ſix Days more got to the River AMarle. 
In the mean while Prince Galliczin diſpatched Cou- 
riers to the Czars, and to the King of Poland, boaſt- 
ing that he had beaten the Tartars, and driven them 
into their own Country. The Princeſs Sophia, upon 
this News, ordered publick Rejoicings throughout 
the Kingdom, and, according to Cuſtom, ſent an 
Akalnik with a Letter of Thanks and Commenda- 
tions to all the Army, and golden Ducats for Re- 
wards: In Concluſion, Orders for disbanding the 
Army being come, the Boyar Yalenski was left at the 
River Samare with about 5 or 6000 Men. This 
mighty Succeſs had the Aſuſcovites in two great 
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l Expeditions in the Gim; which far from gaining 


them any Honour or Profit, on the contrary yu 
duced the greateſt Damage, the Nation could, at

Galliczin, upon the Pretence of doing Honour 
to the [Zettmar, and preſenting him to do Homage 
to the Czars, ſo ordered it, that Jſ{azeppa was brought 
into the capital City, with 500 of his principal Ot 
ficers, but was never admitted. into the Czars Pre- 
ſence. The Deſign of introducing this Number 
of Men into Aloſccav, was to aſſiſt a Plot, that the 
Princeis and Galliczin were then contriving toge- 
ther againſt the Life of Peter.

The Princeſs Sophia, hearing of the bad Succeis of 
this Negotiation, and not knowing what Courle to 
take, apply'd herſelf to the Patriarch, and ſo wrought 
upon him with her Tears and Intreaties, that the 
good Man offered himſelf for a Mediator: He 
went the ſame Day to the Czar.

Dx LA MoTRayYs gives the following Ac- 
count of this Puniſhment : The Knout, /aith he, is 4

The 
Criminal is faſtened to a ſtrong Man's Back, and 
there receives two or three hundred Lathes, as the 
Judge appoints, on his bare Back, with a tough 
thick Thong, made of a wild Aſss Hide, and 
faſtened to a Stick about two Feet and a half 
long like a Flail. The Executioner is ſo dextrous 
that he ſeldom hits twice in the ſame Place, but 
running a Step or two back, and then ſpringing 
forward, at every Stroke draws Blood or raiſes a 
Wheal as thick as one's Finger. 

Thekelavitau, after he had undergone a few of 
theſe Strokes, confeſſed that he was ro have killed 
the Czar, his Mother, and her three Brothers. Up-

off his Shirt, and leaves nothing on but his Breeches ; or 
it a IVoman, nothing but her Petticoat: This done, he 
aſcends a Sort of a Scaffold, where his Feet are faſtene1 
to the Floor; his Hands are put over the Shoulders of a 
ſtrong Man, ho cvith his Hands holds him faſt to his 
Breaſt, ſo that he cannot ſtir ; then the Executioner ad- 
vances three or four Steps, as if he was running, till he 
comes within Reach of the Offender, and gives him bis 
firſt Strcke on the Midule of his Back; then he retreats 
three or four Steps, and comes forward again, always 
with the ſame Duickneſs as at firſt, ſtriking« ſometimes 
one Shoulder and ſometimes another, and always with 
ſuch Dexterity, that he never gives tao Strokes upon the 
ſame Place: He repeats this Motion as many times as 
there are Bleaus order d to be given by his Sentence, the 
Blood running in abundance all. this while from the Pa- 
tient's Back. This is the moderate Knout. I ben the 
Sentence orders the Knout between the moderats and the 
ſevere, one may ſee ſmall. Pieces of Fleſh taken off as 
every Stroke of the Executioner; when it is ordered to be 
given with the utmoſt Severity, it is often mortal; for 
then the Executioner ſtriking the Flanks under the Kits, 
cuts the Fleſh to the very Borels. 
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on this they carried him back to Priſon, from whence 
he wrote to the Czar Peter, and acquainted him at 
large with all the Particulars of the Conſpiracy ; 
— that he was over perſuaded to their cruel 
:nterprize, and named the Perſons who put him 
upon it. The Czar, tho' fully ſatisfy d of the Trea- 3 
fon and Barbarity of his Siſter, would not publickly 
expoſe a Princeſs of the Blood; but it was with great 
Difficulty that young Galliczin could fave the Prince - 1 
his Couſin, from being executed to the Diſhonour 
of his Family. „ ; 

Several others, who were to have been the Aſ- * 

ſſins, were afterwards examined, to whom * 13 
gave the Dueſtion, or extraordinary Torture, which 
is a Puniſhment more ſevere than the other. The 
Offenders had their Heads ſhaved, and being then 
ty'd faſt, boiling Water was poured Drop by Drop 
on their Skulls, which put them to ſuch exquiſite - 
and intollerable Pain, that they immediately ac- 
| knowledged their Crime, and diſcovered their Ac- 
complices, as Theodore, or ' Ficka had done: Two. 
Days were ſpent in conſulting how to puniſh the. 
Criminals. Prince Galliczin, with his Son and 
Friends, were condemned to Baniſhment, and He, 
being brought to the Palace, had his Sentence read 
to him aloud; which was to this Purpoſe: That 
*. he was ordered by the Czar, to go to Karga, a: 
« Town under the Pole, and to remain there as- 
long as. he lived, in Diſgrace with his Majeſty ; 
F who, of his great Goodneſs, nevertheleſs, allowed 
him three Pence a Day for his Subſiſtence; but 
that his Juſtice had ordained all his Goods to be 
« forfeited to his Treaſury. 

The miſerable Prince being conducted to the 
Place of his Exile; a Secretary was diſpatch'd to 
Moſcocv to ſeize upon his Palace, and make an In- 
ventory of all the Riches and Eurniture to be found 
in ir. Among other Things a Trunk was diſcover'd 
buried in a Vault, wherein were no leſs than a 


hundred Thouſand Ducats, which were ſuppoſed to ” | 
Q-- 
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che Spoils of the depoſed Hettman Fuan Samuelerrick, 


2 whoſe Misfortunes we have before related. Beſides . 
2 theſe there were four hundred Veſſels of Silver, 


weighing forty Pounds each, and other Moveables 
of great Value. The Ladies of the Prince and his. 
Son were banithed with them, but were allowed to 
take with them no more than thirty Rexbles among 
them all. Thekelavitau had his Head cut off the 


next Day; two Strelitzes who were to have been 
! Afaſlins, ſuffered the ſame Puniſhment. The Co- 


lonel that commanded the Detachment was whip'd, 
had his Tongue cut out, and was ſent to end his 
Days in Siberia, with an Allowance of a Penny a. 
Day; five other Sirelitzes had their Tongues cut 
out, and were. ſent into Siberia, likewiſe to kill

The Czar Peter, when theſe Executions were 


over, deſired the Princeſs to leave the Palace, and 
| retire into a Monaſtery, which ſhe had built at 


Decritx, a little Way out of Town, but ſhe ſnew ing 
ſome Reluctance to this, he commanded. the Preſi- 
dent of the Streliizes to conduct her thither, if not 

willingly, by Force, to ſet Guards upon all the 

Avenues. and ſuffer no Perſon to come- to her. 
Two Days after this the Czar Petey returned to - 
Moſcow, and made his Entry on Horſeback, attend- 


ed by 18,000 Strelitzes armed for his Guard. His 


Wife and Mother followed ſoon after in a. Coach. 


The Czar ' 
Steps entering into the Palace; they embraced; . 
Peter asked John to be Friends, who anſwering that 
he was ſo, they each retired to their ſeveral 


ments. 


Thus ended the Regency of the Princeſs Sopbia, . 


who had governed the * 21 Empire for ſome 
Years, but through a boundleſs Ambition, aiming

S®the- Czar: Peter ſeemed to be now ſettled 
alone in the Government, for tho' his elder 
Brother - Fobn continued Czar, yet his Name 
was little mentioned but in the Beginning of their 
publick Acts: Ir is nor to be thought ſtrange that his 
own neareſt Relations ſhould endeavour to get ſome 
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Share in the Adminiſtration of Affairs. Naraskin, his 


Mother's Brother, found no Obſtacle to his ambitious 
Views, but the Favourite, young Galliczin, whom he 


could not very eaſily deſtroy, having himſelf been the 


greateſt Cauſe of his Advancement; however, Petey, 


at that Time, giving no Preſages of being that great

People to follow the Party of the Naraskins, who | 


were ſoon. put into Places of the greateſt Truſt, 
among the reſt, old Naraskin's eldeſt Son was made 
Great Chamberlain, and young Galliczin turned 
out of that Place, which ſo much incenſed him, 
that he could not forbear expreſſing his Reſentment 
with very great Raſhneſs, and charged the Czar 
with Weakneſs ; his Enemies could not but rejoice 
at having ſo good a Handle to accuſe him; and did 
his Buſineſs ſo effectually, that he was ſhortly after 
baniſhed in a moſt ignominous Manner. The Nara- 
Skins now took upon them to govern with ſo much 
Pride and Arrogance, that molt People began to de- 
plore the Loſs of the Great Galliczin, who had formed 
many Schemes for the Welfare of the Ryſian Empire, 
he had built one large College of Stone, in which 
he had placed twenty Doctors, he brought many 
Books into the Country, and adviſed many of the 


Boyars to give their Sons ſome Learning, a Thing 


very little underſtood in Muſcovy at that Time; he 
permitted Strangers to come in and go out of the 


Nation, which was before prohibited. All theſe 


Things were ſer at nought by the Naraskins, who 
again forbad all Foreigners to come into uſccvy, 
and were again reducing all Things apace to their 


ancient State of profound Ignorance, and brutiſh 
Tyranny ; but a new. Favourite, the young Czar 


Peter ſoon afrer made choice of, one Le Fort, began 


to make Arts and Sciences revive in MHyſcovy; to 


him was owing the firſt Foundation of the true 
Ruſſian Grandeur, and from him the Czar imbibed 
fuch Notions of Virtue and Propriety, as made him 
after wards one of the moſt illuſtrious Princes that 


ever reigned, and truly deferving the Name of Pe- 


ter the Great. | 
This Le Firt was a Gentleman of a re- 


putable trading Family at Geneva, who from his 


Child-

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Childhood, had a ſtrong Inclination to all military 

Affairs, but, at the Deſire of his Father, who more 
approved of Trade, was bred up in the Compting 

Ilouſe of MH. Franconis, an eminent Merchant in

With this Gentleman he behaved fo 
that he loved him like his own Child, and Le 
Fort, having a Deſire to ſee other Countries, pre- 
vailed upon him to let him go to Copenhagen in a 
Merchant Ship he was going to ſend thither. His 
Maſter — him with the whole Cargo, and 
he diſcharged his Commiſſion with great Paith- 
fulneſs and Advantage, even beyond what could 
be expected from one ſo young and fo lately brought 
into Buſineſs. AS 

At the Sight of the Daniſh Troops in this Warlike 
Country, his Love of Arms began to revive. He 
made an Acquaintance with ſeveral Offtcers of the 
King of Denmark's Army, and was much loved 


and reſpected by them, on Account of his Incli- 


nations to, and Readineſs in learning, all kinds of 
military Exerciſes. At this Time an Ambaſſador 
from Denmark going to the Court of A2cow, Le Fort, 
ſtill deſirous of ſeeing other Countries, got a Re- 
commendation to go in his Retinue ; he ſoon made 
himſelf Maſter of the Ruſſian Language, and ſerved 
the Ambaſſador for an Interpreter, who, for his 
_ Genius, excellent Qualities, and fine Perſon, 
ad a moſt extraordinary Value for him. 

1690. The Ambaſſador, being a Perſon of great Merit, 
was highly eſteemed at 4foſcow, by both the Czars, 
eſpecially bh Peter, who frequently did him the 
Honour to eat at his Table, and there firſt took 
Notice of Le Fri; finding he ſpoke the Language 
of the Country well, he asked him ſeveral Queſti- 
ons, and was ſo well pleaſed with all the Anſwers 
he made him, that he ar laſt asked him, if he was 
willing to enter into his Seryice ? M. Le Fort, in 
the moſt reſpectfül Manner, reply'd, that whatever 
Ambition he might have to ſerve ſo great a Mo- 
narch, yet the Duty and Gratitude he owed to his 


Maſter, would not allow him to promiſe any 115 
. with;

without his Conſent. Well, ſaid the Czar, Tui! 
ask the Conſent of your Aafter : But, I hope, ſaid le 
Fert, your Majeſty will have the Goodneſs to make 
uſe of any other Interpreter than myſelf to ask 
that Queſtion. The Czar, by one of his own In- 
_ terpreters, taking Notice that Le Fort ſpoke good 
Ruſſian, the Ambaſſador anſwered, that he had 
a Genius to learn any Thing ; when he came to 
me, about four Months ago, ſaid he, he ſpoke the 
German but ill, I have only two Perſons in my 
Train that ſpeak the German, and he now ſpeaks 
It as well as either of them ; he did not know one 
Word of the Sclavonian, continued he, when he firſt 
came into Courland, and yet your Majeſty yourſelf 
ſays, he ſpeaks good Rſſan. Young Le Fort, when 
he firſt heard the Commendations the Ambaſſador 
gave him, withdrew to a diſtant Part of the Room, 
which modeſt Behaviour did not a little increaſe 
the Czar's good Opinion of him, who ſoon after cal- 
led to him to bring him a Glaſs of Wine; no more 
was ſaid on this Subject that Day; but the next 
Time the Ambaſſador came to Courr, the Czar told 
him he had a Deſire to have Le Fort about him, 
and asked if he would part with him: The Ambaſ- 
ſador reply'd, that the Exchange was too advan- 
tageous to Le Fort, that he wiſhed him too well, and 
had too great-a Regard to the Commands of his 
Majeſty, not to conſent to it. 

Le Fir, by the Czar's Order, went to him the 
next Day, was made his firſt Interpreter, and ſoon 
became ſo great a Favourite, that he was carried 
with him « - rn he went. The Czar took Plea- 
ſure in talking to him about the Courts he had 
ſeen, as Savoy, France, and Denmark: And diſcourſ- 
ing one Day, among other foreign Affairs, of the 
King of Denmark's Guards, he asked him what he 
thought of his? which were thg Strelitxes at that 
Time; and bad him ſpeak his Mind freely. He 
anſwer'd, that he thoughr the ſame of them as of 
all his Soldiers, that they were fine well made 
Men, who wanted only to be well diſciplined and 


properly 
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properly cloathed; that the long Coats they wore 
were not at all becoming to Soldiers, but muſt needs 
be inconvenient and troubleſome. The Czar expreſ- 
ſing a Deſire to ſee ſome that were more commo- 
2 dious, Le Fort, without looſing any Time, went to 
the Daniſo Ambaſſador's Taylor, and made him 
take Meaſure of him for a Suit of Cloaths for a 
Captain of the Guards, and another for a common 
Man; and two Days after appeared in the firſt at 
the Czar's Levee, who was ſurprized at his com- 
ing into his Chamber, and did not know him till 
he ſpoke to him; but, when he did, was much 
3 Pn with the Dreſs, and greatly commended 
h 


is Diligence. Two Days after that, he appeared 


in the other Suit, with both which the Czar was fo 


well pleaſed, that he ordered the ſame Cloathing 
for a whole Company, who ſhould be diſcipline 
he ſaid, after the Manner which Le Fort had men- 
tioned of other Courts. 

M. Le Fort ſent to all the Merchants of different 
Nations ſettled at Af:ſcow, and went to ſome him- 
ſelf, for all Things neceſſary to cloath this Com- 
pany ; taking all the Taylors he could find ar the 
Ambaſſadors Houſes, and thoſe who ſerved the 
Merchants, he deſired an Order from the Czar to 
have Meaſure taken of thoſe among the Strelitzes 
who were of the beſt Shape and Stature. He then 
gathered a Number of Otficers and other Strangers 
together, who had ſome Knowledge in the Military 
Exerciſe, and were willing to enter into the Czar's 
Service, or were already engaged in it; and had 
them cloathed according to the Poſts that were 
given them: At length he compleated and cloathed 
a Company of fifty Men, and, putting himſelf at 
their Head, marched, with Drums beating, before 
the Palace Gate, a little before the Time that the 
Guard of Strelitzes uſed to meet there. The Czar, 
coming to the Window, was much ſurprized, but 
highly pleaſed with the Spe&acle : Le Fort gave 
them here their firſt Leſſon of Military Exerciſe, in 
the Preſence of that Prince, who came down _ 
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his Chamber as ſoon as ic began, and when it was 
over, he ſaid, he would enter into the Company 
and learn the Exerciſe himſelf, whereupon he or- 
der'd a Suit of Cloaths to be made for him, as' 
a common Centinel. Peter, altho' he condeſcended 
to wear this mean Habit, was not diſfplcaſed, (as 
the late Czar Theodcye, his Brother, had loved and 
encouraged Magnificence in Apparel, and Equi- 

ages) to find that the People, who had before been 

trangers to all Kinds of Grandeur, were coming, 
by degrees, to have ſome Taſte of it. He had in- 
deed too exalted a Mind himſelf to give Way to 
Luxury and unmanly Pleaſures, but from this 
Time ſed an active Life, continually labouring for 
the Good of his Country. Nay, he even took the 
meaneſt Poſt in his Army, that of a Drummer, 
ſtrictly forbidding his Captain to remember he was 
Czar; he ſerved with all due Submiſſion, lived 
upon his Pay, and lay in the Tent of a Drummer, 
till promoted to the degree of a Serjeant, which 
was not till he had deſerved it, in the 4 
of his Officers, whom he would puniſh if they 
pes too fayourably of him. By this Procedure 
e gave his Nobility to underſtand, that Birth alone 
was not enough to entitle them to Military Prefer- 
ments. The Hardſhips and low Employmeats he 
went through himſelf, ſeemed. to give him the 
ſtronger Right to demand a ſtrict Obſervance of 
their Duty in his Subjects. 

He frequently made Reinforcements to this Come 
pany, which M. Le Fort had raiſed, having them 
diſciplined in the German Way, and giving the 
Command to Foreigners, till, at length, he had a 
conſiderable Body ot well regulated Troops, which, 
tor want of other Employment, he would engage 
in Parties againſt each other, in the Repreſentation.

The great Number of Swedes ſent hither after 
the famous Battle of Pultoda, exerciſing various (|

has rendered the Country ſomewhat leſs Savage 
than formerly. | 

The River Oby runs quite thro' the Province, 
which is well ſtored with Sturgeon and Bellugas ; 
the laſt is a Fiſh twelve or fifteen Feet long, large, 
and reſembles a Sturgeon, the Meat is whiter than 
Veal, and as delicious as Marrow ; but indeed the 
Flea is beſt ſtored both with this Fiſh and Sturgeon 
of any River in the North. One Thing is related 
of this Fiſh very remarkable, which is, that when 
the Floods come down from the Mountains, by 
the melting of the Snows, and the Streams grow 
very rapid, they will ſwallow very large Stones to 
— them the heavier, and better able ro ſtem the 
Torrent, and throw them up again when the Wa- 
ters abate, and the Current is not ſo ſtrong. It is 
of the ſoft Roes of the Belluga, and the Sturgeon 
together, that the People of Aſtracan make Caviere; 
they put the Roes in a heap of Salt, and when 
they have fermented a little, ſqueeze them, and 
barrel them up. 

In this Part of the Czar's Dominions are ſeveral 
Iron Works, and the Iron brought from thence is 
thought better, and ſells for a larger Price, than 
any other Iron in all Mzſccvy. here is alſo 
a Sort of Ivory, which is the Tooth of an amphi- 
bious Creature called a Behemoth, commonly found 
about the River Lama, and the Lakes thereabouts. 
This Province brings a conſiderable Revenue into 
the Czar's Treaſury, and likewiſe not only main- 
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_ tains the Garriſons in the Country, but ſends con-

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This, I ſay, was reported by ſome, but it will be 
found in the Sequel of this Hiſtory, that the Czar 
had but too much Cauſe to proceed as he did againſt 
this bad Son, who was fully convicted of being in 
a Conſpiracy againſt his Life and Government. 
M. de Voltaire ſays, that one Cauſe of the Czar's il! 
Uſage of his Wife, was the Diſlike ſhe ſhewed ro 
the Alterations he was about to make in his Coun- i 
try, which was to him the greateſt of all Of- 
fences: But there was more than that in it: She 
had joined in her Son's Rebellion. 
In the Year 1692, Mr. {/brant, a Daniſh Gentle- 
man, was ſent by the Czars Fechn and Peter to con- 
firm the Peace negotiated by Count Gollosvin, and 
ſettle Articles of Commerce with China. Whoſe Jour- 
ney, being the Rout from Maſcoꝛv to China, through a 
Country wild and little known, it may be ſome 
Pleaſure to the Reader to ſee an Account of it, and 
may give him an Idea not only of the great Ex- 
tent of the Ruſſian Dominions, but of the different 
Sorts of People who inhabit the different Parts of 
that Empire, for which Reaſons I have placed it at 
the End of this Work, as it is to be found in M. L 
Bruyn'sTravels, only ſomew hat abridged the Relation 
there given, and left out ſome trifling Particulars. 
M. {rant took Leave of the two Czars in the 
Month of March 1692, and left Moſcow - with a 
Train of 21 Perſons, twelve of which were Ger- 
mans, and the other nine Ruſſians; theſe were fol- 
towed by Carriages for the neceſſary Proviſions and 
Baggage for ſo long a Journey. On the 8th of 
October 1693, he arrived at the famous Wall which 
ſeparates China from the M:ngul Tartars. This 
Wall, in the Opinion of all who ſpeak of it after 
having ſeen it, far exceeds any of the ſeven Wonders, 
ſo much boaſted of by the Antients; it is at leaſt 
three hundred German LL in Length ; 1s above 
thirty Cubits high, and from twelve to fifreen in 
Thickneſs; it is extended on the Tops of Moun- 
rains, and forms many Arches for Rivers to pals 
under; it is entirely built of Flint Stones, fo well 
| | cemented, 
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cemented, that it has now laſted near two thou- 
land Vears; there are Towers on it at the Diſtance 
of two. Bow-Shots from each other; it was for- 
merly guarded by a Million of Soldiers, but has 
at Profent only ſome Guards at the Gates of it. 
The Chineſe affirm, that when the Emperor XI. 
Fhamli, firſt built it, to ſtop the Progreſs of the 
Tartars, he ordered the whole Empire of C-ina to 
furniſh three Men out of every ten for the Work, 
and that this ſtupendious Wall, was finiſhed in five 
Years. 

M. D5rant made his Entry into Pekin on the 
third of November, and on the fourteenth had Au- 


dience of the Emperor Cum-hy, who was then about 


forty-five Years of Age, and receiv'd this Miniſter 
of their Czariſh Majeſties in a moſt gracious and 
diſtinguiſhed Manner, and, during his Reſidence 
there, ſhew'd him more Reſpect than is uſually 
paid to Strangers, which was chiefly attributed 
to the Influence that the Jeſuits had over him, 
who by this Means were in Hopes of obtaining 
ſome Privileges for their Society in Ruſſia, which 
had hitherto always been denied them. 2 

M. Ibrant, having met with all Succeſs in his 
Commiſſion, left Pekin on the 19th of February 
1694, and took the ſhorteſt Rout to return to 
Mace, and found not ſo many Difficulties as 
in his Journey to China, for he arrived within five 
Werſts of Aiſcoæv on the laſt Day of the ſame Yea, 
ſo that he was but ten Months and ten Days, in 
his Return, whereas he had been more than nine- 


teen Months going from Maſceao to Pekin. The 


Czar Peter, no ſooner heard that he was come to 
Alexeche, than he went to meet him, impatient to 
hear from his own Mouth a Recital of his long 
Voyage, and eſpecially to enquire what Diſcoveries 
he had made, and after ſuch Circumſtances as he 
thought might fayour the Deſign he had of eſta- 
bliſhing the Trade of his Subjects on that Side, by 
which he hoped to have all thoſe Commodities by 
Land from Cina, which the other Nations of 

»- Europe 
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Europe could not come at but by very long and 
expeniive Voyages by Sea. | 

he Czar, during this Time, had preſented his 
Subjects with a Scene entirely new to them. He 
had by chance taken Notice of a Dutch Yacht, tha: 
lay diſuſed in a Canal belonging to one of his 
Houſes of Pleaſure, with which being wonderfully 
plealed, and having talked to his Favourite M. Lt 
Fort, among other Things about Shipping, that in. 
genious Gentleman ſo ſtrongly laid before him thei 
Advantages that the maritime Powers of Euro 
2 from their naval Affairs, that he, from that 
Inſtant, conceived a great Notion thereof, and was

The Time and Thoughts of the Czar Peter being 
taken up with the great Deſigns he had med itated] 

for the Improvement of his Country, he had for a 

while neglected the War, began with the Grim-Tar- 
zars, who likewiſe avoided all Occaſions of drawing 
the Arms of the Ruſſians upon them; and the Chan 
had made no late Demand of the 80,000 annual 
Reubles, which he before inſiſted on with great 
Exactneſs.

HE Czar Peter, now ſole Monarch of Ru/- 
ſia, having employ'd ſeveral Fenetians and 
others to build more Veſſels at Veronis, and 
finding them in a proper Condition to fall down 
the River Don, went this Year a ſecond Time 
againſt Aroph, and acting with great Boldneſs 
and Vigour aboard his own Fleet, when the

he muſt apply to the Emperor of the Romans. The 
Sincerity of this Behaviour engaged his Imperial 
Majeſty to enter into a Treaty of Alliance, offen- 
five and defenſive, with the Czar, for three Years, 
on Condition, that one ſhould not make Peace 
without the other. The PFeretians alſo, who had 
reap'd conſiderable Advantages from what paſſed 
in the Black Sea, and being inform'd of the favour- 
able Diſpoſitions of his Czariſh Majeſty, ſent full 
Powers to their Ambaſſador at Vienna to conclude 
an Alliance, offenſive and defenſive, with the Mi- 
niſters of Ria, engaging to furniſh his Czarith 
Majeſty with all neceflary Succours ; and the King 
of Sweden, Charles XII. offered the fame, notwith- 
ſtanding the Provinces of Sweden, bordering on 
Rujia, eſpecially Livonia, were at that Time in a 
miſerable Condition. 

The Reduction of ſo important a Place as 4zopb, 
by which he opened a Paſſage into the Euxine or 
Black Sea, could not but be very pleaſing to rhe 
Czar; when he returned to Aoſccary he received the 
Compliments of all the Boyars upon his Vittory, 
who laid the whole Succeſs on his Majeſty's great 
Conduct on Board the Fleet, * which he prevented 
any Supplics being carried to the Enemy ; and find- 
ing, by the Experience he got in this Action, the 
great Advantage of a maritime Force, he reſolved 
to eſtabliſh a Navy, that ſhould not only ſecure his 
Conquelts, but enable him to meet and oppoſe the 
Turks in the Black Sea; he therefore immediately 
commanded that Workmen ſhould be ſent for from 
Holland, to build Ships, and from Venice and other 
Parts of Italy, to build Galleys, determining to have 
a Fleet of forty Men of War, ten ſtore Ships 
and bomb Veſſels, twenty large Galleys and Gal- 
leaſſes, and thirty half _— and other Veſſels, 
built and equipt with all Things ready to put to 
Sea, within the Space of three Years. kh : 

The Courſe he took to inſtruct himſelf” and his 
Subjects in the Art of Navigation, is ſo very ſur- 
prizing, that it is a Part of.Hiſtory that will hardly 
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ain Credit with Poſterity. Beſides rhe uſual 
"axes paid for the Support of the War, he obliged 
ſeveral of his richeſt — to build each of them 
a Ship at his own Expence; but allowed them the 
Honour of giving their own Names to the Veſſels 
ſo built. The Monaſteries, Cities and Towns, tho 
Merchants and Gentlemen in every Diſtrict through- 
out his Dominions, were to pay their Proportion 
towards the Charge of this Undertaking ; and every 
one's Proportion was to be doubled if it was not 
compleated by the Time he had fixed for it. They 
were allowed to appoint Deputies to carry on the 
Work; and to hire and employ Men to get it done 
in the beſt Manner they could, ſeveral. Dutchmen 
were accordingly made the Agents in this Affair, 
and every Thing was performed with all the Ex- 
pedirion that the Czar required; but he, reflecting 
on the Inconvenience of having no Veſſels but from 
Strangers, or thoſe built by ſuch in his own Domi- 
nions, reſolved on a Way to remedy that for the 
future; and declared his Intentions to travel 
while his Fleet was preparing. He likewiſe ap- 
pointed ſome of the Prime of his young Nobility, 
and the Sons of others, to travel into different Parts 
of Europe; and, as he was a good Judge of all 
Sorts of Men, and their Capacities, gave them In- 
ſtructions particularly what they ought to ſtudy 
that was mo't ſuitable to their Parts and Genius. 
Some of theſe, Gentlemen obeyed with a very ill 
Will, and it is ſaid, that one of them locked him- 
ſelf up in his Houſe at Venice for four Years, thar, 
at his Return, he might have the Satisfaction of not 
having ſeen or learnt any Thing. N 
The Czar, it is thought, beſides the Deſign of im- 
proving theſe young Gentlemen, had another View 
in thus diſperſing them, which was to prevent any 
Danger from their meeting together in his Abſence; 
but notwithſtanding all his Precaution, he found a 
reat Number of Malecontents who cauſed great 
iſturbances both before and after his Departure. 
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The Muſcovites were great Enemies to all Inno- 
vations, and this Ship-building was a Thing entirel 
new to them, who had never ſeen a Ship till his 
Time ; but, above all, their being put to the Ex- 
pence of it, and their being forced to ſend their 
Sons to travel, were look d upon as moſt terrible 
Acts of Oppreſſion, and occaſion'd great Uneaſi- 
neſſes, which were not a little fomented by the 
Prieſts, who took Care to inſinuate among the 
People, that this would be a great Means of cor- 
rupting the young Nobility in the Principles of 
their Religion. Nay, they poſſitively athrm'd it to 
be contrary to the Laws of God, who had forbid 
the Children of ſ#ael to have any Communion with 
the Nations that were round about them, that they 
might not partake of their Idolatry. Not even the 
Envoys ſent to Foreign Courts, were allowed, in 
former Times, to take their own Sons with them, 
and, as J have before mentioned, it was forbid, upon 
Pain of Death, that any Afuſcovite ſhould go out of 
his own Country without ſpecial Leave of the Czar 
or Patriarch. It is no Wonder that People with 
theſe confined and narrow Notions ſhould murmur 
at the Czar's ſhewing ſo great a Regard to Stran- 
gers, going daily to their Houſes, admitting them 
freely to his Converſation, and now preparing to 
leave his own Country. He had likewiſe form'd 
another Project, which he had mentioned to ſome of 
his Boyars, and had aQtually employ'd a Perſon 
about it; this was to make a navigable Canal be- 
tween the Volga and Tanais, by which he might 
convey Provifions and Materials for a Fleet at 
Axoph; but this Deſign, as grand and uſeful as it 
was, ſome of the indolent and ſtupid Ryſtans re- 
preſented as a piece of Impiety, being, as they ſaid, 
to turn the Streams one Way, which Providence 
had directed another. | 
The dreadful Apprehenſions the People had of the 
311 Conſequences that would attend theſe Things, 
gave a good Opportunity to the diſcontented Part 
among the Boyars, who were {till in the Princeſs 
Sophia's 
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S»bia's Intereſt, to attempt ſomething that might 
glye a Turn to the Affairs of State, and put the 
Government again into their own Hands. With 
theſe Views a Conſpiracy was form'd, wherein ir 
was agreed, to fire ſome Houſes near the Czar's 
Palace, and to aſſaſſinate him, when, according to 
Cuſtom, he ſhould come out to aſſiſt in extinguiſh- 
ing the Flames. That is, _ were to murder him, 
at the very Inſtant he was ſhewing the tender Re- 
card he had for the Lives of his Subjects. They 
reſolved next to releaſe the Princeſs Sophia out of 
Priſon, and put the Crown on her Head ; after 
which they were to reſtore the Strelitxes, who had 
been removed from their Poſts, on Account of the 
Rebellion, headed by Gouvanski, at the Time of the 
Czar T beodore's Neath. And next they were to 
maſſacre all Foreigners, and the Czar's new Favou- 
rites; who, they imagined, put him upon taking 
theſe extraordinary Meaſures. 

Three great Lords, one Colonel of the Don-Cyſacks, 
and ſeveral Officers of the Strelitzes were engaged 
in this Plot, which was to haye been put in Execu- 
tion on the 2d of February 1697, but the very Day 
before, two Captains of the Strelitzes, diſcourſing 
together, and being each touched with a Remorſe 
of Conſcience, reſolved to diſcover the whole De- 
ſign ; accordingly they went and threw themſelves 
at his Majeſty's Feet, at the Houſe of his Favou- 
rite M. Le Fort, and made an ample Confeſſion of 
the whole Buſineſs, and gave inthe Names of the 
principal Perſons concerned in it. . 

The Czar immediately roſe from Table, without 
diſcovering any Surprize in his Countenance, and, 
taking only a few Perſons with him, went himſelf 
and ſeized on the Chiefs of the Conſpirators, among 
whom he found one of his own Privy Council; they 
were preſently put to the Torture, and, having 
confeſſed their . were ſoon after executed; 
each of the Criminals had firſt his right Arm and 
left Leg cut off, then his left Arm and _ Leg; 
and afterwards his Head ſeyered from his B Y; 

an 
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and ſtuck, with the reſt, on Spikes at the Top of a 
Column erected for that Purpoſe, in the great 
Market Place before the Gates of the Caſtle, their 
Legs and Arms hanging like Trophies about the 
Column, and their Bodies left expoſed in the 
Market Place, without Burial, till the Froſt broke, 
and then to prevent their being offenſive, by their 
Stench, to the Inhabitants, they were flung into a 
Pit among the executed Bodies of common Thieves 
and Malefactors. 3 

The Czar, having puniſhed the Heads of this 
Conſpiracy, began to prepare for his Journey; he 
ſent M. Le Fort, now made a Lieutenant General 
in his Army and Admiral of his Fleet, together 
with Count Gell:<vi General and Governor of Sj- 
teria, and M. Moſriſetſyn, Privy Counſellor and 
decretary of State, his Ambaſſadors Extraordinary 
to the States General of Holland, and went himſelf 
incognito in their Train, that he might have the 
berter Opportunity of making his Obſervations, 
v ithout being embarraſſed with the Ceremonies 
he was to expect, if he had made himſelf known; 
he likewiſe took with him ſome of his particular 
Favourites, among whom were the Son of the 
Prince Sibirsky and young Menzikeff, and ſome young 
Gentlemen, whom he deſigned to have inſtructed 
in the Art of Ship-building; to gain a perfect 
Knowledge in which was the chief Deſign of his 
Travels. 

During his Abſence, he left the Adminiſtration 
of the Government to three of his Boyars. The 
firſt was his Uncle Naraskin, his Mother's Brother; 
the ſecond, Prince Galliczin, who was again reſtored 
to Favour; and the third, the Lord Peter Procorefsiiy; 
to theſe three Lords he intruſted the Management of 
all his Affairs at Home, and the Care of his Son, 
the Czarewitz Alexis. He ordered an Army of 
about 12,000 Soldiers, commanded by General Gar- 
don, moſt of the Officers of which were Foreigners, 
to be quartered about the Suburbs of Moſcow, to 
keep that City in awe. He ſent the ſuſpected Str2- 
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litzes to the Frontiers of Trrky, under the Command 
of General Schein, who had the Management of 
the War on that Side. 

Having thus ſettled the Government at Home; 
in the Month of Miy 1697, began his Jourany and 
ſet out with the Grand Embaſſy. The firſt Place,

Riga, the principal Town, and Key to the w 
Country of Livonia. | 

This City, built at the Mouth of the River Duna, 
is large, having nine Gates, the chief of which, cal- 
led Carle-Port, is adorned with the Buſto of Charles 
the Eleventh, King of Sweden. At this Entrance, 
on the left Hand, is a Range of Caſerns, for Soldiers 
to lodge in, a hundred Paces in length, which are 
Bomb-Proof; the whole Town, then in the Hands 
of the Swedes, is regular and well fortified ; and 
the Citadel ſtrong and well built. 

The Governor here paid great Reſpe& to the Em- 
baſſy, but refuſing to ſhow the Fortifications to 
Mentikoff and General Le Fort, with whom the Czar 
intended to have fatisfied his own Curioſity, he was 
ſo much incenſed, that he ſaid to his Favourites: 
He hoped he ſhould ſee the Day, wben he ſhould be able 
to refuſe the ſame Thing to the King of Sweden aaa 4 
And this was afterwards, in a Manifeſto he pub- 
lithed, given as one Reaſon, tho certainly no very 
good one, for declaring War with the Swedes; bur, 
when Princes have an Inclination to quarrel, the 
ſlighteſt Pretexts are ſufficient, while the real Mo- 
tives are not proper to be divulged. | 

His Czariſh Majeſty came next to Koningsberg, in 
the Dominions of the King of Pruſſa, then only 
Elector of Brandenbeurg. This City is divided into 
three Parts, called Koningsberg, Kniphoff, and Lobnitz, 
in all which are nine Churches, beſides Chapels. 
The Cathedral is large; here is an Academy, which 
has produced conſiderable Men in every Science 
and a Library well repleniſhed with Books. The

The Ambaſſadors, with a Train of three hundred 
Perſons, firſt ſtopt at Laut, within a Mile of the 
City, to which Place the Elector of Brandenbourg 
immediately ſent M. Dankleman to compliment them 
in his Name, and accompany them into the City. 
After Dinner, M. Beſſer, the Maſter of the Ceremo- 
nies arrived at the ſame Place alſo, with a great 
Company of Nobility to conduct them. 

About four in the Afternoon, their Excellencies, 
in one of the Elector's Coaches, with Meſſieurs 
Dankleman and Beſſer made their publick Entry in

And then M. Dankleman returned an 
Anſwer more at large, and very obligingly, to the 
Compliments of the ſeveral Ambaſſadors, who were 
after that re- conducted to their Lodgings with the 
ſame Ceremonies, and treated with a, very magni- 
ficent Repaſt at the Elector's Expence. The ſame 
Evening, they were alſo entertained with a Show 
of Fire-Works, which laſted till Midnight. The 
Preſents they brought the Ele&or of Brandenbourg 
conſiſted of Sables, Ermins, and other rich Furs, 
ſeveral flower'd Silks and Tiſſues of Gold and Sil- 
ver, and other precious Rarities, valucd, in all, at 
ſeventy-five thouſand Crowns. 

In this City his Czariſh Majeſty had all the Re- 
ſpect paid to him that he deſired, and, having dif 
covered himſelf to the Elector, his Yachts were or- 
dered to attend him, and nothing was deny'd to 
him that he had an Inclination to ſee or have, cither 
to ſatisfy his Curioſity or afford him any Conveni- 
ence or Pleaſure, and having ſo agreeable an Op- 
— to indulge himſelf in a Recreation which 

e much delighted in, he ſtaid here ſome Time, 
and diverted Jimſelf with failing on the Haff, a 
Lake of about 30 Leagues in Length; lying be- 
tween Koninsberg and Danticł. 

It was in his Way to Koningsberg, that his Ma- 
eſty received an Exprefs, with Advice, that the 
Zlector of Saxony was choſen King of Poland, but 
that the Cardinal Primate had proteſted aga inſt the 
ſaid Election, in favour of the Rh” of Conti, who, 
with a Squadron of French Men of War, then lay 
before Daxtzick, in a threatning Manner, notwith- 
ſtanding which, the Town declared for his Rival 
King Auguſtus. The Czar, as ſoon as he received 
this Advice, ſent Orders to his Ambaſladors, then 
reſiding in Poland, to maintain the Right of Electi- 
on; and to aſſure King Auguſtus, that he had 60,000 
Men in Readineſs to ſerve him, and ſupport his juſt 
Pretenſions to the Crown. He likewiſe ſent Orders 
to his Troops in the Ukrain, and about Smolexsho, 
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to advance towards the Frontiers of Lithuania, to 
keep that great Duchy in his Intereſt. The fa- 
vourable Interpoiition of fo powerful a Prince as 
the Czar, it is thought had a very great Influence 
on the Poles at this Time; but was a Step that the 
Court of France could never forgive. owever, 
he had good Reaſon for what he did, for France 
being in Alliance with the Twrk, if their Party had 
ws Food and they could have given a King to Po- 
land, it was very probable that he would not only 
have made Peace wich the Porte, but have turned 
his Arms againſt the Czar.

8 Majeſty avrived at was Dantzick. This City is the 


Capital of Poliſh Pomerania, and diſtant 145 Miles 
from Warſaw. It lies about four Miles from the 
Sea, upon a Branch of the Viſtula or Weiſel, and 
15 accounted one of the chief Hans Towns, and 
orcateſt trading Cities in Europe. It is encompaſſed 
by a Wall ſo broad, that Coaches can eaſily go 
round upon it, and the Fortifications are of a vaſt 
Extent; but, being commanded by two Hills on 
the South-Weſt, cannot hold out a brisk Siege. 
The chief Trade of the City is in Corn from Po- 
land, and it is computed that they export, one Vear 
with another, about 730,000 Tons of Wheat. It 
of Holland and the Northern Coun- 
tries. They have a great Number of Mills for 
grinding Corn, which bring in great Profits to the 
City and the Proprietors of them. The Number 
of Inhabitants in this City were uſually reckon'd 
200,000. Their conſtant Number of Soldiers in 
Pay is only 200, but they can eaſily maintain 12,000 
and have ſometimes had an Army of 60,000 Men. 
One of the Suburbs here is called Scotland, and 
inhabited by Scots, all of that Nation being allowed 
to be Freemen of the Ciry, and have greater Privi- 
leges than other Foreigners, in Conſideration of the 
great Service they formerly did the Place, under 
the Conduct of one of the Family of Douglas, at 
the Time of a Siege, in Memory of which _ the 
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Arms of Scotland ſet over the Gate from whence 
they fallied upon the Enemy. The eſtabliſhed 
Religion of the City is Proteſtantiſm, but they to- 
lerate Roman Catholicks. The Houſes are ſtately, 
the Churches, of which they have twenty-four in 
Number, generally magnificent, the chief of them 
is ſo large that it has forty-eight Altars, and three 
thouſand ſeven hundred twenty-two Windows, 
The Harbour is not deep enough to admit Ships 
of very great Force to come up to the City, but 
ſome of tour hundred Tons and forty Guns have 
been ſometimes known to lie there. 

In this, and moſt other maritime Places, his 
Czariſh Majeſty had very handſome —_—_— made 
to him under the Shew of doing it to the Amba'. 
ſadors, who were complimented with all the higheſt 
Marks of Reſpe& that could be imagined, bur his 
Majeſty would ſuffer no Ceremony to be paid to 
himſelf: He went round the Towns privately to 
view them, attended by the Governor, or ſome 
few of the moſt conſiderable Perſons, but without 
_ Guard, or other Attendance. He had ſo great 
a Deſire to be in Holland, that he tarry'd not long 
at any of the Sea-Ports in the Baltick, and but a 
tew Days at Hamburg, which is ſo fine a City, and 
notwithſtanding the Citizens, who carry on a great 
Trade to f4rch- Angel, were very deſirous of an Op- 
n of rendering their Services acceptable to 

im. 

He travelled not to ſatisfy a vain Curioſity; to 
admire the Splendor of foreign Courts; or, like 
the Petit Maitres at, Preſent, to ſhew the Gaiety of 
his own Dreſs and Equipage, nay, ſo far from the 
rſt, he commonly went about in the Jacket of a 
Dutch Skipper, that he might the more eaſtly mix 
with the — People, and get among the 
Shipping, without being taken Notice of. 

When his Majeſty approached the Frontiers of 
the united Provinces, the States-General appointed 
Depuries to receive the Embafly, with very con- 
ſiderable Preſents, and the higheſt Marks of Ho- 
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nour that could be ſhewn upon ſuch an Occaſion. 
The Cannon was fired from the Ramparts of all 
the great Towns through which they paſled, the 
Soldiers were all drawn out, and the Magiſtrates 
went in all their Formalities to pay their Compli- 
ments. The Streets and Windows at Amſterdam 
were crowded with Spectators, when the Ambaſſa- 
dors enter'd that City, conducted by a great Num- 
ber of Perſons who went out on Horſeback, and 
with ſplendid Equipages to meet them; at Night 
there were Illuminations, and fine Fireworks be- 
fore the Houſe prepared for the Ambaſſadors, whoſe 
Expences the States took upon themſelves to de- 


Ifray. The Dutch did all this, and a great deal 


more, to give the Czar Peter a favourable Im- 
preſſion of their Country, and uſed all Methods 
to induce him to believe them Maſters of thoſe 
Arts that he was moſt particularly defirous to learn, 
that they might prevent his entring into Engage- 
ments with other Nations, who were their Rivals 


Lin the Ryſfan Trade. 


Before the Ambaſſadors arrived at Amſterdam, the 
Czar had left them, and enter'd that City incognite 
accompanied only by a few Merchants, whom he 
had known at Moſcow, and who, having private 
Notice of his coming, went out to meet him. The 


Magiſtrates alſo —_ ſome Intimation of it, de- 
e 


puted ſome conſiderable Perſons to wait upon him, 
with Offers of all Things neceſſary and ſuitable to 
his Dignity. They allo prepared a magnificent 
Houſe for his Reception; but he was not to be 
perſuaded to accept of it, chooſing a little Houſe on 
the Eaſt- India Company's Wharf or Ship-yard, 
where he entered himſelf as a common Carpenter, 
and enrolled in the Liſt of their Workmen, by 
the Name of Peter Micbaelboff. Here he lived ſeve- 
ral Months, with two or three of his Favourites, 
hom he took to be Partners with him in learning 
the Art of Ship- building, bur was obſerved to be 
more induſtrious, and work with greater Aſſiduity 
chan any of his Companions, who, as M Fontenelle 

obſerves, 
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obſerves, had indeed not any Motives comparable 
to his, which was to increaſe the Wealth and Glory 
of his Country. He worked for the greateſt Part 
of the Nay with a Carpenter's Broad Axe among 
the Dutchmen, wearing the ſame Sort of Habit 
that they did, for the better diſguiſe ; and at other 
Times he would divert himſelf with failing and 
rowing upon the Water: Strict Orders were given, 
wherever he was, that all Sorts of People ſhould be 
forbid to diſturb or gaze upon him, which was, of 
all Things, what gave him the greateſt Uneaſineſs. 

Notwithſtanding this great Reſervedneſs, he 
would ſometimes admit of private Viſits from ſome 
of the moſt conſiderable Perſons in Am ſterdam, and 
would go ſometimes in one Habit and ſometimes in 
another to private Entertainments there, particu- 
larly to Burgomaſter ¶Viſton s, a Gentleman who 
was vaſtly rich in Shipping, and famous for his 
own Expence, to make Diſcoveries in all Parts of 
the World ; and had likewiſe been at great Charge 
in fixing large Teleſcopes for obſerving the celc- 
ſtial Bodies. For this Gentleman his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty had a great Value, and with him and two or 
three more would be very free and merry. 

On the 27th of September the Ambaſſadors made 
their publick Entry at the Hague, and, after having 
had an Audience of King William III. as Stadt- 
holder, on the 5th of October they went to Uirecit, 
where they were introduced to a publick Audience 
of the States General; two of the Deputies went 
to conduct them from their Houſes, and two more 
received them without the grand Hall. General 
Le Fort, the chief of the Embaſly produced their 
credential Letters, and made a Speech to their High 
Mightineſſes; Count Gollogvin ſpoke likewiſe ; the 
Audience laſted above half an Hour, during which 
the Ambaſſadors, and the States-General, contrary 
to the uſual Cuſtom, ſtood all the Time. | 

The Plenipotentiaries of the Emperor, of Spain, 
&veden, Denmark and Brandenburg paid Viſits, which 
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were returned by the Ran Miniſters, but thoſe 
of France, irritated by his Czariſh Majeſty's having 
ſo warmly eſpouſed the Intereit of King Auguſtus 
againſt the e of Centi, thought to revenge 
themſelves by not paying them that Reſpect which 
ſeemed their Due. The Embaſly remained at the 
Errue till the zoth of October, having had their Au- 
dience of Leave on tlie 28th before their Departure 
for Am ſterdam : But the Czar himſelf continued at 
the Hague till the th of Nece ler, that he might 
have a particular Interview with the King of Eng- 
land, on the Deſign which he had formed of going 
to London, and thar Prince did not return thither, 
from his Country Scat at Loo, till that Time, whic! 
was at the Concluſion of the Peace of RMH. 
During the Time that his Czarith Majeity was 
in J/lla;:d, he received the agreeable News of his 
Ariny's having obtained a Victory over the Turbs 
and Tartars. General Schein being arrived before 
Aæopl, and having joined the other Generals, their 
Troops together made up an Army of ſeventy or 
eighty thouſand Men: They were hardly atiembled 
bur they received Advice that the Tertars, joining 
the Turks, and thinking themſelves ſuperior to the 
Ruſſiaus in Numbers, were marching towards them, 
with Intent to give them Barrio. The Sultan Galan 
appeared, on the zoth of Jh, at the Head of the 
Hordes of Grimea, Nogai, Edifſans& and Cuban to at- 
tack the Army; the General fell upon them imme- 
diately, without giving them Time to deliberate; 
they fuſtained the firk Shock with a good deal of 
Vigour, bur after the Battle had laſted tome Hours 
they were entirely routed, and drove as far as the 
River Halianka, which they endeavoured to croſs in 
ſuch Diſorder, and with ſo much Precipitation, that the 
oreateſt Part of their Army was lolt by the Slaugh- 
ter they received at the Hands of the Ruſſians and 
Hache, eſpecially the latter, and by the Numbers 
that were drowned, wounded and taken Priſoners. 
This Battle laſted above ten Hours, and was the 
more glorious to the Arms of his Czariſh Majeſty 
S.0k. 4 E in 
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in that he loſt but few Men, and had not above 
_— or thirty Officers of any Diſtin&tion wound- 
ed. 

This Victory was preceded by another Ad van- 
tage gained at Sea. The Tartars, thinking to ſur- 
prize Axoph, had ſent a large Number of Half. 
Galleys, with other Veſſels full of Troops to exe- 
cute their Deſign: But they found the Governor 
upon his Guard, as were the vigilant C acks, who 
gave them a quite different Reception from what 
they expected, and the Ships that were under this 
Fortreſs, chafing the Turkiſp Squadron, took ſeveral 
of their Veſſels, and ſunk others. 

The Body of Troops that were on the Side of the 
Nieper made good Progreſs likewiſe, and beat the 
Tartars every Time they came to attack them, 
which made them fo terrible through all the little 
Tartary and even to the Grimea, that the Cham was 
reſolved to uſe his utmoſt Efforts to be delivered 
from them : For which Reaſon he hazarded another 
Battle near Kaſſikermen, in which the Ruſſians and 
Coſſacks had the ſame Advantages as in the Firſt ; 
and it coſt the Cham the Life of one of his Sons, 
ſeveral of the Turbiſo Baſhaws were likewiſe ſlain 
in the Battle. Theſe Advantages were followed 
by the taking and pillaging many little Places be- 
longing to the Tartars, which left General Schein 
at Liberty to ſend a large Detachment of Men to 
aſſiſt at the Canal that was now making between 
the Don and the Volga, for a Communication between 
the Caſpian and Black-Sea. 

This Year was every where fatal to the Turks, 
for, beſides theſe Loſſes on the Side of Azoph, and 
in Tartary, the Sultan received the greateſt Blow 
he had felt during his long War in Hungary, by 
the Loſs of the famous Battle of Zenta, where, in 
two Hours Time, the Imperial Army, under the 
Command of Prince Eugene of Savoy, gave him a 
total Defeat. The Grand Signior commanded on 
each Side of the Thieſſe, having laid a Bridge over 
the Riyer ; Prince Eugene marched up to him, and 
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d his Camp, on the Weſt-Side the River, 
== yp a — Diſpute, broke in, made him- 
ſelf Maſter of it, and forced all, who lay on that 
Side, over the River, whither he followed them. 
In the Action the Germans had not above four hun- 
dred Men killed, and about one thouſand fix hun- 
dred wounded ; but above twenty thouſand Turbs 
were killed in the Field, among whom were the 
Grand Vizier and the Aga of the r ten 
or twelve thouſand were drowned in the Thieſſe, 
and ſix thouſand wounded and taken Priſoners, in 
the Number of = laſt were twenty-ſeyen Ba- 

and ſeyeral Agas. : : 
* ſame Time that his Czariſh . re- 
ceived this News, he had an Account of the Death 
of Charles XI. King of Sweden, in the forty ſecond 
Year of his Age, and thirty ſeventh of his Reign, 
with whom he had lived in good Friendſhip. This 
Prince, at his Death, left but one Son, the Hope 
of his People, and two Daughters, one of whom 
was marry'd to Frederick the fourth, Duke of Hol- 
ſein Gottorp, and the youngeſt, the preſent Queen 
of Sweden, was then but in the ninth Year of her 
Age. Charles XI. by his laſt Will, put off che Ma- 
jority of his Son Charles XII. to the Age of eigh- 
teen, and appointed his Mother Regent of the 
Kingdom, during the Minority of her Grandſon ; 
but, as the Laws of Sweden had fixed the Majoriry 
of their Kings to the Age of fifreen, which the 

oung King was already arrived at, the States aſ- 
Embled at Stockholm, „ r to change thĩs 
Diſpoſition, and the King's Majority being declar- 

ed, he was crowned the ſame Year. ; ; 
The Czar continued at Amſterdam, till the mid- 
dle of January, and then embarked, at Helvoetſluys, 
tor London. While his Majeſty was in Holland, 
he had ſeen ſeveral Engliſh built. Ships, whoſe 
Beauty and Proportion pleaſed him much better 
than the Dutch hips, and underſtanding likewiſe 
that the Engliſh worked by Plan and Rule, while 
the People er Holland knew very little of the 
E 2 Theory 
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Theory of Ship-building, he reſolved to come over 
hither, that he might improve his Knowledge therein 
to the utmoſt Perfection. Upon an Intimation of 
this Intention, King William preſently ſent him hi 
Compliments, and ſeveral Cooks and other Servant 
were appointed to attend him and his Retinue, who 
were all honourably entertained at the King's Charge, 
the whole Time, which was ſome Months, that he 
ſtaid in England, and allo in his Paſſage over from 
Huolland and back again. A handſome Houſe wa; 
provided for him at the Bottom of York- Buildings 
near the Water-Side; he had ſeveral Interview 
with the King, and her late Majeſty, then Princes 
Anne of Denmark, and ſeveral of the Engliſh Nobi. 
lity ; but he was more pleaſed with the Converſ- 
tion of the then Marquiſs of Carmarthen, after- 
wards Duke of Leeds, than with any other, for 
the Inclinations of that Nobleman were in many 
Things agreeable to his own; like him he delighted 
in maritime Aﬀairs, and would row and fail with 
him on the Water; and gave him all the Informa- 
tion he could into the Knowledge of Shipping. 
During his Stay in England, he went to ſee the 
Univerſity of Oxford; was once to pay a Viſit to 
the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, at his Palace at Lam- 
beth, and went many Times to ſee our Cathedrals 
and Churches, to obſerve the Order of our eſta- 
bliſhed Religion, and had allo the Curioſity to view 
our Quakers and other Diſſenters Meeting Houſes 
in the Time of their Service. Biſhop Burnet * ſays, 
«© he waited on him often, and was ordered, both 
„by the King and the Archbiſhop and Biſhops, to 
« attend upon him, and to offer him ſuch Infor- 
mations of our Religion and Conſtitution as he 
was willing to receive: I had good Interpreters, 
continues the Biſhop, ſo I had much free Diſcourſe 
with him. He is a Man of a very hot Temper, 


« ſoon inflamed, and very brutal in his Nr 
cc 2 


* Hiſt. of his own Times, Vol. II. P. 221, 222. 
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© he raiſes his natural Heat by drinking much 
„Brandy, which he rectifies himſelf wich great 
Application; he is ſubject to convulſive Motions 
© all over his Body, and his Head ſeems to be af- 
fected with theſe : He wants not Capacity, and 
has a larger Meaſure of Knowledge, than might 
© be expected from his Education, which was very 
indifferent; a Want of Judgment, with an Inſta- 
' bility of Temper, appears in him too often, and 
too evidently : He is mechanically turned, and 
« ſeems deſigned by Nature rather to be a Ship- 
© Carpenter, than a great Prince: This was his chief 
* Study and Exerciſe, while he ſtayed here: He 
* wrought much with his own Hands, and made 
« all about him work at the Models of Ships; he

« told me, he deſigned a great Fleet at .-4zoph, and 
« with it to attack the Turkiſh Empire; but he did 


« not ſeem capable of conducting ſo great a De- 
* fign, though his Conduct in his Wars fince this, 
« has diſcovered a greater Genius in him, than ap- 
« peared at that Time: He was deſirous to under- 
« ſtand our Doctrine, but he did not ſeem diſpoſed 
« to mend Matters in AMaſcovy: He was indeed re- 
« ſolved to encourage Learning, and to poliſh his 
“People, by ſending ſome of them to travel in other 
“ Countries, and to draw Strangers to come and 
« live among them: He ſeemed apprehenſive {till 
of his Siſter's Intrigues : There is a Mixture both 
Hof Paſſion and Severity in his Temper. He is 
reſolute, but under:tands little of War, and 


© ſeemed not at all inquilitive that Way. After 


“% had ſeen him often, and had converled much 
„with him, I could not but adore the Depth of 
* the Providence of God, that had raiſed up ſuch a 
furious Man, to fo abſolute an Authority over fo 
great a Part of the World. 

1 ihall go no farther, becauſe the good Biſhop's

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Matters of Fact contradi&t Part of what he ha; 
ſaid, a Part he has contradicted himſelf, even in 
the ſame Breath almoſt that he utters it, and the 
Reſt may be true. 

His Czariſh Majeſty, while he ſtayed at London 
went to view the Tower, where he ſeemed much 
pleaſed with our Armoury, and with the Manner 
of coining Money.

Draught; with which his Majeſty was wonder- 
fully pleaſed, and this he found practiſed every 
where, in the Merchants, as well as in the King's 
Yards; ſeeing with how much more Skill our 
People work'd, than the Ship-builders in Holland, 
he thought he had miſpent all the Time he was 
there, and uſed to ſay he ſhould never have learned 
his Trade, if he had not come to England. 
The King ſent Admiral Auitche! along with him 
to Port/mouth, to put the Fleet out to Sea, _ 
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lay at Spithead, and on Purpoſe to entertain him with 
a mock Engagement, which he had ſeen alſo in 
Holland, but not near ſo much to his Satisfaction as 
this ; which gave him ſo great Pleaſure, that he 
declared he thought an Exgliſb Admiral a happier 
Man than a Czar of Aſuſcovy. In ſhort, he ap- 
proved ſo well of all he had feen in England 
relating to our Shipping, that he reſolved to have 
nothing but Exglißſ built Ships in his Country, 
and thereupon took ſeveral Engliſh Ship-builders and 
Artificers into his Service, to be employ'd in the 
Navy he was about to eltabliſh. He likewiſe took 
other ingenious Workmen of different Kinds to be 
ſent into Muſcovy, among the reſt Captain John 


| Perry was recommended to him, by the Marquis 


of Carmarthen and others, as a Perſon capable of 
ſerving him in ſeyeral of his Deſigns, particularly 
in that of making a Communication between the 
Rivers Volga and Don, before mentioned. 

The Diſtance of this Communication is about 
one hundred and forty Ruſs Miles, by Way of two 
other ſmall Rivers, the one called the Lafia, which 
falls into the Don; the other the Camiſhinska, which 
falls into the Volga; upon theſe two ſmall Rivers 
Sluices were to be placed to make them navigable, 
and a Canal, of near four Ruſs Miles, to be cut 
through the dry Land, where the two ſmall Rivers 
came neareſt to one another. When the Ryſſizns 
are in Poſſeſſion of Axopb, this muſt be of great 
Ad vantage to their Country, eſpecially in Caſe of 
any War with the Turks or Grim Tartars, or with 
Perſia, or any of the Countries bordering on the 
Caſpian Sea;

Army, and who had the Reputation of a very good

While the Czar was here, ſome conſiderable Ct 


Merchants of Lordon entered into a Treaty with 
him, Which was managed by 1/entikeff and Golloxwin, 
for a free Importation of Tobacco into his Domi- 
nions; and they paid him twelve thouſand Pounds, 
immediately upon ſigning the Contract; but he 
made one Condition, that it ſhould be firſt licenſed 
by the Marquiſs of Carmarthen ; this he did as an 
Acknowledgment of the Kindneſs he had receiv'd 
from him, and in Return for his obliging Conver- 
ſation. The Eenefit accruing to that Lord from this 
Agreement was five Shillings for every Hogſhead of 
Tobacco, which the Patriarch had before prohibited 
in Ruſſa, as an irreligious and unclean Thing, and 
to this Nay no Prieſt will ſmoak, or come into a 
Room where Tobacco is ſmoaking. 

At a Meeting which the Merchants before-men- 
tioned had with the Czar the late Sir Gilbert Heath- 
cete, then Mr. Heathcote, Maſter of the Eaſtland 
Company, obſerved to him, that he feared the 
Averſion which the Prieſts had to Tobacco, would 
be a grew Impediment to their Trade, to which the 
Czar anſwered, Vat he cue do well enough with 
tent cen he cbent Pome.

1698. When the Czar left Erzland, King Nilliant 
gave him leave to take any of his Subjects into his 
Service, that he ſhould have Occaſion for; and made 
him a Preſent of a fine Yachr, called the Royal 
Tranſport, the beſt then in England, it carried 
twenty-four Guns, and was contrived by the Mar- 
quiſs of Carmarthen, for the King to pals between 
Ereland and Holland, during the Time of the War. 
He took with him one Mr. Fergbarſon, an ingenious 
Marthemarician, bred in the Univerſity of Merdeen, 
and two young Mathematicians out of Chriſt- 
Church Hoſpital, who with the Ship- Builders and 
ſeveral other Artificers were ſent to Arch-Angel, 
the greateſt Part of them in the fine Lacht. 

His Czariſh Majeſty from hence went back 
again to Holland, and from thence to the Court of 
Nenra, where the next Day after his Arrival he 
had a private Audience of the Emperor Lecpold at 
the Palace de la Tavcuritia. He entered by a Pair of 
Back Stairs, and his Imperial Majeity received him 
at the Door of the Anti-chamber. After the 
firſt Compliments, the Emperor put on his Hat, 
but ſeeing the Czar refuſed to be covered, becauſe 
he was Incognito, his Imperial Majeſty uncover'd 
alſo. No Body was preſent at this Interview, but 
the Count de alerfiein, grand Chamberlain to the 
Emperor, and the Count de Diſtrichſtein his grand 
Equerry, with General Le Fort, who ſerved as the 
Czar's Interpreter. 

A few Days after Count Starenberg, Camp-Marſhal 
General of rhe Emperor's Armies, and Preſident of 
the Council of War, gave the Czar and his Ambat- 
ſadors a magnificent Collation, atcompany'd with a 
Concert of Muſick, and after that a noble Bail, where 
vere preſent the principal Lords and Ladies of the 
Court. On the ninth of ly, being the Feſtival 
of St. Peter, the Name which the Czar receiv'd in 
Baptiſm, he himſelf gave a great Feaſt and Ball in 
Gunterſdorf Houle, where the Ambaſſadors were 
lodged. The Emperor {ſent him his Muſick, and 
ordered large Fire-Works to be made ready, which 
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were play'd off in the Evening. The fame Day 
his Imperial Majeſty ſent a Preſent, of all manner 
or Mathematical Inſtruments, to the Czar, who 
two Days after went to ſee the Armoury, the Li- 
brary, the Pictures, and all the other Rarities of 
the 2 erial Palace. About a Week after this, a 

reat Feaſt was prepared at the Favourita, which 

egan with a Ball, and a Concert of Muſick ; af- 
terwards a ſplendid Collation was given to the 
Company, and then followed another Ball, which 
laſted till Break of Day. Every Masker was in the 
Habit of a different Nation, ſo that almoſt all the 
Countries of the World were there repreſented, and 
every Prince or Lord had a Lady by his Side, in 
anſwerable Habits, of rich Stuff, adorned with large 
Quantities of Jewels; ſo that a more magnificent 


Sight can hardly be imagined. 


"The Emperor, who repreſented an Hoſt, with 
two and thirty Pages habited like Butlers, drank in 
a curious Glaſs to the Country-man of Oft Friſe's 


Health, in which Character the Czar appeared, 


ſaying, at the ſame Time, that he knew well his 
extraordinary Zeal for the Czar of Muſccvy ; and, 
on the other Side, the Country-man of Of# Priſe 
drank the Health of the Hoſt in diſguiſe, ſaying, 
That he was not ignorant of his inviolable Affec- 
tion for the Emperor of Germany. After which his 
Imperial Majeſty made a Preſent of the Glaſs to 
the Countryman of Of Friſe, deſiring him to pre- 
ſerve it carefully in Memory of the Healths drank 
in ſuch good Company. 

Upon the 29th of July the Grand Embaſſy had 
their publick Audience; to which they were con- 
ducted. in a very magnificent Manner, and, were 
treated very ſplendidly at the Emperor's Ex- 

ence. 
, Whilſt the Czar was thus on his Travels, concili- 
ating to himſelf the Affections of the greateſt 
Powers of Europe; making Obſervations, and learn- 
ing Arts for the Improvement of his Country, In- 
telligence coming frequently to Afeſcow, that he 
| was 
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was extreamly pleaſed with what he met with in 
foreign Countries, eſpecially in Angland; that he 
was ſending a great Number of Officers, Arti"cers, 
and all Sorts of Strangers among them; and that 
he intended to make great Alterations in his own 
Affairs, as ſoon as he came home, the diſcontented 
Party, who were in the Intereſt of the Princeſs 
Shia, took a Handle from thence to infuſe ſtrong 
Jealouſies into the Minds of the People, which were 
greatly fomented by the Prieſts, that his Majeſty 
would ſubvert their Holy Religion; and, by bring- 
ing Foreigners among them, deſigned to oppreſs 
his natural Subjects, and quite change the antient 
Eſtabliſhment both in Church and State; upon 
which a Conſpiracy was formed to declare the 
Throne vacant, by his Abſence, to ſet his Siſter 
free from her Confinement, and place her thereon 
in his Stead. 

The Strelitzes knew very well that they had loſt 
the Czar's Favour, and about ten Thouſand of rheſe 
ſent into Winter Quarters on the Confines of Li- 
thuania, about five hundred Miles from Afoſccey, 
had agreed to join the Conſpirators, and the better 
to Colour their Deſign, they were to make ſome 
Complaint concerning their Pay, and march away 
directly; but the Regency, appointed by the Czar 
at his Departure, hearing of their Motion, ſent at 
firſt ſeveral Perſons to endeavour to pacify them 
by fair Means, who offered them not only all their 
preſent Pay and Arrears, but ſix Months Pay 
advance, and uſed all Means to prevail with them 
to return and join the other Forces, who were 
very ſoon, the Time of the r drawing 
near, to form an Army againſt the Turks: Bur 
they would liſten to no Propoſals, they faid, till 
they had been at Maſcoab, to ſee their Friends, from 
whom they had been ſo long baniſhed, and would 
likewiſe inform themſelves what was become of 
= Czar, not knowing whether he was dead or 
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Upon hearing an Account of this ill Succeſs of 
the Deputies, ſent by the Regency, the whole City 
was in a great Conſternation, many Perions os 
Condition left HMſccct, and retired into the Country, 
dreading what might happen upon the Approach 
of theſe Troops, and the Revolt of others, and ha- 
ving ſeen the terrible Havock and Devaſtation that 
was made by theſe very Strelitzes in their Rebellion, 
but a few Years before; to prevent any Inſurrec- 
tion, and put a ſtop to the Dangers that were 
threatened, General Gordon was ordered to march 
againſt the Mutineers, with his Army; which had to 


been many Times in Action with him, and which th 
conſiſted of old Soldiers for the molt Part, and fo- en 
reign Oq̃cers. They came up with the Rebels about re 
forty Miles from Hoſccæv, near the Jeruſalem Mona- to 
fttery, from whence the General ſent ſome Noblemen, P 
who came out with him as Volunteers, and ſeveral ti 
Officers, to offer them honourable Satisfaction, if 0 


they would return to their Duty; but they very 
dy perſiſted in their firt Reſolution of 
coming to Alaſcosd, to know, as they pretended, 
v hether the Czar was living or dead; and declared, 
that if his General lead his Army againſt them, 
although it was double their Number, they would 
oppoſe him at all Hazards. 

General Gos den, receiving this Anſwer, ordered 
Tome Canon to be fired over their Heads, to 
frighten them, and ſummoned them to ſurrender; 
bur the Shot doing no Execution, the Pricits took 
this Advantage to confirm them in their Reſolu— 
tion, and declared, that it was a Miracle, and that 
the Shot had no Power to hurt them, who were 
going to fighe for the Honour of Cod, and in De— 
fence of their holy Religion, Thus puffed up with 
the true Spirit of Enthuſiaſm, the Rebels gave a 
great Shout, and ran farioaſly upon the General's 
Army; whereupon a very ſharp Engagement en- 
ſued, that laſted near two Hours. The Rebels now 
found, too late, that Miracles were ceaſed, and

9)! When the firſt Account of this Rebellion cama 
id to the Czar, he was at the Court of Vienna, where 


1 WH the Emperor, with whom he was in Alliance, had 
»- WH cntertained him moſt magnificently, as is before 
related ; and from thence he was preparing to go 
to Venice, in which State as well at Rome, great 
Preparations were making for his Reception ; bur 
this News made him alter his Reſolution, and fer 
our directly for 4ffcow, by the Way of Poland, 
where he had a ſhort Interview with King Augu- 
fus, and it was thought he concerted Meaſures 
with that Prince, at this Time, for the War that 
was ſoon after declared with Steden, there being a 
Treaty of Peace then on Foot with the Turks, by 
the Mediation of King liam. 

The Czar fer forward with a Train of thirry 
Perſons, among whom were General Le Fort, and 
Count Gollxvin, but the Diack Woſriſeftyn was lefc 
at Vienna, being to aſſiſt, as Plenipotentiary, at the 
Congreſs of Carlowitx. His Majelty proceeded 
with ſo much Expedition and Secrecy that he ar- 
rived at Mſſcoco, to the great Joy of his faithful 
Friends and Subjects, and to the Terror and Con- 
fuſion of his Enemies, before it was known in that 
City chat he was on his Journey: The very next 
Day after his Arrival, he ordered very handſome 
Rewards to be given to thoſe Soldiers who had been 
ſtedfaſt in their Loyalty, and fought faichfully in 
his Service; he likewiſe ordered the principal A- 
2 and Contrivers of the Rebellion to be brought 

efore him; and haying fully examined them _ 
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ſelf, before his Boyars, they were all ſentenced ta 
Death. Among the Conſpirators were Prince G- 
Jorin and General Romanodoskewski, with ſeveral! 


Ladies of Quality, and many Prieſts of the firſt 


Rank, who had been great Incendiaries among the 
People, under Pretence of defending the Purity of 
their Faith and Doctrines. A great Number of 
the Conſpirators were beheaded, ſome broke upon 
the Wheel, and others buried alive; above two 
Thouſand of the Strelitzes were executed, ſome had 
their Heads taken off in the Market Place, and 
others hang'd upon Gallowſes erected for that Pur- 
poſe, at the Gates of all the Walls that encompaſs 
the City. Thoſe who were beheaded were laid in 
Ranks upon the Ground with their Heads by them, 
where oy were left, as thoſe hanging on the 
Gates were, all the Winter, and then taken away 
to prevent the Air's being infected by them. Other 
Gibbets were ſetup in the publick Roads leading to 
Afoſcowp, at about two. Miles diſtance, upon which a 
great Number of the other Rebels were hang'd, 
and large Monuments of Stone were eretted near 
the ſame on the Roads, with an Account of their 
Crimes deeply engraven thereon, and ordered to be 
repaired, as occaſion required, to perpetuate the 
Memory of them. The very Houſes in which 
they liv'd, were razed to the Ground, and the 
Name of Strelitzes were commanded, from hence- 
forth, to be aboliſhed, and changed into that of 
Soldatee, or Soldiers. Such of the Strelitzes as were 
Judged the leaſt guilty had their Lives ſpared, but 
were baniſhed to Siberia, Aſtracan, Azoph, and the 
fartheſt Part of the Empire, with their Wives, 
their Families, and neareſt of Kin. 

1699. His Majeſty, on his Return from his Travels, 
having puniſhed his Enemies, turned his Thoughts 
on reforming his Government and People. He be- 
gan With eſtabliſhing his Guards, which were thoſe 
Regimears that vrere ſettled in the Room of the 
Strelitzes ; he then put his whole Army on a new

were all regularly cloathed, with ſome ſmall Dit-

The City of Veronis is ſituated upon a high Hill, ſur- 
rouned with a wooden Wall, and divided into three 
Parts, in one of which, called Fakatof, the chief of 
the ag Merchants have their Abode ; there is a 
great Rope-Walk in this City, and the Powder is 
kept in ſubterraneous Magazines without the Wall. 
Upon the ſide of the Hill, along the River, there 
are ſeveral Houſes, about four hundred Paces in

The Cir 
ſtands on the Weſt-ſide of the River Veronis, whoie 
Name it borrows, and the Citadel is on the other 
Side, to which there is a large Bridge of Commu- 
nication. The Ditches abour it are full of Water. 
The Citadel is a ſquare Building, with Towers at 
the four Angi id; it has large Apartments in it, and 
makes a grand Figure without. This is the chief 
Magazine, wherein are about one hundred and fiity 
Pieces of Canon, though moſt of them without 
Carriages for the more ready tranſporting them 
when wanted. The Citadel is defended with Pal- 
Ladoes in ſeyeral Places, and filled with a pretty 
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good Garriſon, as well as the Country about, to 
withſtand the Tartars, The Convemiencies tor 
Ship-building are on one Side, and the Store-honſy 
on the other, which is a great Building, three Stories 


high, the two firſt of Stone, and the other of Wood. Mir

As ſoon as his CzarifgMajoTty came hither, he made bel 
the Engliſb, he brought over, hischief Maſter Builders, WE 
except ſome few, who were to finiſh Ships they had el 
begun.

His Czarith Majeſty had ſcarce ſettled the Affairs 
of his Navy at Peronis, before he was haſtened to 
Moſceey, by a Misforrune that befel him, and indeed 
it might be accounted ſo to bis whole Country, and 
this was, the Death of his Favourite Le Fort. A 
Man who had highly deſerved all the Honours that 
he had, or could, confer upon him. The Czar was 
ſenſibly 
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ſenſibly touched with this Loſs, and ordered the 
moſt magnificent Pomp to attend his Funeral Ob- 
ſequies, at which he aſſiſted himſelf, crying with a 
loud Voice, that he had loft his Father. This great 
Miniſter left at his Death, which was but in the 
sch Lear of his Age, near a Million of Roubles, 
all acquired without Oppreſſion or Corruption; he 


o married into a very rich Family, the Head of which 
g. ie had ſaved, as he had ſeveral others, from the Rage 
id of his Maſter. He was diſintereſted, humane, juſi, 


ſeler, generous and brave. Never was Servant more 
beloved by his Prinze, or more deſerving it. And, 
what is not very common with Favourites, he gain-

This melancholy Office over, his Majeſty now 
began to regulate the Affairs of his Government; he 
choſe a new ſet of Lords to be of his Council: 
And, that he might do Honour to ſome of thoſe 
who had faithfully ſerved him, he inſtituted the 
Order of St. Andrew, which was the firſt Order of 
Knighthood ever known in that Country ; and it 
ſ:emed, ſays M. de la Meotraye, as if he intended it 
to be the Epoch, or Date, of thoſe Projects he had 
in View, and which the World has ſince ſeen him 
put in Execution. He could not, ſays the ſame 
Author, have beſtowed a more venerable and agree- 
able Name on this Order, to the Ruſſians, becauſe 


St. Andrew planted the Croſs among them. The 
Collar of the Order is a blue Ribbon, to which 
there hangs a Croſs with the Image of that Sainr, 
and theſe two Letters, S. A. ſurmounted by an 
Eagle, and the Sovereign's Name engraven thereon. 
Prince Alentikoff was tho firſt on whom he conferr'd 
it. 

The Czar's Miniſters, at the Treaty of Carlowitz, 
before this, had concluded a Truce with the Turks 
for two Years; but the Emperor, the King of Po- 
land, and the Yenetians, having agreed on Prelimina- 
ries for a perpetual Peace, the Gaar wrote to King 
William, who was Mediator at the ſaid Treaty, to 
get the Truce prolonged for him; he, accordingly, 
lent Directions to the Lord Paget, his Ambaſlador at 
the Porte, to take the ſame Care of the Czar's 
Affairs as of the reſt of the Princes of Chriſten- 
dom, by which Means the Czar's Truce was pro- 
longed for twenty-five Years, much to his Satisfac- 
tion: And the very next Day after the Ratifica- 
tion of it, he declared War with the young King 
of Sweden: As about the ſame tne, had the Kings 


of Poland and Denmark, who were in Ace 
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with the Czar. It muſt be confeſſed, that theſo 
three powerful Princes joining together to fall 
upon Gharles XII. at one Time, who was then not 
eighteen Years of Age, had ſomething ſo ungene- 
rous in it, as ſeemed to juſtify the Revenge he af 
terwards took upon them; but the Raſhneſs and 
Impetuoſity with which he purſued it, proved 
fatal to himſelf and his Country. 

Whatever the Czar's Pretences were for enter- 
tering into. this War, the true Motive was, the 
Hopes he had of recovering Ingria, which had for- 
merly belonged to Auſcouy, till taken by the great 
. Grufiaons Aclolphus. The Czar, by pofleſſing this 
Province, would be enabled to have a Port on the 
Eaſt Side of the Paltick, to compleat his great De- 
ſign of opening new Ways between that and the 
Euxine ak Caſpian Seas, and from thoſe to the Nor- 
thern Ocean, which was to be done by cutting Ca- 
nals to unite the Rivers Volga, T anais, and Devin. 
He had likewiſe Pretenſions to the Province of Li- 
nia, which tho' he would not have liked to have 
leen in the Poſſeſſion of the Poles, yet he was willing 
to aſſiſt them to take it from the Swedes. 

While the Czar's Army and Fleet were prepa- 
ring for the enſuing War, he began his intended 
Reformation in the Church and State; in the Man- 
ners, Cuſtoms, and even the Dreſs of his People: 
But that the Reader may the better apprehend what 
he undertook, it may not be improper to make him 
acquainted with the former State of theſe Affairs. 

The 174ſcovite Religion is properly that of the 
Greek Church, in many Things differing from the 
Roman and reformed Churches. They receive the 
Euchariſt in both Kinds; obſerve four Lents, and 
have Service daily in their Churches. The great 
Devotion of the Muſcovites lies in aſſiſting at Maſſes, 
which the Priefts begin at Midnight; they repeat 
the Miſerere, which they call Hoſpidi Pomilio, a hun- 
dred Times over, and the Prieſt who can fay i: 
ofteneſt in a Breath is loob d upon at the beſt Man 
among them. Before the Time of Peter I. it was a 
very 
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very extraordinary Thing to meet with any one 
among the Clergy, who knew any Language but his 
own, nor was there any College for educating 
thoſe ſer apart for the Duties of Religion, the Ryſ- 
ſians never regarding from whence they took their 
Prieſts, which they did ſometimes from the ver 
meaneit and moſt mechanical Trades. Nay, ſuch 
Enemies were they to Learning, that a Preſs with 
Letters being once ſent from Poland to Aloſcogp, a 
Printing-Houſe was erected by the Approbation of 
one of the former Czars; but the Building was ſet 
Fire to in the Night, and burnt to the Ground, by the 
Procurement, as it was generally ſuppoſed, of the 
Prieſts, who looked upon all Books, but fuch as 
treated of their own Hiftory, and the Miracles of 
their Saints, as dangerous as Witchcraft. 

The irſcovites love to build Churches, and when- 
ever a Boyar built an Houſe, he uſed to raile a Cha- 
pel, and maintain in it as many Monks as he could 
afford. They had many large Monaſteries poſſeſ- 
ſed by Monks and Friars, which had conſiderable 
Revenues in Land and Houſes belonging to them. 
They paid Adoration to many Saints, had a great 
Number of Holidays, and much of their Religion 
conſiſted in Ceremonies. 

Ot all their Saints, St. Nicholas was in greateſt 
Veneration among them, and to him they paid the 
ſame Reſpe& as to God himſelf, often crying, a 
Thing will happen fo or ſo if it pleaſe St. Nicholas 
But the moſt abſurd of all Miracles that ever was 
invented, was what they attributed to St. Anthony, 
who, as they ſaid, came all the Way to Novagorod, by 
Water on a Mill-Stone, failing down the Tyber to 
Gita Vechia, from thence paſſing through ſeveral 
Seas to the Mouth of the Neva, then went up that, 
and, crofling the Lake Ladoga into the Volcaff, arriv'd 


'at the Ciry before named. Beſides this extraordi- 


nary Voyage, he wrought ſeveral other Miracles as 
ſoon as he landed, where the Monaſtery now ſtands 
that is dedicated to him; one was, to order a Com- 


pany of Fiſhermen to caſt their Nets into the Sea, 
| which 
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which having done, they immediately drew up, with 
a great Quantity of Fiſh, a large Trunk containing 
ſeveral Church Ornaments, ſacred Utenſils and 
prieſtly Veſtments for celebrating the Liturgy, which 
the Ryſſians believe, as well as the Eaſtern Greeks, 
was firſt performed at Rome in the ſame Manner and 
with the ſame Ceremonies as they themſelves uſe at 
this Time; the People tell you farther, that he built 
himſelf a little Cell, in which he ended his Days. 
In this Place there now ſtands a Chapel, in which 
they ſay he was buried, and that his Body remains 
as uncorrupted and intire as at the Inſtant of his 
Death. Over the Door of the Cell the Monks ſhew 
a Mill-Stone, which they endeavour to make the 
ignorant People believe, is the very ſame that the 

aint failed upon from Rome, and to which great 
Devotions were once paid, and many Offerings 
made, till the Time that Peter the Great made hin 
ſelf ſovereign Pontiff, as will be mentioned here- 
after. Pictures and Images of their Saints, they 
uſed likewiſe to have in great Abundance in their 
Houſes; and the Muſcovites were ſo ſuperſtitious, 
that if any one had to do with a Woman, and any 
of the Images of their Saints were in the Room, 
they would take care to cover them, that they 
might not be Witneſſes of their Actions. 

Among their Holidays, Eaſter is a Feſtival of 
great Joy to the Muſcovites, not only on Account 
of the moſt ineſtimable Bleſſing that it is to com- 
memorate, but as it puts an End to their longeſt 
and ſevereſt Lent ; on the ar eee and for 
a Fortnight after, it is a Cuſtom among them, to 
preſent Eggs to one another, which are coloured, 
for that Purpoſe, ſome red, ſome blue, ſome green, 
and others, for the better Sort of People, finely 

ainted, and fold for two or three Rixdollars a 

iece. When two Friends meet in the Eaſter- 
Holidays, they preſent each other with theſe, and 
joining Hands in a ſolemn Manner, one fays, 
CHrisTos Wos CuREsT, Chriſt is — ; and the 
other anſwers, Wois TIN Wos CurEsT, = 
: '8 
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be is truly riſen. Some of their coloured Eggs have 
likewiſe the ſame Words written on them, which, 
when offered, there is no one of what Sex or Con- 
dition ſoever, refuſes. 
The moſt pompous of all their Ceremonies was 
that of Palm-Sunday ; which was wont to be per- 
formed in the following Manner. A hundred Men 
were ordered to clean the Streets before the Pro- 
ceſſion began. The Czar himſelf marched on Foot, 
richly dreſsd in Cloth of Gold, the Train of his 
Robe borne up by Princes, and all the Court wait- 
ing on him. The firſt that went before him was 
the Officer that carried his Handkerchief, lying on 
another embroidered all over, which hung on his 
Arm, the Servants of his Houſhold going before 
him. In this Order they proceeded to the Church, 
called Jeruſalem; but ſtopt, by the Way, at a Place 
built with Free-Stone, in the Manner of a Plat- 
form, where he ſaid his Prayers, bent his Body al- 
moſt double turning towards the Eait, and then 
entered the Church of Feryſalem, which is not 
far off. 

He uſed to ſtay there an Hour, and then re- 
turned to his Palace, holding on his Arm the Bridle 

of the Patriarch's Horſe capariſoned with white 
Linnen, on which the Prelate rid aſide, like a 
Woman, carrying a Croſs in his Hand, and givin 
his Benediction to the People. The Reins of his 
Bridle were three Ells long ſupported by three 
Gentlemen marching behind the Emperor ; and 
the Head of the Horſe was held by a Boyar. In- 
ſtead of a Mitre, the Patriarch wore, at that Time, 
a flat Cap on his Head, adorned with Diamonds 
and Golden Loops, edged round with Ermines. 
A Band of young Men carried ſeveral Pieces of 
Stuff of three or four Ells long, before him of 
various Colours. The Metropolites, the Protopopes, 
and the Popes, hal all of them Chaſubles on, a 
Sort of Caps uſed by the Popiſh Prieſts when they 
ſay Maſs ; of theſe and other Prieſts about five hun- 
dred march'd in the Proceſſion, eyery one cry ing 
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ſomething in his Hand, one a Book, another a Croſz 
and ſome Croſiers; thoſe who marched next the 
Patriarch, carried great Pictures of the Virgin 
richly adorned with Gold, Jewels, and Chapfets 
or Bead-rolls of Pearls; others carried great Crniles 
richly adorncd likewiſe, and fo heavy, that ſome 
were forced to be carried by four Prieits. 

Then came thoſe who carried the Golpels, which 
were vaſtly magnificent, for a ſingle Leaf has coi 
fix or ſeven thouſand Pounds. The Czar Peter had 
one made for him, by a French Jeweller, on ecu 
Side fer with five Emeralds, the leatt of which was 
worth ten Thouſand Crowns. | 

The Gentlemen and Lawyers had Boughs of Wil. 
low, inſtead of Branches of Palm, in their lands 
The Czar's Guards, and the People proſtrated them: 
ſelves flat on the Ground, like the Tartars before 
their Grand Lama; and a triumphal Arch wes 
borne along with a Tree on it, from which ſeveral 
Boys in the Machine endeavoured to reach the Ap- 
ples that were hanging on it. When the Ceremo- 
ny was over, the Patriarch ſometimes ſent the 
Czar a Purſe with a hundred Roubles in it ; at other 
Times the Czar went home to Dinner with him. 

There is a Nich in the Jeruſalem Church, where 
the Patriarch uſed to ſtand to give his Benediction 
to the People, after which he repeated theſe Words, 
Go, and eat nothing theſe three Days. 

I have heard a pleaſant Story, of an Accident 
that happened to an Eugliſʒh Merchant's Servant 
on account of this Benedicton. The Servant was a 
Ruſſian by Birth, but borne far in the Country, and 
having never ſeen ſuch a Ceremony before, when 
he returned from Church he appeared ſo melan- 
choly that his Maſter took Notice, and asked the 
Reaſon of it. The Ruſſian told him of the Orders 
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which were given by the moſt holy Patriarch, that S! 
no Body ſhould eat any Thing in three Days; and 7 
ſaid, he was afraid he ſhould? die with Hunger in Je 


the mean Time. He faſted two or three Days, 
and was ready to eat himſelf, not being _ rt 
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uch Penance, however he held out; and then, 
otwithſtanding his great Veneration for the Pa- 
Eriarch, ſwore he would never go to Church to hear 
Wis Bleſſing again. ; : : 
The patriarchal Dignity was introduced into the 
E8R:/ian Church by meer Chance, * which rill the 
Year fifteen hundred eighty eight, acknowledged 
the Patriarch of Conſtantinople for hers; and this was 
by the Means of one Hieronomo, who was degra- 
Wdcd, and depoſed by the Clergy from that ancient 
patriarchal See, which he had very unworthil 
Wiilled for ſome Years. He was one of thoſe Greek 
Prelates, and wandering Beggars, who pretend to 
|. Wave been unjuſtly perſecuted by the Turks, ſuch as 
„are been running through all the Kingdoms and 
W Provinces in the Chriſtian Parts of Europe, but one of 
che cunningeſt and boldeſt that lying Greece ever 
produced. This Hieronomo, to revenge himſelf on 
the Clergy of Conſtantinople, and fill his Purſe, pro- 
poſed to the Czar Theodore Foanowitz, among other 
Projects, (one of which was an Alliance of Afuſcou 
with Spain, and the Pope againſt the Turks) to make 
uſcooy the patriarchal See of all the whole Greek 
Church, and to reſign his Dignity to whomever 
his Majeſty ſhould be pleaſed to name, or cauſe 
to be elected. He brought that Prince the more 
eaſily into this Deſign, ſince by it he would fave a 
great deal of Money, which was ſent every Year 
to r e upon which he aſſembled his Council, 
and the principal Membersof the Rin Church, who 
all applauded the Propoſal ; and the Fifteenth of 
January 1588, was appointed for the Ceremomy : 
Conformable to which Hieronomo went in great 
Pomp, with the Rxſian Clergy, to the Metropolitan 
Church of Precheſie, [our Lady] where he made an 
Oration, after which he delivered his patriarchal 
Staff and Tiara into the Hands of the Metropolitan 
— who was immediately inſtalled with great So- 
lemnity. He afterwards drew up an Inſtrument of 
VoI. I. _ Re- 
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Reſignation, which he gave him in Writing, and 
received, before he lefr .Loſcowy, a prodigious Num. 
ber of valuable Preſents in Gold, Silver, and ich 
Furs, from the Czar, the Nobility, the new Pa- 
triarch, and the Clergy ; being Flendidly enter. 
tained while he remained there: But thinking it 
not convenient to ſtay long after his being ſo wel 
rewarded for the Reſignation he had made of x 
Dignity which was neither in his Power, nor Pol. 
ſeſlion, he went to Rome with his Booty. 
Upon the Death of the laſt Patriarch, who dy 
ſoon after the Czar returned from his Travels, his 
Majeſty reſolved to have no other Patriarch elected, 
but to make himſelf ſole Head and Governor of the 
Church; however he appointed the Metropolitan of 
Reſan, a Pole by Birth, and whom he found the 
learnedeſt Man among the Clergy, to take upon him 
the Adminiitratioa of Eccleſiaſtical Affairs; but 
was, from Time to Time, to make a Repreſentation 
of all Matters of Moment to the Czar himſelf and 
receive his Directions therein. 
The Clergy, as we may eaſily imagine, were 
not a little diſturbed at this great Alteration in the 
Government of the Church ; and one Biſhop having 
ſpoke too freely of the Czar's aſſuming the ſupreme 
Authority to himſelf, was immediately ordered to 
be degraded ; bur none of the other Biſhops would 
readily comply in executing this Order, but offer- 
ed Remonſtrances to his Majeſty, to ſhew that it 
was a Thing unknown for a Perſon of that high 
Rank and Dignity in the Church to be degraded, 
and alledged, that they, being all but Biſhops and 
of equal Rank, had no Power to do it : But howe- 
ver they were willing to give up their Brother for the 
. of the Church; for they propoſed this Ex- 
pedient, that, if his Majeſty would allow them to 
ele& another Patriarch, they would proceed upon the 
Degradation of the Biſhop who had offended him. 
Peter, Who would not ſuffer any of his Subjects to 
expoſtulate with him, took another Method, and re- 
ſenting this mean Eyaſion, created a new ur 
| the 
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the aforeſaid Metropolitan of Reſan, on purpoſe to 
execute his Orders, and obliged him to take away 
the Mitre of the other Biſhop. 

This Reſolution in the Czar cauſed ſome very 
Y bold Writings to be dropped about in the Streets of 
8 AMo/cow ; which gave ſuch Offence, that large Re- 
& wards were offered to diſcover the Authors of them, 
but to no Effect. 

I thall ſpeak next of the Ceremonies of their 
Marriages. The Day appointed being come, the 
Bride uſed to put on her Head a Sort of Hood made 
of fine Linnen or Lawn, or Knit-work, that veiled 
her to the Middle, and fo, with her Friends, and 
che Bridegroom with his, went to Church, on 
W Horſeback, though the Church was never ſo near 
at Hand. They married with a Ring, and the 
Words of the Contract and Ceremony agreed much 
with ours. The Ring put on, and the Contract 
pronounced, the Bride's Hand was deliver'd into 
the Hand of the Bridegroom, ſtanding all this while 
on one Side of the Altar or Table, and the Bride 
on the other. The Knot being thus knit by the 
Prieſt, ſhe came about with the Bridegroom to the 
End of the 'Table, and falling down at his Feer, 
knocked her Head upon his Shoe, in token of Subjec- 
tion and Obedience; then the Bridegroom uſed to caſt 
the Skirt of his Gown over her, ſignifying his Dut 
to protect and cheriſh her. After this the Bride's 
Father and Friends bowed to the Bridegroom, and 
his Relations to the Bride, in token of Love and 
Affinity between the two Kindreds. This done the 
Bridegroom's Father delivered the Prieſt a Loaf of 
Bread, who preſently returned ir, upon a folemn 
Promiſe, that the Dowry ſhould be delivered ar 
the Day appointed, and that Friendſhip ſhould con- 
tinue between the two Kindreds; fo the Bread was 
broken, and they eat it amongſt them, to teſtify 
their true and ſincere Meaning to perform rhe 
_—_ and Promiſe, and thenceforth to become of 


one Family. 
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Their Manner of wooing was ſhort, for when 
they made Love, the Man ſent Preſents to the Wo. 
man, which if ſhe accepted the Match was agreed 
on; but if they were returned, it was a Sign he 
was diſliked ; and among other Preſents ſometime; ſoon 
there was a Whip, to let the Woman know what 
the was to expect, if ſhe proved diſobedient, or broke 
the Marriage Vow ; if this odd Sort of Preſent could 
be acceptable to the Women in the Time of Court.

They uſed to put new Shoes on 1 
them, and give them a Letter in their Hands, di- fla 
rected to St. Nicholas, intimating, that the Deceaſed 
was a Ruſs Man, or Woman, dying in the true M 
Faith: When the Ground was frozen, that no Spade we 
could enter it, they laid them up in their Dead- _ 
Houſes, which they call God's Houſes, and when *

They had hkewiſe a ridiculous Cuitom of ſend- 


W ing Prayers in a Cap to Perſons at a Diſtance. And 
many would refuſe to work on a Friday, under 
Pretence that the Panitza was angry, and would 


puniſh thoſe with Misfortunes, who did not obſerve 


Wi this Feaſt in Honour of her. M. de la Motraye ſays, 
Jhe was aſſured as a Truth, that in the Diſtrict of 
Ffrodub they led a Woman with diſhevelled Hair, 


every Friday, in an eccleſiaſtical Proceſſion under 
the Name of Paxitza; and that the People bowed 
down before her at Church, and made her Pre- 
Jents, in Hopes of great Benefits, which the Priefts 
flattered them they ſhould receive from her. 

In the Neighbourhood of ſeveral Monaſteries the

Monks uſed to ere Oratories in the High-Ways, 
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Theſe and many other ſuperſtitious Abuſes the 
Czar Peter took care to abolith when he ſettled the 
National Synod, as we ſhall ſee hereafter. 

As to the Government of the Provinces, the large 
Dominions of Ruſſia were formerly divided into 
four Parts, called Cherfirds or Tetrearchies, every Part 
containing divers Shires, and was annexed to the 
ſeveral Offices from whence they derived their 
Names; the firſt bore the Name of the Po/clski Cle. MM and 
frd, or Juriſdiftion of the Office of Embaſſies, and 
foreign Affairs. : 

The Second was called Roſeradny Chetfird, becauſ 
it belonged to the Ryſerade or High-Conſtable. 

The Third was the Pomeſlenoy Chetfird, appertain. 
ing to that Office, where was kept a Regiſter of 
all the Lands given by the Prince for Services to hi 
Boyars, Gentlemen and others. 

The Fourth was called the Caſſansky Deavcert., 
being appropriated to the Office which had the Ju. 
riſdiction of the Kingdoms of Aſtracan and Caſay, 
with the Cities and Towns lying on the Velen 
From the Juriſdiction of thoſe Offices, but very few 
Places were privileged or exempted, except the 
Czar's Inheritance, or Vochin, as they term'd it; 
for that pertained from antient Time to the Houſ: 
of Beala, which ſtood on thirty-ſix Towns, with 
their Bounds and Territories, and ſome other parti 
cular Royalty. Theſe great Officers reſided com- 
monly at Court, and carried their Offices with then 
wherever they went. They were generally Lord; 
of the greateſt Families in Ruſſia, who were Favou- 
rites of the Czar, and acted as ſovereign Princes 
under him, in all Provinces they were to govern, 
They had Liberty to uſe the Czar's Name for their 
Authority in iflving forth their Orders, and hal 
Power over Mens Lives and Fortunes. To tles

Proceedings to the principal Lords under whoſe 
bo ſeldom came themſelves in 


Theſe Lords had alſo the ſole Power to appoint 


Wand ſend. Governors to each Province, which was 
ſubdivided into leſs Diſtricts, and every Governor had 


a Diack or petty Chancellor, and an Office or Court 


Jof Juſtice erected under him, called a Precauſe, where 


they ſat as Commiſſaries for the Czar's Revenues, 


Wand likewiſe as Judges, with an abſolute Power to 
determine all Cauſes, without either Jury, or Counſel 
to plead for the unhappy Perſons who were brought 
before them. Only in Caſes of Life, they were 
WJ obliged to make a Repreſentation by Letter to the 
Lord of the Province in Moſcow, before any Man 
could be executed; but that was done in ſuch a 
Manner, that the Buſineſs always went as they 
vould have it. 


The Commiſſions to theſe Governors were uſu- 
ally granted for three Years, which time they held 


their Places, unleſs their Oppreſſions and Frauds 


were ſo flagrant that they were turned out ſooner, 
They had no Salary appointed them, but when they 


vere put into their Governments, a Preſent was 


made them of about three or four thouſand Rou- 
bles, according to the Ability of the People where 
they were ſent, who made likewiſe Preſents pri- 
vately to the Diacks belonging to the head Office, 
or Precauſe in Aſfoſcow. Yer would theſe Governors 
commonly make themſelves rich in the aforeſaid 
Term of three Years; by which it may be gueſſed 
how equitably they ſerved their Prince, and whar 
Juſtice the People had from them : But it was re- 
markable all over Rſſic, among the common Peo- 
ple, that the firſt Step they took, in any Matters 
to bo brought to a Tryal, was to bribe the Judge 
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whoſe Hands were open to both Parties, and that, 
which bribed the higheſt carried the Cauſe. 

Beſides this grand Article of Bribery, the Cover. 
nors had other Opportunities of enriching them. 
ſelves; one was the Power they had of aſſeſſing the 
Taxes, and appointing Collectors, or Challavolnicks 
under them, to receive the Czar's Revenues ; and 
to return. the Sums colle&ed into the grand Pre. 
cauſe, or proper Office of each Boyar, at Maſcou; 
where what account they though fir was made out 
of the Money collected, and the Expences of doing 
it, and the Remainder paid into the Czar's Tres. 
fury. 

The Czar, reſolving to enquire into theſe Affair, 
found that a more faithful Account might be made 
of his Revenues, and that the Oppreſſions of the 
Governors in unequal Aſſeſſments of the Taxes 
ought to have a Stop put to it. He therefore cal. 
Jed a Grand Council of all his Boyars, and propoted 
to them, that there ſhould be one general Office 
erected in Moſcocv after the Model he had ſeen in 
Holland, and called by the Dutch Name of the Rate- 
Houſe, for the better collecting and managing his 
Revenues ; and that a certain Number of reputable 
Men-ſhou}d be choſen, from among the Merchants, 
ro be called Burgo-Mafters, and to fit daily, to ap- 
Point Officers and Clerks, in the firſt Place to col- 
ject and account for his Revenues payable into their | 
own Office within the Diſtrict of Moſcow, and from 
thence to commiſſion others to do the ſame in tlie 
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{finaller Towns and Cities of his Majeſty's Domi- 
nions, who were to return the Monies ſo collected . 
into the general Rate-Houſe at Heſcow, where the C 
Accounts were to be lettled, and the Caſh tranſ- N 
mitred into the Great Treaſury, or wherever the + 
8 io « i 
Emergencies of the State, by the Czar's Order, t 
ſhould require it. The Land-Tax and Poll-Tax T 
only were left to be raiſed by the Goyernors or Wat- F 
vodes as before. \ 
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Theſe Matters, though ſo uſeful, when firit proj 
poſed by the Czar to his Council, were not at a!“ 
llealing to them, the Boyars did not like to hav 
10 conſiderable a Branch of their Power ey off ; 
but remonſtrated to his Majeſty, that, as the Ho- 
nour and Truſt of levying his Revenues had 
always been lodged in the Care of his Nobility, 
which, they hoped, they had always diſcharged 
with Fidelity, it would be looked upon as a pub- 
lick Dithonour and Affront to them to have it 
taken away, and put into the Hands of Boors and 


Slaves, who were not worthy to be ſet in Compe- 
tition with them. They therefore propoſed ſeveral 


other Schemes to give him Satisfaction in this Point, 
and begg'd at leait that ſome Lords or Gentlemen 


of the beſt Families might have the Honour to be - 


commiſſioned in the general Office that was to be 


erected at Moſcow + But finding it in Vain to con- 


tend, that the Czar grew angry, and that ſome of 
their Heads might pay for this ſhew of Difobedi- 
ence, they acquieſced, and the Deſign was put in 
Execution, which was purſued for ſome Years to 
the great Advantage of his Majeſty's Revenues, till 


fome of his Favourites, to raiſe larger Sums and 


extort Money from his People, went into Mea- 


ſures that were very oppreſſive and proved detri- 


mental to Trade, for though they ſucceeded for a 
Mort Time, it afterwards reduced his Revenues to 
one half of what they had at firſt raiſed them to. 


For the farther Increaſe of his Revenues, and 


wor to eaſe the Taxes of the trading People in 
iis Dominions, his Majeſty about this Time gave 
Orders to the Precauſe, or Office belonging to the 
Monaſteries, that Money ſhould be levied on theſe 
throughout all Ria, they having a great Part of 
the beſt Land and Villages belonging to them. He 
likewiſe ordered, that no Man under the Age of 
Fifty ſhould, for the future, be admitted into any 


Monaſtery, very wiſely obſerving, that ſo many 
young People being ſhut up in Cloyſters render d 
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them uſeleſs, and greatly prevented the Increaſe iſ 
of his Subjects, that were wanted in his Wars. Warr 

In the Year one thouſand ſeven hundred, 3er 
Grand Jubilee was celebrated at Moſcow, which, 
by the Czar's Order, began on the firſt of Januar), 
and continued for a Week with firing Guns and 
ringing Bells; Colours flying all Day, and Illumi. 
nations in the Streets and Houſes at Night. The 
Czar ordered that, from henceforth, no Perſon, un. 
der a ſevere Penalty, ſhould date any Writings in 
Law, or of any other Kind, according to the old 
Ruſſian Way ; but begin the Year as on that Day, 
the firſt of January, which was before began on 
the firſt of September, for the Muſcovite Ara wa; 
from the Beginning of the World, which the RI. 
{fans imagined God had created at that Time of 
the Lear: As hath been obſerved before, Page 2. 

The Czar himſelf ſeeing the Folly of their Opi- 
nion in this Matter, would ſometimes take a Map 
in his Hand, and ſhew the Boyars about him, that 
Aſuſcovy was but a Part of the World, and that 
the Winter with them was Summer in Parts on 
the other Side the Line. But ſuch was the Igno- 
rance of theſe People, that it was not many Years 
before that they were going to commit the Secretary 
of a Perſian Ambaſſador to the Flames, as a Sor- 
cerer, for his having foretold an Eclipſe of the Sun; 
and it was not without ſome Difficulty that. he was 
reſcued from the Fury of the Mob.. 

There had been no Schools to teach even Arith- 
metick before the Reign of Peter, nor did the R. 
fans at all underſtand the Uſe of Figures, but 
reckoned by the Help of Beeds ſtrung on Wires in 
a Frame, which they placed as Units, Tens, Hun- 
dreds, and Thouſands, and by toſſing them back- 
wards and forwards, could multiply and divide, 
after a tedious Way, liable to groſs Miſtakes, yet 
this was uſed in all their publick Offices.

Captain Perry, who had ſuffered thus, ſpeaking of 
this Mr. Fereharſcn, fays, they had often lamented 
their Fortunes together, they having been both 
treated in the like Manner.

when he had gathered a Sum of Money, had

* Which gracious Promiſe I moſt chearfully em- 
© braced; bur I being then a Stranger and newly 
come into the Country, I could not reafonably 
expect, nor could I ask any Gentleman there to 
be bound for me in this Caſe. Vet did not in 
the leaſt doubt, but in a Vear or two's Time I 
* ſhould have been able to make ſuch an Advance, 
© and to have given ſuch ſufficient Proof of my 
© Abilities and Readineſs for performing the Work, 
that would have quite removed all Scruple of 
my deſerting ſo conſiderable and reputable a Ser- 
vice; and that b Conſequence no Demur would 
be made in the Payment of my Salary, although 
no Security was given againſt Deſertion. | 
But to my great Surprize, and unthought of

* deſerted it; and although he knew that upon my 
© Repreſentations in Afoſcow, his Czariſh Majeſt 
had expreſly order'd me to the contrary ; and at- 
* terwards when his Lordſhip in Hopes to find an 
* Occaſion of an Obje&ion againſt me, appointed 
* Perſons on Purpoſe, and ordered a ſtrift Meaſure 
© and Examination to be taken of both Places; it 
* was found (upon Computation) that there were 
* above twenty thouſand cubical Fathoms R 
* Meaſure, leſs Labour of digging Work in the 
cutting of the Canal where l began it ; belides 
da ver prone Advantage in the Neceſſity of plac- 
* ing the Sluices. But notwithſtanding I gave full 
Satisfaction in this Point, I ſtill found many other 
great Diſcouragements and Hinderances to the 
Work; 
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Work; and my Complaints, and repeated De- 
mands in Writing given into the Precauſe avail- 
ing little: Therefore, February 17, 1700, I deli- 
vered to his Czariſh Majeſty himſelf a Petition, 
ſetting forth, that unleſs his Majeſty would be 
graciouſly pleaſed to appoint me a Hearing, and 
examine binfelf into the whole Matter, I feared 
there was no Hopes of my being ever able to 
perform the ſaid Work. | 

* Whereupon, after I had delivered my ſaid Pe- 
tition to his Majeſty, I was the next Day ordered 
by the Lord Anear Borice Allexyavitz Galliczin to 
give a new Liſt into the Precauſe, and told, that 
all Things ſhould be fully proyided for the Work. 
1 was glad to hear fo encouraging a Promiſe, with 
freſh Hopes that Things would now go better 
on: But the ſecond Summer having paſſed away 
allo in the ſame Manner, the needful Men and 
Materials not given, and ſeveral Parts of the 
Work lying unfiniſhed, and ſubject thereby to 
Damage and Ruin by the Floods, particularly 
for Want of Caulkers, which there was the great- 
eſt Neceſſity for; and finding {till no likelihood 
of Redreſs upon my Complaints to the Lord Rea 
Brice Allexyavitx Galliczin, nor in the Precauſe, I 
therefore thought myſelf in Duty bound, and 
again delivered into his Majeſty's own Hand an- 
other Writing, dated the 234 Day of January 
1701, ſetting > particularly, that all the digg- 
ing Work that was done in two Summers might 
(by Computation and Meaſure) have been done 
in leſs than fifty Days, at the Rate of twelve 
Men digging and carrying off but one cubical 
Fathom a Day, had the Number of labouring 
Men -_ given, and Things carried on as I re- 
quired. 

* Alfo ſetting forth, that there ſtill wanted ſeve- 
ral Sorts of Timber, Caulkers, and other Arti- 
ficers, and Neceſſar ies, without which it was im- 
poſſible for any one Sluice ever to be completed;

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© couragement, I had ſeen in two Years not pro- 
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vided. But that yet notwithſtanding all the Hin- 
drances that I mer with, if the necdful Men and 
Materials were but then fully given, which I had 
demanded in my firſt Liſt, the Work that re- 
mained to be done might be depended on to be 
finiſhed in three or four Years Time at fartheſt. 

Upon which I was informed, that now more 
{tri&t Orders than ever were given, that all Ne- 
ceflaries whatſoever that I had demanded; and 
were wanting, ſhould be duly provided; and I 
was commanded by his Majelty to prepare new 
Molds and Directions for the cutting Timber, &c. 
which I carried, and delivered into his Majeſty's 
own Hands, at his Houſe at Brebazenski. But not- 
withſtand art the latrer End of this third Sum- 
mer, I was, in Writing, informed, by Kneaz Peter 
Evancvich* Daſhcoff, that the ſeveral Governors of 
the Towns, on all the Diſtricts of the Wolga, whi- 


ther Copies of the ſaid Molds, and Directions for 


cutting. the ſaid Timber were ſent, had taken 
Scoſcoes or Atteſtations in Writing, under the 
Hands of the ſeveral Perſons employed, that no 
ſuch Timber was any where poſſible to be found. 
© Therefore I demanded a Company of Dragoons 
to go with me, that I might not be ſurprized 
by the Tartars, and went myſelf into the Woods, 
not two Days Journey from the Work, where in 
leſs than fourteen Days Time I found very pro- 
per, well- grown Timber enough for making the 
Gates, and finiſhing two Pair of Sluices ; which 
Timber I ſhew'd to the Lord Apraxin, who hap- 
ened to be ar that Time ſent to ſuperviſe the 
ork; as alſo I repreſented to his Lordſhip, when 
he was upon the Spot, the great Want of Caul- 


kers, and other Artiſicers, and Neceſſaries, which 


to that Day were never given; nor the ſmall

He was appointed General of the Army then cover- 


ing the Work, and Governor of the Workmen, 
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© continued in the Winter, which I had demanded in 


my firſt Liſt, All which his Lordſhip took Cogni- 
* zance of, and promiſed to repreſent to the Czar, 
and that he would be my Patron, and make a juſt 
© Recommendation of my Endeayours to his Majeſty, 
On the ſecond of September 1701, J received an 
© Order to leave Directions in Writing with one 
* of my Aſſiſtants, whom I ſhould chooſe to take 
© care of the Work that was performed, and t9 
come myſelf with my other Aſſiſtants and Maſter 
* Artificers that I had with me, to Meſcoco. And 
* ſoon after the Beginning of the Year 1702, I was 
from thence ordered 1 to Jeronis, where ] 
© made an extraordinary Work upon that River, 
© for raiſing and letting off the Water at any Time 
© whenever required, for lifting his Majeſty's Ships 
upon the Land to be refitted that were then ready 
* to link as they lay in the River, for want of an 
effectual Method to repair them; which Work! 
finiſhed in the Year 1703. And all his Czarih 
* Majeſty's Ships have accordingly been there ſince 
* repaired that have required it. And after ] 
_ © finiſhed this, J was employed in doing another 
Work for making the ſaid River navigable for 
* Ships of eighty Guns, the whole Way from the 
City Veronis to the River Don; which Lalſo per- 
formed as commanded, where the needful Men 
* and Materials were given me to it; though the 
**'Sluices are much larger, and the Floods in the 
1 _ g of the Year above ten times greater there 
than they are on the River Camiſhinska ; and con- 
* ſequently the Works required to be made there 
* with greater Strength againſt greater Floods, and 
were far more difficult to —— 
In Tebruary 1706, after I had finiſhed the faid 
Works, I was ordered to Moſccw, and on Septer:- 
ber following, I was ſent down again upon the 
River Den, to ſurvey a Place for making a Work 
to preſerve his Majeſty's Ships from Decay. And 
to return again to Moſcow, with the Report of the 
ſame; where I haye been eyer ſince peticioning 
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and ſoliciting for my Arrears to be given me *, and 
to be employed on ſome other Buſineſs, or to have 
my Diſcharge, which is not given me, nor any . 
part of my yearly Wages vet paid me, neither for 
the Time I have ſerved in the Caſans, nor the 
« 4dmiraltitski Precauſe; only an Account has been 
formerly made out in the Admiraltitski Precauſe 
for fix Years Salary at three hundred Pounds pes 
© 4mm, according to my Agreement; but it was 
with this Injuſtice and Hardſhip ; that all the 
monthly Subtiſtence-Money that I had received for 
the {aid ſix Years ſhould be deducted out of my ſaid 
early Salary, and the ſame to be reckoned me 
— at a Rus Copeck for an Engliſh Penny, which, 
according to the Courſe of Exchange ar that Time, 
© was at thirty-eight per Cent Loſs to me: Not only 
* ſo, but refuling alſo to pay me any Part of the 
ſaid Money, unleſs I would firſt fer my Hand to 
© agree to a new Contract, on ſuch diſcouraging 
Conditions that were altogether unreaſonable for 
me to comply with. 
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7 © This is the true State of my Caſe, which I hum-

And next, that no Objection at my coming into

tain Perry came out of the Country, made perfect

* This Sort of Cruelty is, in ſome Meaſure, ſtill 
0 


exerciſed in Ruſſia, if we may give Credit to the 
Account given by one, who ſtiles himſelf an ſtalian 
Officer of Diſtinction in his Letters from Aſuſcovy, 
printed in the Year 1735; wherein he tells us, that 
* a Foreigner, who has lived ſome Time among 
them, finds it difficult to obtain his Diſmiſſion. 
They are no ſooner informed of his Intent, than 
they raiſe Suſpicions, and carry their Jealouſy 
and Diſtruſt to an Exceſs. Whoever has once got 
a Knowledge of their Affairs, muſt never hope to 
© leave their Country. They imagine they have 
* Reaſon to apprehend ſuch a one would divulge 
their Arcana. 

But we have a very late Inſtance to contradict 
what this Italian Officer ſays, that is, Leave given, 
by her preſent imperial Majeſty of Raſia, to Mr. 
Noy, one of the Ship-Builders, who went” over in 
King William's Reign, to come to his native Coun- 
try, where he arrived in the Year 1737, and is 
ſettled at Portſmouth, with a very handſome Pen- 
ſion, given to him for Life by that generous Princeſs.

HE Crar's Forces being now in Readineſs, 
\ he appeared before Narva, with an Army 
of a hundred thouſand Men, hoping that, 
if he could take this Town, he ſhould open a Paſ- 
ſage to the Balrick. It was on the firſt of O&ter 
1700, that he Tat down before it, a Seaſon of the 
Year very rigorous in thoſe cold Climates, but Peter, 
as M. de Voltaire obſerves, who would make nothing 
of riding Poſt a hundred Leagues, in the midſt of 
Winter, to ſee a Mine or a Canal, was willing to 
make his Troops forget all Diſtinctions of Seaſons, 
as he ſeemed to do himſelf. He gave the Com- 
mand of his Army to the Duke de Coy, a German, 
and took to himſelf no higher Poſt than that of a 
Lieutenant at this Time. 

In this Army he had only a Body of thirty thou- 
ſand Men, who were the Soldatee, formed out of 
the old Strelitzes and Germans, that were worth any 
thing; the reſt were a rude Number of Men 
drawn from the Foreſts and Wilds covered with 
Skins, and armed with Clubs, and ſome with Ar- 
rows, but few of them knew the Uſe of Fire-Arms,

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r had ever ſeen a Battle or regular Siege, which 
Narva indeed was but ill provided for; it had a 
eender Garriſon and very mean Magazines, yer, 
ttacked by ſuch Forces, held out to the Cloſe of 
he Year.

The King of Sweden continued his March (chro 28 * 
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he found himſelf in Sight of the Enemy's fir 
Poſts ; he did not give the Huſcovites time to knny; WM: 
how ſma!l a Number of Men he had, but attacked 
all their Poſts one after another; they could ng 
imagine but the whole Swediſh Army was coming 
upon them, ſo the advanced Guard, of five thoufan 
Men fled immediately upon his Approach. The 
next twenty thouſand, terrified at the Flight of their 
Countrymen, fled likewiſe, in Confuſion among ihe 
thirty thouſand, poſted within a League of th; 
Camp, who retired in the greateſt Conſternation tg 
the main Body of the Army. The King of Swede 
loſt no Time, but with his Men fatigued as they 
were, by ſo long a March, appeared before th: 
Camp of a hundred thouſand 1Lwfcovites. The Dube 
de Groy had made the beſt Diſpoſitions that wer 
poſſible, poſting the Infantry in the Entrenchment, 
and a ſecond Line to ſtrengthen them, with the 
Cavalry to ſupport them behind. He had ſcarce 
done this before the King attack d them with eight 
Battalions, having General Rebinder, an Officer of 
great Experience and Prudence as well as Valour,

This was on the zoth of November 1700. The 
Signal was two Fuſees, and the Word in German 
evith the Aid of God; agreeable to the Piety of that 
young Prince, who was eminently devour as long 
as Fortune continued on his Side.

In this Battle the Czar had loſt above half by 
Army, and all his Artillery; but he applied him.

_ Recruits, bringing more foreign Officer 
into his Service, and ſeeing his Regiments exet- 
ciſed and provided with all Things neceſſary; tht 
Care of which he entruſted to none of his Cour- 
tiers, but looked narrowly into every Thing hin. 
ſelf. For Want of Metal for his Artillery, he o-: 
dered the great Bells in ſeveral Churches to E 
taken down and caſt into Cannon: Bur while Wl 
was making theſe Preparations for continuing the : 
War, he wrote an Anſwer to the following Le-.

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His Majeſty reſolv'd next to alter the Faſhion of 
his People's Dreſs, which he thought troubleſome to 
the Men, unbecoming and ridiculous in the Wo- 
nien. But even of this, as well as every other 
Change he wrought among them, the People, inſen- 
ſible of the Benefits he deſigned them, made great 
Complaints and Murmurings. An Order was firſt 
publithel to prohibit all Raſſians to appear out of

Their former Habit was a long Veſt which 
reached down almoſt to their Feet, and was plaited 
on the Hips not much unlike the Woman's Petti- 
coat. His Majefty obliged all his Boyars, and who- 
ever ſhould come to Court, to provide themſelves 
with Engliſh Dreſſes, upon Pain of his Diſpleaſure, 
and ſuch as could afford it were to trim their Cloaths 
with Gold or Silver. He commanded a Pattern of 
the Engliſh Coat to be hung up at every Gate of the 
City of M:ſcoww, and that every Body ſhould conform 


to that in making their Cloaths; and if any one 


mould preſume to diſobey his Orders, and be found 
paſſing any of the Gates of the City in their long 
Habits, except the poor Peaſants that brought Pro- 
viſions to the Markets, they ſhould be obliged to 
pay two Grevens, about the value of twenty Pence 
Engliſh] or kneel down at the Gates, and have all 
that Part of their Cloaths cut off which lay on the 
Ground while they were {o on their Knees. 

The Women, and ipecially the Ladies about the 
Court, were ordered to reform their Dreſs kewiſe 
according to the Lui Falhion; they had ſome 
Things in the ancient Habits very odd, parcicu- 
larly their Shift-Slevyes were ſometi:ucs four or 10 
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Ells in Length, which, when they ſaluted a Stranger, 


they uſed to fling our almoſt a-croſs a Room, and 
when the Stranger had taken the End up and kiſs d 
it, they uſed to gather it again about their Arms. 
There was another Alteration the Czar made in 
Favour of the Women, which the more eaſily re- 
conciled them to that of their Dreſs. It had been 
the Cuſtom, at all Entertainments in Ruſſia, for the 
Women not to be admitted into the Preſence or 
Converſation of the Men. In all the Houſes of 
Gentlemen of any Faſhion, there was a particular 
Entrance made for the Women, and they were 
—_ kept in feparate Apartments ; only when 
the Matter of the Family had a Mind to do Ho- 
nour to an extraordinary Guelt he would bring his 
Wite, by a back Way from her Apartment, attend- 
ed by her Maids. She was then to pay the Com- 
pliments of her Shift-Sleve, and preſent the Com- 
pany with a Bumper of Brandy round, and after- 
wards to retire by the ſame Way ſhe came, and to 
be ſeen no more. But the Czar now, to ſhew his 
Gallantry to the Ruſſian Ladies, order'd that from 
henceforth, at all Weddings, and publick Enter- 
tainments, the Women, as well the Men, ſhould be 
invited, but they were to appear in Engliſh Dreſſes, 
and that they ſhould be entertained in the ſame 
Room with the Men, whom his Majeſty, by the 
Retrenchment of their Beards, had made much 
more agreeable to them. He order'd that the Even- 
ings ſhould conclude with Muſick and Dancing, 
as he had ſeen in Foreign Countries ; and he would 
often be preſent himſelf, at theſe Entertainments, with 
moſt of his Nobility and the Ladies of his Court. 
There was no Wedding of any Diſtinction, eſpeci- 
ally among the Foreingers, but the Czar had No- 
tice of it, and would honour it with his Preſence, 
uſually making a Preſent to the- Bride ſuitable 
to the extraordinary Expence of ſuch Entertain- 
ment, and eſpecially if married to any Officer newly 
come into the Country. 


There 
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There was another thing alſo which the Women 
rere well pleaſed with in his Majeſty's new Regu- 
| lations. It had been the Cuſtom in Ruſſia for 
Matches to be made up by the Parents of each Side, 
without the Conſent of the young People, or their 
hardly ſeeing one another. The Czar conſidering 
that this unacceptable Way of joining young People 
together, without their own Approbation, might in 
a great Meaſure be the Occaſion of that Diſcord and 
little Love which was ſhewn to one another after- 
wards, it being a common Thing for the Men in 
Revſſia to beat their Wives in ſo barbarous a Man- 
ner that they often died of the Blows, and none 
of them ſuffered for the Murder, it being interpreted 
in the Law there, as being done only for Correc- 
tion, and therefore not at all culpable. The Wives, 
on the other Hand, being thus many times made 
deſperate would murther their Husbands, in Re- 
venge for their ill Uſage; but the Sentence on ſuch 
Occaſions was, that the Woman ſhould be buried 
alive in. the Ground, ſtanding upright, with the: 
Earth fill'd about her, and only her Head above 
the Earth, with a Watch ſet over her, to fee that 
no one relieyed her, but that ſhe ſhould be ſtarved 
to Death; the People were not hindered from 
throwing Copecks into the Pir, where ſhe was bu- 
ried, and thoſe were laid out in Tapers to be lighted 
up in Honour of the Saints. ſhe called upon. 

It was a very common Sight in Ruſſia to ſee 
Women thus executed, who have been ſeven or 
eight Days dying. Theſe ſad SpeQtacles made the 


Czar, in pity to his People, do all that was poſſible 
to remove the Occaſion of it, and therefore order'd, 
that no young Couple ſhould marry, for the future,. 


without their own good. Liking and Conſent ; and 
that all Perſons ſhould be admitted to viſit and ſee 
one another, at leaſt fix Weeks before their Mar- 
riage. This new Order was ſo very agreeable, 
eſpecially to the younger Sort, that they began to 
conceive much better of the Foreigners, trom whom 
die Czar had learnt theſe Cuſtoms. His 
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His Majeſty took Notice, in anſwer to the Com- 
plaints of thoſe who diſliked the Alterations he 
made in Ryſia, that the Cuſtoms of the Country had 
been much alter'd and improved in the Courſe of 
Time, and that there was no more ill in doing ir 
at once, than-in the Courſe of five hundred Years; 
as a Proof of their having been fo altered, he made 
the follow ing Repreſentation. 

In the Year 1701, one of his Jeſters being to be 
married to a very pretty Woman, he ordered all 
his Lords and Gentlemen that were in his Favour, 
with ſeveral Foreigners, to be invited to the Wed. 
ding ; and gave his Commands, that every Perſon why 
was invited, and whoſe Names were all ſet down in 
Writing, ſhould provide themſelves with the fame 
Habit that was worn in Ri, in the Days of their 
Forefathers, about two hundred Years before; and 
that the whole Ceremony ſhould be performed af. 
ter the ſame Manner as it was at that Time. The 
Boyars had a long Cap on their Heads at leaſt a 
Foot higher than was then the Faſhion, and were in 
an awkard gaudy Dreſs, not caſy to deſcribe ; the 
Furniture of their Horſes was fixed after an unuſual 
Manner, ſome of the Boyars of the firit Rank had for 
the Reins of their Bridle a Silver Chain, the Links 
of which were about an Inch and a half, or two 
Inches Broad, made of thin Silver beat out flat, and 
the Breaſt-Plate and Crupper were dreſs'd with little 
Square Pieces of the ſame thin Silver, which, with 
the Motion of the Horſe, ſtruck againſt each other, 
and made a kind of jingling like Bells, as they rode; 
among theſe was his Majeſty in the fame Habir 
with his Lords, one of the old Boyars being ap- 
pointed to repreſent the Czar for the Day, in a 
mock Dreſs. Perſons of meaner Rank, who could 
not have their Horſes Furniture adorned with Sil- 
ver, uſed Tin. 

The Women, who were invited to this Wedding, 
were ordered alſo to be dreſſed after the old Ruſſian 
Faſhion, their Shift-Sleeves were at leaſt twelve 
Yards long, contracted into a Ruff, as much -

would lie between their Shoulders and their Wriſts, 
with their upper Veſtment only covering their Bo- 
dies, and che Heels of their Shoes or — near five 
Inches high; they rode in Machines or Waggons ſet 
only upon Axletrees and Wheels, without any Lea- 
thers or Swing to make them caſy, and there were 
ſhort Ladders ty'd on the Side of each Waggon, 
like thoſe of the preſent Tartars, to get up, which 
Waggons were hooped over at one End, where the 
Women fat covered with red Cloth. In this Order 
Captain Perry tells us, he ſaw them march to the 
Houſe of the deceaſed General Le Fort, which was 
built at the Czar's Charge. | 

There were ſeveral Tables Tpread in a very large 
Hall according to the* Degrees and Ranks of the 
Gueſts, and at the upper End there was one Table 
placed upon a Throne about three Feet higher 
than the Reſt, at which fat the mock Czar with a 
mock Patriarch, to whom the Company advanced 
by gradual Steps, and bowed their Heads to the 
Ground at ſeveral proper Diſtances as they ad- 
vanced, and then being called by their Names, every 
one kiſs'd, firſt the Mock Czar's Hand, and then the 
Mock Patriarch's, upon which a Dram of Brandy 
was preſented to each Man, both by the Czar and 
the Patriarch ; this laſt Name he always, after he 
aboliſhed the Office, gave to a Buffoon, who, in- 
ſtead of the patriarchal Croſs, was obliged to wear 
the Figure of a Gibbet on his Breaſt. 

When the Company had receiv'd their Cups of 
Brandy, they retired backward from the Throne to 
about twenty Feet diſtance, and all the Way made 
their Bows as they went back: And a ſplendid 
Entertainment was prepared for them after the old 
faſhion Way. | 

The next Regulation of the Czar's related to the 
Noblemens Retinues. It had been a pompous Cu- 
ſtom among all the great Boyars, to retain in their 
Service, as a Piece of State and Grandeur, a great 


Number of ſuperfluous Seryants, which, when they 
went 
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went abroad, walked bare-headed before them, and 
others following in a long Train, in all forts of 
Dreſſes, and Colours; and when the Boyars rode 
on Horſeback, or went in their Coaches or Sledges, 
it was thought the more ſtately to go a ſlow Pace, 
that theſe Attendants might keep up with them on 
Foot, uncover'd in the hardeſt Rains or utmoſt Sc- 
verity of cold Weather ; the great Ladies were 
wont to have the ſame numerous Retinues ; but the 
Czar Peter, who always rode ſwift himſelf, ſer 
them another Example, for he only went himſelf 
with a few Servants, on Horſeback, cloathed in a 
handſome and uniform Livery, and order'd his 
Boyars, his other Courtiers, and all Perſons of Di- 
ſtinction to do the ſame. AAd that his Orders might 
be the more effectual, ſoon after he came from his 
Travels, he ordered a Lift to be taken of all the 
looſe Attendants that hung about Boyars Hou es, 
and commanded them to be ſent to the Army. This 
went much againſt the Grain, and great Interceſ- 
ſions were made, and Sums of Money given for 
many of them to be excuſed, eſpecially for ſuch 
of theſe Attendants as were really Gentlemen and 
waited on the Lords only in Expectation of Prefer- 
ment; but however, the Czar's Orders were to be 
obey'd, and there was a Draught made of ſeveral 
thouſand unneceſſary and ſupernumerary Attendants, 
who wereall ſent into the Army, to which his Ma- 
jeſty himſelf was now going with much Expedition. 
It has been ſaid before, that he had employed all 
Means to recruit his Forces, and, in order the 
better to concert Meaſures for the enſuing Cam- 
aign, an Interview was agreed upon between the 
zar and his Ally Auguſtus King of Poland, which 
was held at Birſen, a ſmall Town in Lithuania, with- 
out any of thoſe Formalities which do but too 


much retard Buſineſs ; they remained here fifteen 


Days together, and ſpent a great Part of the Time 
in 2 and that Exceſs of Drinking, which is 
the common Vice of the Muſcovites, and one of the 
greateſt Failings in the Czar Peter. At 
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At this Interview King Auguſtus promiſed the 
Czar fiſty thouſand German Troops, which he un- 
dertook to hire of the Princes of the Empire, and 
the Czar was to pay them, who, on his Side, agreed 
to ſend a like Number of Aſuſcovites into Poland to 
be trained up in military Diſcipline, and in two 
Years Time was to ſupply King Auguſtus with three 
Million of Rix-Dollars. 

When the King of Sweden was inform'd of the 
Deſigns of the Czar and the King of Poland, he 
haſtened into Livonia, and arrived at Riga, on the 
Banks of the Duna, over againſt the Saxon Army, 
who lay encamp'd on the other Side the River, and 
with whom he was to diſpute the Paſſage. He 
cauſed Boats to be made after an Invention of his 
own, the Sides of which were moveable, and made 
to lift up andletdown, like Draw-Bridges, that they 
might be of uſe to cover the Troops in their Paſſage, 
and favour their Deſcent when t 1ey came to Land. 
Having likewiſe obſerved that the Wind blew di- 
realy — the North where he ay, to the South, 
where his Enemies were encamp'd, he ſet Fire to 
a large Heap of wet Straw, the Smoak of which 
22 croſs the River, prevented the Enemy 
rom ſeeing his Troops or knowing what he was 


doing. 

The King of Poland was then ill in Bed, ſo the 
$2x0n Army was commanded by the Duke of Gour- 
land, and Marſhal Stenau. That brave General fell 
upon the Swediſh Battalions with his Horſe, be- 
fore my were quite drawn up, and drove them 


into the River; but being ſoon rallied by the King, 
they advanced with ſuch Fury againſt the Marſhal 
that they obliged him likewiſe to retreat. The Duke 
of Courland made his Troops retire very dexteroufl 
into a dry Place, flanked with a Moraſs, and Wood, 
where his Artillery lay. The Saxons by this Ad- 
vantage of Ground began to recover their Courage; 
but after an obſtinate and bloody Battle, the King of 
Sweden having fifteen thouſand Men, and the Duke 
of Courland but twelye thouſand, Charles obtained a 
com- 
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compleat Victory. The Duke of Courland had two 
Horſes ſhot under him, and had penetrated three 
times into the midſt of the Swediſh Guards; bur 
being at laſt knocked off his Horſe by a Musket, and 
trampled under the Feet of the Horſes, his Army 
fell into Confuſion, and it was with much Difficulty 
that his Curiaſſiers carried him off all over Bruiſes 
and half dead. 

The King of Sweden, upon this Victory, haſten'd 
to Mittaww, and ſoon took that City, the Capital of 
Courland. All the reſt of the Towns in that Dutchy 
yielded to him at Diſcretion, and having appointed 
General Lewenhaupt Viceroy of that Country, he 
paſſed on with Expedition, to Lithuania, conquering 
wherever he came. At Birſen, where the Czar and 
the King of Poland had met to contrive his Ruin, he 
firſt formed the Scheme of dethroning Auguſtus. 


The Misfortunes of the King of Poland gave Cou- 


rage to his ſecret Enemies to take Advantage of him, 
He was compelled to hold a General Diet at ar- 
ſaw, on the twenty-ſecond of December 1701, in 
which Aſſembly the Spirit of Liberty, that prevails 
ſo much in Poland, ſhew'd itſelf in Language never 
heard by other Princes. His Subjects openly oppo- 
fed him, under Pretence of the publick Good. The 
chief Subjects of this Country, proud of their 
Freedom, may be ſaid to be 1 rants over their 
King, whom they chooſe more to encreaſe their 


* own Authority than with an Intent to be govern'd 


O 
by him. And that Prince's Conduct had loft him 
the Affection of many of his Friends, and greatly 
exaſperated his Enemies, who were much en- 
creaſed in Number. Some of the Palatinates in- 
deed made him believe he might arm the Polijh 
Nobility againſt the Swedes, which gave him hopes 


of the. Peſpolize or Army of the Republick, be- 


fore which a great Body of Forces, joined by tho 
Saxons his Subjects, and the Myſcovites his Allies, 
he thought the ſmall Number of Swedes would 
ſcarce venture to appear. But he ſoon found that 
he had very little Authority in the Piet, molt * 

TG 
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the Members making no Scruple to own themſelves 
in the King of Sweden's Intereſt, more out of Jea- 
c uſy of the Deſigns of their own King upon their 
Liberties than any Friendſhip for the other. They 
charged Auguſtus with being the Author of the Trou- 
bles in Lithuania, and of all the Ills that had befallen 
the State, and, among other Things, talked of ſending 
an Embaſſy, in the Name of the Republick, to the 
King of S$cveden;. but before this Point was carried, 
the Diet broke up by the Retreat of one of the De- 
Duries. 

Juguſtus, in theſe Straits, called together a Council 
of the Senate; the Members of which Aſſembly 
4 ſomewhat better Courtiers than thoſe of 
the Diet, who had ſo openly declared their III- 
will to the King; but, under a Pretence of recon- 
ciling his Intereſt with the Security of the Repub- 
lick, gave his Authority a yet deeper Wound than 
the other had done; and at laſt concluded to ſend 
the Embaſſy debated upon in the Diet : But Auguſtus 
reſolved to be beforehand with them in this, for he 
had but too much Reaſon ta fear that his parti- 
cular Intereſt would be little regarded, if not in- 
tirely ruined by them : He therefore choſe rather 


to receive Laws from his Conqueror than his Sub- 


jects. 

He made choice of the Counteſs of Koningſmar to 
be his Ambaſſadreſs on this Occaſion ; ſhe was a 
Swediſh Lady by Birth, of a great Family, and had 


an Eſtate in Charles's Dominions ; and her Wit and 


Beauty made the King of Poland imagine, that a 
young Victor would be able to deny her nothing, 
and be as much ſubdued by her Charms as he had 
been himſelf. Having received her Inſtructions, 
Ihe went to the Swediſh Camp in Lithuania; but 
Charles obſtinately refuſed to ſee her. Auguſtus af- 
terwards ſent his Chamberlain Micædum, with freſh 
Inſtructions to the King of Sweden; but they hav- 
ing neglected to demand a Paſport for him, he was 
ſelzed as ſoon as he camo within Sight of the Camp, 
and thrown into Priſon. Tt 
12 
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1702. The King of Poland was now forced again to 
have Recourſe to the Senate, tho' he knew them to 
be his Enemies. He offered to call in twelve thou. 
ſand Saxons, and to put himſelf at the Head of the 
Army of the Republick, and pay them two Quar- 
ters, out of his own Privy Purſe, beforehand. The 
Senate anſwered him, that the Republick would 
{end an Embaſly to the King of Sweden, to procure 
Peace; and as PM the Saxons, his Majeſty could not 
introduce them into Poland without diſobliging the 
whole Nation. | 

Charles XII. treated the Embaſſy of the Republick 
with no more Reſpe& than that of the King, being 
not at all pleaſed that they would ſtill have any 


ble Temper, which was one of the greateſt Faults 
of this young Heroe, that where he had once taken 
a Diſlike, he was never to be reconciled ; he an- 
ſwered the Senate, that they ſhould know what he 
thought of their Propoſal when he came to WYar- 
ſaw e And ſet forward the ſame Day on his March 
to that City, having ſent before him a Manifeſto, 
in which he declared himſelf the Friend and Pro- 
tector of the Republick. The Senators, who were 
the Enemies of Auguſtus, publiſhed this Manifeſto 
in his View ; and, upon the Approach of the King 
of Sweden, his Friends, through Weakneſs, deſerted 
him; none remained with him, but the Ambaſſa- 
dors of the Emperor and the Czar, the Pope's Nun- 
tio, and ſome few Biſhops and Palatines, who were 
attached to his Fortune. Before he left Warſacv, he 
ot leave from the few Senators left about him, to 
introduce fix thouſand Saxons, and diſpoſe of the 
Troops of the Republick. He likewite gave Or- 
ders fr the Nobility to rake the Field, bur this was 
little regarded. The Terror of the Swediſh Arms, 
and the Hatred they bore him, kept the Poles upon 


their Eſtates, waiting the Event of this great At- 


fair. The King of Poland, thus deſerted by his 
Subjects, brought twenty thouſand Saxons into the 
Country, no longer fearing how much he exaſ re 

de 


_ to do with him; for ſuch was the implaca- 
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ted a Nation that betrayed him. The King of 
Sweden, on his Part, prepared to give his Enemy a 
warm Reception. He let the Cardinal Primate into 
his Intentions at Yarſaw, who was a ſecret Enemy 
of Auguſius, and of whom M. de Voltaire gives the 
following Character. 


© Cardinal Radjcusky, Archbiſhop of Gneſna, Pri- 
mate of Poland) was a Man full of Artifice and 
© Reſerve; entirely governed by an ambitious Wo- 
© man, whom the Swedes called Madam Cardinale, 
and who never ceaſed to puſh him on to Intrigue 
and Faction. The Primate's Talent lay chiefly 
in making his Advantage of the Conjunctures 
© which fell in his Way, without endeavouring 
© himſelf to bring them about. He would appear 
© unreſolved when the moſt determined in his Pro- 
« jets; going always to gain his Ends by thoſe 
Ways, which ſeemed the molt to oppoſe them. 
King John Sobiesky, the Predeceſſor of Auguſtus, 
© had formerly made him Biſhop of Varmerlandt, 
© and Vice Chancellor of the Kingdom. Whilſt 
© Radjousky was only a Biſhop, he obtain'd the Car- 
* dinal's Har, by the fame King's Fayour. This 
* Dignity quickly opened to him the Way to 
the Primacy ; and thus having united in him all 
that impoſes on Men, he was in a Capacity of 
© undertaking a great deal with Impunity. 

© He tried all his Intereſt on the Death of John 
to place Fames Sobiesy on the Throne; but the 
Torrent of the Peoples Hatred ran ſo ſtrong 
againſt the Father, as great a Man as he was, that 


R „ 


then joined with the Abbe de Palins, Ambaſſador 
of France, to give the Crown to the Prince of Gti, 
who was in Reality elected, but the Money and 
Troops of Saxony, far out-did the Eloquence of 
the Abbe de Polignac. The Cardinal Primate gave 
into the Party that crowned Auguſtus, and partly 
waited for an Occaſion to ſow Diviſion between 
Poland and the new King. 1 
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it bore down the Son. The Cardinal Primate 
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The Victories of Charles XII. the Protector ot 
Prince James Sobiesky, the Civil War in Lithuania, 
and the general Diſaffection of the Poles to King 
Auguſtus gave the Cardinal Hopes that the Tims 
was now come when he _ be able to ſend An. 
guſtus back into Saxony, and pavea Way for the 
Son of King John to aſcend the Throne. This 
Prince, formerly the innocent Object of the Pe. 
landers Hatred, was, ſince Auguſtus had diſobliged 
them, become their Idol: But he durſt not con- 
ceive any Hopes of ſo great a Revolution. Ne- 
vertheleſs the Cardinal had inſenſibly laid the 
Foundation of ir. | 

* He ſeemed at firſt to endeayour to reconcile 
the King and the Republick. He ſent his circular 
Letters diQated, in Appearance, by that Spirit of 
Concord and Charity, which, tho' uſual and 
known Snares, ſeldom fail to entrap. He wrote 
a moving Letter to the King of Sweden, beſeech- 
ing in that Name which all Chriſtians equally 
adore, to give Peace to Poland and her King, 
Charles XII. anſwered more to the Intentions of the 
Cardinal than to his Words. He remained in the 
great Dutchy of Lithuania, with a victorious 
Army, declaring that he would not trouble the 
Diet; that he made War againſt Auguſtus, and 
the Saxons, and not againſt the Polanders ; that, 
far from attacking the Republick, he came to free 
them from Oppreſſion. Theſe Letters and An- 
ſwers were for the Publick ; but the Emiſlaries that 
continually went between the Cardinal and Count 
Piper, and the private Aſſemblies at the Cardinal's 
Houſe, were the Springs by which the Diet 
moved. They propoſed to fend an Embaſly to 
Charles XII. and unanimouſly demanded of the 
King that he ſhould call no more Aiuſccvites to 
their Frontiers, and that he ſhould ſend back his 
Saxon Troops. 


The ill Fortune of Auguſtus had already made 


him do what the Diet would have exated from 


him: 
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him: The League ſecretly concluded between 
him and the Czar at Birſen, was become as uſeleſs 
as at firſt it was thought formidable. He was far 
from being able to ſend the Czar the fifty thouſand 
Men he had promiſed to raiſe in Germany. The 
Czar himſelf was under no Concern to aſſiſt a di- 
vided Kingdom, but contented himſelf with ſend- 
ing about twenty thouſand Men into Lithuania. 
King Auguſtus knew very well, that his intro- 
ducing ſo many Saxon Troops into Poland, had ex- 


aſperated all Men againſt him, as it was a Viola- 


tion of his Agreement with his own Party ; but he 
knew alſo, that if he was Conqueror they durſt not 
complain, and that if he was conquer'd they would 
never forgive his having brought in even the fix 
thouſand. | 

While the Saxons were coming in Troops, and he 
himſelf going from one Palatinate to another to get 
together the Nobility that adhered to him, Charles 
Il. arrived on the fifth of May 1702, at Warſaw. 
The Gates were opened to him upon the firſt 
Summons. King Auguſtus was at that Time aſſem- 


bling his Forces at Gracow, and could not bur be 


a little ſurprized to ſee the Cardinal Primate one of 
the Company. This Man, ſays Monſieur de Voltaire, 
whoſe Heart burnt within him to finiſh the Work 
he had begun, pretended to keep up- the Decenc 
of his Character to the laſt, and to dethrone his 
King with all the reſpectful Behaviour of a good 
Subſect. He told him that the King of Sweden ap- 
peared to be diſpoſed to a reaſonable Accommoda- 
tion, and humbly begged. leave that he might at- 
tend him. King Auguſtus granted him what he 
* not refuſe, the Liberty of doing him a Miſ- 
chief. 

The Cardinal Primate thus palliating the Scan- 
dal of his Conduct, by the Addition of Treachery, 
made haſte to viſit the King of Sweden, to whom 
he had never = ventured to preſent himſelf. He 
flaw his Majeſty at Praag, not far from JVarſaw, 
but without the Ceremonies which had been uſed — 
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be paid to the Ambaſladors of the Republick. The 
King advanced ſome Steps to meet him, and they 
had a Conference together, ſtanding, of about 4 
quarter of an Hour; which Charles put an End to, 
by ſaying aloud, © I will never give the Poles Peace, 
* till they have elected another King.“ The Cardi. 
nal, who waited for this Declaration, immediately 

gave Notice of it to all the Palatinates, aſſuring 
them, that he was extreamly concerned at it; and 
at the ſame Time laying before them the Neceſſity 
of complying with the Conqueror. 

The King of Poland now ſaw plainly, that he 
muſt either loſe his Crown, or preſerve it by 
Battle, and uſed his utmoſt Efforts to ſucceed 
in that great Deciſion. His Saxon Troops were all 
arrived from the Frontiers of his Electorate, and the 
Nobility of the Palatinate of Cracoey, where he yet 
remained, came in a Body to offer him their Ser. 
vices. He exhorted every one of theſe Gentlemen 
to remember the Oaths they had taken ; and they 
aſſured him they would fight to the laſt Drop cf 
their Bloods in his Defence. 

On the nineteenth of July 1902, the two Kings 
met, in a large Plain near Cliſau between I arſau 
and Cracow ; Auguſtus had near twenty-four thou- 
ſand Men, and Charles not above half that Number, 
The Battle began with playing the Artillery. 4 
on the firſt Volley, which was diſcharged by the 
Saxons, the Duke of Holſtein, who commanded the 
Swediſh Horſe, received a Cannon Ball in the Reins: 
He was Brother in Law to Charles, and was a Prince 
of great Courage and many Virtues. 

eKing of Poland behaved like a Prince that was 
fighting for his Crown, he led up his Troops thrice 
to the Charge in Perſon; but Fortune was on 
Chavles's Side, who obtained, a compleat 3 ; 
the Camp, Colours, Artillery, and Auguſ/us's War 
Cheſt were all left to him, and he himſelf fled be- 
fore the Victor, who puſued him to Gracow, where 
the Citizens were bold enough to ſhut their Gates 


againſt the Conqueror. He cauſed them to be * 
| | open; 
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open; took the Caſtle by aſſault; and made them 
pay ſufficiently for their Raſhneſs by laying them 
under a heavy Contribution. 

The King of Sweden left Gracow with a full Reſo- iy 
Jution of purſuing Auguſtus without allowing him . 
any Reſpite: But an Accident which happened to $ 
him, had like to have given a new Turn to Af- "a 
fairs. As he was marching from Cracow, his Horſe Mi 
filling under him, broke his Thigh, which confined 
him to his Bed for ſix Weeks: Upon which a 
Rumour was ſpread all over Eurcpe, that he was 
trampled to Death under his Horſe's Feet. 

This Piece of falſe Intelligence gave new Spirits, 
for a while, to the Followers of King Auguſtus, and 
threw his Enemies into Deſpair. He took Advan- 
tage of the Occaſion, and aſſembled all the Orders 
ot the Kingdom at Aſariembourg, and then at Lublin; 
there were bur few of the Palatinates which did 
not ſend their Depuries, and what with his Preſence, 
his Promiſes, and his courteous Behaviour; he re- 
gained the Affections of almoſt all of them. The 
Diet was ſoon undeceived concerning the falſe 
Report of the King of Swedey's Death, but they 
had before been determined to ſwear Fealty to 
their King; the honeſt Cardinal among the reſt. 
They agreed to maintain fifry thouſand Men for 
his Service at their own Expence, and were to give 
the Swedes ſix Weeks Times, te declare whether 
they intended War or Peace.

HAR LES, now recovered of his Wound, 
overturncd all before him, he called togcther 
an Aflembly ar /Yarſaw, to oppoſe that of 
Lublin; and continued fo firm in his Reſolution 
of dethroning uguſtus, that he ſaid, if be feaid 
fifty Jears be cronld not leave Poland till he bad ac- 
compliſied it. This was at a Time when ſome of his 
Generals repreſented to him the Miſchiefs the H 
covite Troops were doing, who daily engaged with 
his, and oftentimes with much Diſadvantage to the 
Sredes, in Livonia, Eſthonia, and Ingria. The Field- 
Marſhal General Czeremetoff had twice defeated a 
Body of Men under General 1 Com- 
mand. The Aluſcovite General firſt entered Livo- 
nia, in the Month of uh, with a numerous Army, 
and advanced as far as Ereſtferet. General Schlip- 
Zenbach, as ſoon as he had Intelli 


igence of this, de- 
cached a Party of three hundred Horſe to obſerve 


their Motions. This Party met with a Body of a 


thouſand Muſcovites, which they attack d and drove 
to 
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to the main Body of the Army: But the Scedijb 
Cavalry, being ſurprized at their great Numbers, 
retreated in Confuſion, and, being purſued by the 
M-:ſcevites, loſt ſeveral of their Men. General 
A ligtenbach, being informed of what had happen- 
cd, rode himſelf to reconoitre the Enemy, and pre- 
ſently perceiving they had a Deſign to environ his 
jinall Body, he judged it convenient, by the Ad- 
vice of a Council of War, to crois the River Lene 
lack, to prevent their Intention, weh was Gone in 
View of the Enemy, over rwo Bridges tha 
broke down as ſoon as the Men were got o r: Ent 
the River being then very low, and- tlie A/refcorit® 
General making uſe of ſeveral Pontons to wait over 
his Artillery, he ſoon forced the Swedes to a Battie : 
The Advantage was at firit on the Side of the 
latter, ſome of the Maſcovites having thrown them- 
ſelves into the River, but the reſt, taced about on 
a ſudden, put the Fyland Cavalry into ſuch Diſor- 
der that they fell foul upon their own Infantry, and 
betook themſelves to Flight without any Poſtibility 
of being rallied, ſo that the 8:zedes loft their Arti- 
lery, and had their Infantry, after a tour Reſiſt- 
ance, almoſt all cut to Pieces. This Action began 
at ſix in the Morning, and laſted ten Hours. The 
Kerediſh General Schlippenbach would fain have ral- 
lied his Men, and have potted them at Helmer; 
but finding it impoſſible to ſtop the Horſe that were 
fied and diſperſed, and being no longer able to 
ſtand his Ground with the Remains of his ſwall 
Body, he was forced to retreat to Pernare. 

The Kredesg, on this Occaſion, loft ſeven Captains, 
thirty Lieutenants and Unſigns, five and twenty 
vubalterns, thirty-ſeven Drums, and one thoufand 
nine hundred and ſixteen common Men. The Lois 
was likewiſe very great on the Side of the Ruſſians, 
but from their great Numbers was hardly percep- 
tible. 

His Czariſn Majeſty himſelf, when he had made 
all neceſſary Dienten in the frontier Places and 
Fortreſſes, marched at 3 of his Army, and 

2 took 
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took the Fortreſs of Oreſcheck, or“ Noteburg, which 
was the Capital City of Ingermania, lying on the 
Gulph of Finland, upon an Ifland, a little below 
where the Nera runs out of the Lake Lad»ga. This 
had been taken from the Ryſſians by — Adol. 
phus in the Year 1614, though ſtrongly fortified by 
Nature; to this Fortreſs his Majeſty afterward; 
gave the Name of Slutellourg, Slytel, in the German 
iignifying a Key, and indeed it proved ſach to the 
Czar, opening to him a Paſſage for his Conqueſt 
over the Sees. 

About this Time his Czarith Majeſty publiſhed 
an Edict to encourage all Sorts of Artificers, Work. 
men, and People uſing Manufactures, and other 
Perſons profeſſing Trades and Sciences, to come 
and ſettle in his Dominions, promiſing them that 
as ſoon as they were arrived upon the Frontiers, 
they thould be conducted, at his Majeſty's Expence, 
where they ſhould deem it moſt convenient to 
ſettle themſelves. That they ſhould have the fre: 
Exerciſe of their Religion, and the Convenience of 
Churches. That they ſhould have the Liberty to 
employ themſelves in whatſoever they thought mot 
for their Advantage, without being ſubject to any 
Dutiés, Offices, or Impoſts. That as for thoſe who 
ſhould find themſelves capable to undertake any 
Trade, and ſhould not have wherewithal to follow 
it, his Majeſty promiſed to ſupply them with Mo- 
ney out of his Treaſury, without any Intereſt, 
And laſtly, ſuch as were unwilling to ſtay in his 
Dominions ſhould have Licences to depart; and at 
their firſt Requeſt ſhould be conducted, at the Czar's 
Expence, to the Fronties, or to any Sea-Port. 

How much theſe Promiſes were to be relied on, 
we have already ſhewn in the Caſe of Captain 
Perry, and in thoſe of Mr. Tergbarſon and others. 

*t is Czarith Majeſty's Forces, under the Command 
of Lieutenant General Baur, naxt made themſelves

* © The general Voice of the Country ſays, it 
was on the Banks of the Lake 7 0th}, in a Vil- 
lage called Runghen, that the Heroine drew her 
firſt Breath, and not in the Neighbourhood of 
Dorpt, as thoſe who have wrote her Life, in di- 
vers Languages, would make us believe. .

It is very uncertain, what became of her young 
Husband, as well as the Character and Poſt be 
had in the Swediſb Army, from the different Ac.

a Cadet, that, after he was married at Marien.

If this be true, which, ſays 1ſotraye, I 
heard nothing of in the Country, he had, beides 
the Preſervation of the Town, a particular In- 
tere!t which his Companions had not, «iz. the 
Liberty of a beloved Wife; and it is well known, 
whar Love is capable of undertaking : But this 
Account ſays nothing of what became of him a= 
ter his Advancement, or whether he made aiy 
Attempt, to recover this dear Spouſe. Some will 
have it, that he was only a Corporal ; others a 
Dragoon; and add, that the Marriage was never 
contummated, he being obliged the tame Day t9 
riſe from Table to go to Riga with a Detachment 
that was ordered to ſecure that Place: Others will 


have the Marriage to haye been conſummate, 
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and ſent him eight Days after with other Dra- 
goons, to rcconnoitre the Enemy ; and ſay, that 
the next Day after his Departure the Town was 
inveſted, and taken the Day following. M. de 
la Ictra)e ſays, he could be aſſured of no- 
thing from the common Report of the Country, 
concerning the Fate of this new married Man, 
it being ſo variouſly related: One while he was 
toll, that he was killed in the firſt Attack of the 
Town; another, that he was in the Number of 
thoſe, who not being able to hold out againſt the 
Efforts of the Enemy, retired to Riga. Thoſe, 
from whom he heard the laſt, added, that he was 
incon{oleable for the Loſs of his beloved Cath = 
rine, whom he deſpaired of ever ſeeing again; 
and that he faid to ſome of his Friends, that he 
would never go to that Place, where, for a feur 
Days, he had been the happieſt of Men, as he 
v:as now the moſt unfortunate; but would ſeek 
for Dcath in Poland, where his Maſter would 
give him Opportunities enough to meet with it: 
For the King of Sweden, deſpiſing the Alaſcovites, 
after the Battle of Narva, went into Poland to find 
Enemies, who, in his Opinion, were more worthy 
his great Courage.

Perhaps the Husband of Catharine, continues the 
ſame Author, had leſs Hopes of feeing her again, 
as he had heard, that rhe Aſigſccvites had already 
lent many Families Priſoners into Raſſia, and fold 
ſeveral young Girls of the Swediſh Nation, in 
their Markers, for Slaves to Turty.

But to return: On the Twentieth of September 
1502, News was brought to Moſcot, that Notebourg, 
Atter it had ſuſtaincd three Aſlaults, was taken by 
his Majeſty's Arms, for which Ze Deum was ſung 
three Days after in the principal Church in 4- 
cad. In the beginning ot December following the 
Czar arrived at the Town of Peſchick, ninety Werſts 
from that City; from whence he came to Salziceff,

While he was here, every thing was got in Rea- 
dineſs for his Majeſty's Entry. Mott of the fo- 
ron Merchants had Orders to provide themſelves 
with a greater Number of Horſes than uſual, wich 
a Servant dreſt in the £,xiih Faſhion, to conduct 
the Artillery that had been taken from the Swedes, 
The Day he was to make his Entry, the foreign 
Miniſters, the Eugliſh Conſul, and Dutch Relident, 
and ſome of the Merchants went to pay their 
Compliments to him at Nikoolsky., Againſt his Ap- 
proach, triumphal Arches were erefted, of Wood, 
in the Street of Heelneits, the firit in the Red Wall 
oppoſite to the Greek Monaltery, near the Print- 
ing-Houſe vihich the Czar had lately ordered to 
be built, tho' an Attempt of that Kind had formerly 
been fo unſucceſsful, as is before- mentioned. The 
ſecond Arch was in the White Wall, ncar the Ad- 
miraity-Office, about four hundred Pages from the 
other. The Streets and Fields were filled wirh 
People to ſee the Proceſſion, which was made in 
the following manner. 

Firſt came the Regiment of Guards, conſiſting of 
eight hundred Men, and commanded by Colonel 
de Ridder, a German. One half of this Body was 
cloathed in Scarlet, in the Angliſb Faſhion, the other 
in the Ruſſian, becauſe there had not been Time

The Ser ed 
Priſoners, every one as well Peaſants as Soldiers 
walked between two, «2x. three a-breaſt, an were 
divided into ſeven Bands, each of about eigh— 
ty, or eighty-four Priſoners, making in all five 
hundred and eighty Men, between three Compa— 
nies of Soldiers. After theſe came two fine Led. 
Jforſes, and a Company of Grenadiers in Green 
lined with Red, in the German Faſhion, only they 
had Bear-skin Caps inſtead of Hats; after thi 
came fix Halberdiers, five Haut-boys and fix Off 
cars. Then came the Royal Regiment of Preobra- 
dingt, four hundred of them, new cloathed, after 
the German Manner, in Green lined with Red and 
White, laced Hats, with the Czar and Prince er. 
ander at the Head of them, preceeded by nine Ger- 
man Flutes, and ſome Led-Horſes. This Regiment 
was followed by a Party of that of Se menos, his 
Majeſty's Guards alſo, in Blue lined with Red; and 
after theſe came the Colours taken from the S:v-des, 
Firit. two Standards, follovied by a great Flag, 
which had been diſplay'd upon the Cattle of Note- 
beurg, carried by four Soldiers; and then Six Ship- 
Colours, and twenty-five Eniigns, Blue, Green, 
Yellow. and Red, each carried by two Soldiers: 
Moſt of theſe Eniigns had two golden Lyons and a 
Crown ar Top. After theſe came Forty Pieces of 
Cannon, ſome drawn by four, ſome by ſix Horſes 
of a Colour; four great Mortars, fifteen great Braſs 
Field Pieces, then another Mortar, and then very 
long and heavy Braſs Cannon, ſome drawn by ſix 
and ſome by eight Horſes. After theſe came a 
great Cheſt of Kitchen Utenſils, ten Sledges with 
Fire-Arms, three Drums, another Sledge with 
Smith's Tools, and a great Pair of Bellows. Then 
came the Officers that were Priſoners, about forty 
in Number, walking each of them between two 
Soldiers; laſt ſome Sledges, with the ſick and 
wounded, followed by ſome of the Ruſian Sol- 
diers, cloſed the Proceſſion. It began at one in the 
Afternoon, and having paſſed through the o_ of 
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Twershy, which is to the Northward, they advanced 
up to the firſt triumphal Arch, and the Regiment 
of Guards went through. Here his Majeſty halted 
a quarter of an Hour, to refreſh himſelf, and re- 
ceive the Congratulations of the ory, The tri- 
umphal Arch was ſo covered with Tapeſtry Fi- 
cures, Pictures, and Devices, that che Wood Work 
was entirely hid. At the Top, in a Balcony, were 
eight Muſicians, richly dreiled. The Middle of 
the Arch was —— with an Eagle and ſeveral 
Trophies of War. The Houſes near it were ador- 
ned with Carpets, Tapeſtry and Pictures; the Bal- 
conies were full of Streamers, Muſicians, and all 
Sorts of muſical Inſtruments. The Streets were 
ſtrewed with Greens, in this Place, where vas a 
great Number of the Nobility. The Princels, his 
Majeſty's Siſter, the Czarina, 5 of the Czar 
John, and the Princeſſes her Daughters, attended 
by a great Number of Ruſſian and foreign Ladies, 


were a little beyond, at the Houſe of the Sieur Ja- 


kt Waſſtelicf Fender, to ſee the Proceſſion. The 
Czar, having faluted the Princeſſes, advanced on 
to the ſecond Arch, adorned like the firſt, and hav- 


ing in this Order marched through the City, he 


went out at the Gare of Meeſnietſe, and proceeded 
towards the Slabode of the Germans, where being 
arrived, the Dutch Reſident made him an Offer of 
Wine. He went on to Obrogensko, but Night com- 
ing on, as he was going out of the Slabede, he 
mounted his Horſe, and fo put an End to the Pomp 
of the Show. 

A very few Months after this Triumph, for the 
taking of Notebourg, his Czariſh Majeſty took the 
Town of Ne-ſchantx in Ingria, and obſerving that, 
about a German Mile lower down, the River Neva, 
dividing itſelf into ſeveral Branches, formed a Num- 
ber of little Iſlands, this, from the Conveniency of 
the Situation, firſt inſpired him with the Thoughts 
of building a City there, which ſhould give him 
a Footing in the Yaltick Sea; he went thicher him- 
{elf to found the Riyer, and view the Iflands, but 
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he raiſed the firſt Houſe, which was only a low 


elf from the Weather, and reſt in; but in Me- 
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ſpying ſeveral Swediſh Ships cruiſing in the Gulf

ſand Men, from his Army, to be poſted in the Ilan] 


or Reinſari, where Cronſlot now lies. The Steer 
endeavouring to diſlodge the Ryſſians, fired upon 
them continually from one of their Ships, which 
made the Ruſſians retire for a while, and hide them. 
{elves behind a great Quantity of large Stones l. 
ing on the Shore; the Swedes upon this, believing 
they were gone to the other Shore of the IIland, 
and made off in their Veſlels, landed with a Defign 
to maintain ſo adyantageous a Poſt; but the Rn 
coming from the Places where they had hid them- 
iclves, received them ſo warmly, that they were 
glad to retirs to their Ships, having loft ſome of 
their Men, and put to Sea again. The Czar, after 
this Skirmiſh, kept Poſſeſſion of the Iſland, made a 
larbour there, and a Port with a Borough, nor 
called CGonſlot. The Czar, more and more pleased 
with the Situation of the neighbouring Country, 
purſucd his Reſolution of building the City of fe- 
zersbareh, and in the Month of ay 1103, where, at 
that Time, were only four or five Filhermens Huts, 


Hall, made with Planks and Joiſts, to ſecure him- 


mory of this great Undertaking, it has been pre- 
ſerved ever ſince, being incloſed with a wooden Galle- 
ry, raiſed on a Wall three or four Feet high. The 
Place that his Majeſty pitched upon is jnacceſiivie 
from the Depth of - 4 River Neva, in that Part, 
and from the Country's being a Morals all round 
it. His Reſolution being thus taken, and the 
Work began, he iſſued forth Orders, that a great 
Number of Men from all Corners of his - vali 
Empire ſhould repair thither to put his Deſign 
in Execution; many thouſand Workmen, Raue, 
Tartars, Goſacks, Calmncks, and Peaſants of all Sorts, 
were ſoon brought thither, ſome from the Diſtance 
of near three hundred German Miles, and theſe 
made a Beginning of the Works of the new 12 

trels. 
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treſs. He was obliged, fays Monſieur de Voltaire, to 
break through Foreſts, to open Ways, to dry up 
Moors, to raiſe Banks, before he could lay the 
Foundation of this new Town. The whole was a 
Force put upon Nature: But as that ingenious 
Frenchman obierves, the Czar aſpired higher than 
only to the Deſtruction of Towns, like ordinary 
Heroes : There were no Difficulties that he would 
not ſurmount, no Toils but he would undergo to 
raiſe the Grandeur of his Nation. When this great 
Work was firſt undertaken, the Men employed in 
it had neither ſufficient Proviſions for ſubſiſting 
them, nor even neceſſary Tools, as Pick-axes, Spades, 
Shovels, W heel-Barrows, Planks and the like; no 
Houſes or Huts to dwell in, and yet the Work 
went on with ſuch Expedition that in five Months 
Time the Fortreſs was raiſed, though the Earth 
thereabouts was lo ſcarce that the greateſt Part of 
the Workmen Labourers carried it in the Skirts of 


their Cloaths, and in Bags made of old Rags and 


Mats, the Uſe of Wheel-Barrows being then un- 
known to them. It is computed that no leſs than 
a hundred Thouſand Men periſhed in this Place, 
v-here no Proviſions could be had even for ready 
Money; the Country had been made deſolate by 
War, and the uſual Supplies by the Lake of Ladega 
vere often retarded by contrary V/inds. The Plan 
of the Works was drawn by the Czar's own Hand, 
who was an excellent Draught's-Man. While the 
Fortreſs was going on the City began by Degrees 
to be built. His Majeſty obliged not only the No- 
bility, but Merchants and Tradeſmen of all Sorrs, 
to go and live there, and to trade in ſuch Commo- 


dities as they were ordered. This Place, where Pro- 


viſions were fo ſcarce, and moſt Conveniencies want- 
ing, was at firſt not at all agrecable to the Nobility 
and Perſons of Diſtinction, who in {cow had nor 
only very large Buildings within the City; bur 
allo Country-Seats and Villages about ir, where 
they had Fith-Ponds and Gardens, with Plenty ot 
Fruits, that were not to be expected at has 
yo! 
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which lies almoſt five Degrees farther Nerch. 
However, as the Place was convenient, and agree 
able both to the Detrons and Humour of the Cr, 
he paid little Regard to the Complaints of tho; 
who conſidered their own Eaſe and Luxury more 
than the Advantage of their Country. The Boyars 
brought hither great Retinues with them, and the 
Merchants and Shop-keepers found their Account 
in this new City, where every Thing bore an ex. 
ceſſive Price. Several Swedes, Finlanders, and Lice 
2ians, not being able to ſubſiſt in their own Towns, 
depopulated by the Wars, continued here. Arti. 
ficers, Mechanicks, and Seamen were invited hithet 
to encourage Shipping and the Affairs of the Na- 
vy; and the Workmen, having worked the Time 
out that was appointed by his Majeity, they were 
hired to build tor rhe Boyars, and fome of them 
even built Houſes for themſelves, and ſettled ar 
Petersbtrgh +: They were greatly encouraged to this, 
by every Man's Los allowed to pitch upon the 
Spot that pleaſed him beſt. In one Year's Time, 
about thirty Thouſand Houſes were ercQed, and 
now there are above double that Number; it is 
true, there are ſome but mcan, which may be taken 
to Pieces in two or three Hours Time, and ſet up 
in other Places; but theſè are chiefly in the Habo— 
das, or Sulurbs, as in the Tartarian and German la- 
bodas, and the Finlandiſb & heren. But I ſhall ſpeak 
farther of the Increaſe and Improvements in this 
City hercafter, and return at preſent. to the King 
of &beden in Poland, who, when he was told of the 
Building the Czar was about, anſwered, . That 
he might amuſe himſelf, if he pleaſed, with ſuch 
an Employment, he ſhould ſoon take them from 
him, and, if they were worth it, he would keep 
them, if not, he would ſet Fire to them ; ſo lit- 
tle did he conſider the growing Power of the Prince, 
who was to oppoſe him ; which, without doubr, he 
might have much retarded, had he known how 
to follow his Victory at Narva.

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170. Auguſtus, daily driven every where before 
ie Srvedes, ſent an Embaſly to the Czar, to conclude a 
Treaty of Alliance, offenſive and defenſive, which 
was difliked by the Senate: But he had done ſo 
many other Things againſt the Inclinations of the 
Poles, that their Affections were quite loſt, and moſt 
of them favoured the Aſſembly held by the Cardinal 
Primate at Warſaw; who, after many Pretences of 
having no Deſign but to reconcile Auguſtus, and 
the Republick, and ſecking only to promote Peace 
and Concord, at laſt threw off the Mask, and on 
the fourteenth of February 1704, declared in the 
Name of the whole Aſſembly, Auguſtus, Ele&or of 
Saxony, uncapable of vrearing the Crown of Po- 
land: Upon which it was agreed that the Throne 
was vacant, and that a new Election ſhould be 
made: But before this Reſolution was taken, the 
following Letter fcom the Czar was read in the 
Aſſembly.

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Generous, and Magnificent Lords, the Senators, « ef] 
and other Orders of the moſt Serene Republick of uf 
Poland, and Great Dutchy of Lithuania, our Friends al 
and meſt dear Neighbours. Notwithſtanding wre * tC 
have been informed a long Time ſince, and that * 
the like Reports were ſpread through moſt Parts 
of Europe, that ſome of your Republick, led by the 
Motives of a certain inveterate — and full of 
wicked Intentions, make uſe of all poſſible Means 
to drive from his Throne his facred Peliſß Majeſty, 
our Prother and moſt dear Neighbour, who is in a 
moſt ſtrict Alliance with us, that they may after- 
wards more eff:ctually carry on the ill Deligns 
they have contrived, and more ſafely obtain their 
Aim; yet we had fo good an Opinion of your Equi- 
ty and Juſtice, that not only we were unwilling 
to give Credit to thoſe Reports, which came from 
all Parts, but alſo forbore to coniider the fame 
with the ſerious Attention that they deſerved. 
We thought that if that Fury and abominable 
Paſſion had crept amongſt the Orders of your 
Republick, the Number of ſuch, who think on 
what they owe to God and their Country, and 
honour Virtue, would much exceed the Number 
of thoſe, who, not duly weighing tlie fatal Con- 
ſequences of thoſe Deſigns, have ſuffered them- 
ſelves to be blinded, by a depraved Paſſton, and 
their private Intereſts. We thought allo, that 
thoſe great Agitations, being ſupported by no 
Chriſtian Powers, would be eaſily appeaſed amongi 
yourſelves. But as we have atterwards obſerve, 
and are convinced by unqueſtionable Proofs, that 
That Evil was more and more increaſing, and

taking deeper Roots, we thought it was our Duty 
more than any Body elſe, to intervene and express 
publickly, how much we were concerned upon 
hearing of - ſo pernicious a Deſign, which does 
no Ways become a Chriſtian Nation. In fine, 
after having maturely conſidered that Point, we 
have reſolved to do, by our Interpolition, he 
we believe every honett Man is bound to do, 
* eſpecially 
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eſpecially conſidering the great Office we exerciſe 
upon Earth, and the general Obligation laid upon 
all Chriſtian Princes, by God and human Society, 
to repreſs Violence, and refrain Injuſtice, and ſuch 
wicked Advices as tend to the Subverſion of 
Laws, and other Ties of human Society, and di- 
ſturb the publick Peace of Chriſtendom; ſo that 
Juſtice may be every where adminiſter'd, and In- 
nocence protected; that the common Cauſe of 
Princes, and the Rights of Kings may be chiefly 
preſerved entire; that inſtead of an honourable 
Liberty allowed by the divine and human Laws, 
which deſervedly makes the Joy of free Nations, 
People may not be carried away to the Exceſs 
of lighting Princes, and trampling under Foot 
crowned Heads, whoſe Majeſty is derived imme- 
diately from God ; thar the ſame may not be ex- 
ofed to the Fury of ſuch who love Novelties : 

aſtly, that the fundamental Laws, eſtabliſhed by 
Nature itſelf, for the Preſervation of human So- 
ciety, be not deſtroyed, and that Men, created 
in the Image of God, may not degenerate into 
Brutes, and live without any Law. Beſides all 
theſe Reaſons, we are particularly obliged to con- 
cern ourſelves in this Affair, that is by Virtue of 
the Peace concluded in the Year 1686, with the 
Kingdom of Poland, wherein it is ſaid, in expreſs 
Terms, that a brotherly Love, and an inviolable 
Peace be maintained between us, and the molt 
ſerene King of Poland. That they mind the Good 
and Advantage of each other, that as Brothers 
they aſſiſt each other, and that their Majeſties are 
as Brothers to ſhew each other all the Duties 
of Humanity, Friendſhip, and brotherly Affection, 
and every Thing elſe that may tend to their mu- 
tual and reſpective Advantage, and take all poſſi- 


ble Care to avoid all Things which may breed

Enmity, or occaſion Violence, and more elpecially 
ſuch as might create War, and occaſion the Effu- 
ſion of human Blood, and the Ravage of their

* over, we are obliged to concern ourſelves in this 
Affair, becauſe of the great Care we are to take, 
* to provide for the Peace and Security of our Ter- 
* ritories, ſituated on the Frontiers of Poland; for 
while we ſee a Fire kindled in our Neighbour- 
hood, and threatning to put all in Flames, we 
* ought to think ourſelves concerned in that immi- 
* nent Danger, and fear that thoſe Flames may 
* ſpread themſelves into our Dominions, and de- 
* prive them of the Conveniencies a peaceful Neigi- 
* bourhood does uſually procure. In ſhort, we know 
what Sort of Monſters ſome of you nouriſh in 
your Boſom againſt us, making no Scruple to en— 
tertain ſuch pernicious Deſigns, and being not 
aſhamed to ſay publickly, that after having put 
in Execution what they have contrived again{t 
the ſacred Perſon of his Majeſty, they will join 
our Enemy, which is, however, directly contrary 
to the perpetual Peace aforeſaid, which was ob- 
* tained with the Effuſion of ſo much human Blood; 
for among the ſeveral Conditions to ſettle: the 
Stability of the Peace between the two Nations, 
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« with the moſt ſerene King and Republick of Po- 
© land, it is expreſly ſtipulated, that his Majeſty, 
and his Succeſſors, who ſhall be elected after him, 
the Great Dukes of Lithuania, and the whole Re- 
* publick of the Crown of Poland and Great Dutchy 
© of Lithuania, the eccleſiaſtical and ſecular Orders 
« of cach Nation, promile to favour no Ways our 
declared or ſecret Enemies, neither by themſelves 
nor by others, to have no Correſpondence with 
them, and never to ſuffer them to commit the 
leaſt Hoſtiliry. . To the End then that this Fire, 
which lies concealed under theſe treacherous Aſhes, 
may be extinguiſhed in a due Time, before it 
breaks out into a Flame; and that That abomi- 
nable Deſign, abhorred by God and Men, perſi- 
diouſly to break an Oath, and violate what has 
been ſolemnly ſworn to, may be {tifled in its Begin- 
ning, we have concerned ourſelves in this Aﬀair, 
being ſatisfied that we have ſufficiently ſhewn to 
all the World, that it is our Duty and Right to 
inter poſe ourſelves therein. Therefore we have 
thought fir in the firſt Place to apply ourſelves to 
your moſt ſerene Republick, — induce you by 
this friendly Exhortation to weigh every Thing 
in this Extremity, and to admoniſh without In- 
terruption ſuch who entertain thoſe pernicious 
Deſigns, deteſted by all good Men, to reflect up- 
on themſelves, and 2 what they undertake, 
and that they not only expoſe their Honour and 
* Reputation, but likewiſe the Security of their 
Country to an evident Danger. 
The Reaſon upon which they fancy they may 
ground the dethroning of a King elected according 
to. Law, and acknowledged by his greateſt Ene- 
mies, appear fo unjuſt and frivolous to uninte- 
© reſted Perſons, that the Authors of thoſe Counſels 
cannot avoid the Name and Character of Ene- 
mies and perfidious Men, which have been be- 
* ſtowed upon them by their own Brothers; nor 
* hinder all Chriſtian Princes, and eſpecially =_ 
* who 
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* who are obliged by Treaties, or Reaſons of State 


ro defend and protect the ſacred Majelty of King,, 
from oppoling with all their Might, the Election 
of another Perſon, to the Prejudice of the pub hies 
good of Chriſtendom, and putting a Stop to chocs 


1mpious Deſigns. They cannot be ignorant that 


his ſacred Majeſty and Elector of Saxony has Qil 
Forces enough to repell thoſe Hoitilities, and 
maintain the good Cauſe and Right he has once 
acquired, and rather the more, becauſe the beſt part 
of the molt ferene Republick, in Conſideration of 
their Duty and their Oath, have declared their 
Readineſs to ſpill their Blood for the King, and 
facrifice their Lives and Reputation for his De- 
fence, to their immortal Glory with their Poſte. 
rity. And what can be the End of all this, but 
to make their Country a Theatre of War, and 
open a large Field for the Plunder and Devaits- 
tion of their neighbouring Nations. As to the Au- 
thors of that Deſign, and ſuch who favour them, 
they will receive the Puniſhment they have fo 
juſtly deſerved. They will bring a Blot upon 
themſelves and their Poſterity, which ſhall never 
be waſhed off, and ſinking at laſt under the 
Weight of Divine Juſtice, which never leaves 
thoſe Attempts unpuniſhed, they will deplore 
their own Misfortunes but too late. 
As to thoſe amongſt you who have Cauſe to 
complain, for we know very well, that the whole 
moſt ſerene Republick is not hurried away by 
that Impiety, but is for the major Part inclinod to 
the Kings, we may ſay, that it is certain that God 
himſelf and the beſt and moſt prudent Princes 
cannot equally pleaſe all the World, and that the 
Chagrin and Billatisfaction of ſome proceed fron 
particular Aﬀe&ions, which uſvally ſway their 
Words and their Writings, and from the Paſſion 
and private Intereſt of Parties; but although they 
had juſt Cauſe of Complaint, which does po- 
hitherto appear, they ought for that to conhider, 
that 
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that theſe political Diſtempers do not occaſion ſo 


much Damage to the Repuhlick, as commonly do 


the Means ſome are endeavouring to make ule of 


as a Remedy in the preſent Caſe; and to neglect 
the friendly and amicable Ways preſcribed by the 
fundamental Laws of Poland, even to the offended 
Party, and have immediately Recourſe to Vio- 
lence and Extremiries, is a Practice contrary to 
the divine and human Laws. 

© If the Authors of theſe Novelties ſhould, by 
the Permiſſion cf God, for ſome ſecret Reaſons, of 
which there are ſome Inſtances, obtain their Aim, 
what would they gain thereby, except to ſuffor 
ſomewhat ſooner or later the Puniſhment due to 
their Wickedneſs, and their Poſterity thall never 
waſh off the Infamy they have brought upon 
themſelves and their Nation: The Aſſiſtance of 


a foreign Prince encourages them in this Deſign, 
but the Event will enable them to make a true 


Judgment of their Actions, and Time will thew 
their Vanity in building ſuch great Things on 
a ſandy Foundation, and that they have relied 
on a broken Reed. They have taken for the De- 
tender of the Cauſe they have eſpouſed, a Prince, 
who for Recompencing himſelf for the Trouble 
he muſt be ar, and reimburſing himſelf his Ex- 
pences and Charges, will ſeize upon them afrer 


having ruined their Country. We think it need- 
* leſs to enlarge any farther upon a Subject of fo 


dangerous Conſequence, and flatter ourſelves, that 
ſuch whodeſirethe Preſervation of their Republick, 
amongſt whom there is a great Number of Senators 


and good Patriots, will exert their utmoſt Pru- 
© dence, to make their Brethren ſenſible of the 


Miſtake, and bring back into the right Way ſuch 
who have been ſeduced. As for the reſt, we de- 
clare to the moſt ſerene Republick, that we are 
reſolved to interpoſe our good Offices, and in or- 
der, that ſuch who remembring what they owe 
to God, their King and Country, have pro- 

| miſed 
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miſed to lay down their Lives for his Majeſty, an 
likewiſe ſuch who have the Impudence to oppole 
their Prince, and ſtir Heaven and Earth to obtain 
their Aim, may cqually know our Intentions to- 
wards them we 90 offer, with a ſincere Heart, 
our good Offices, to pacify the Diviſions and Quar- 
rels, which have been excited between his ſacred 
Poliſh Majeſty and ſome Members of the met 
ſerene Republick, out of our Affection for our 
Brother, Friend and good Neighbour, and are 
fully purſuaded, that, through God's Bleſling, 
and the Aſliſtance of our Friends and Contede.

lick may firmly rely upon our plain and ſincere 
Intentions, whereby we are induced to protet 
her Liberty, in conſidering of the perpetual Peace, 
in here alledged : Therefore we friendly invite 


by this Letter, upon a ſpeedy and categorical 


Anſwer, that we may know, whether our Offen 
are accepted with the ſame Diſpoſit ions for the 
Peace and Tranquility of Pclar.d and Lithuavia 
as we do proteſt before God, we have at thi 
Time. 

* However we ſhall continue the neceſſary Pre- 
parations, that in caſe the Diſaffected Party per- 
ſiſts in their wicked Deſigns, we may be able. to 
exert the Power God has given us, to ſupport and 
maintain his ſacred Majeſty on a. Throne he 15 
lawfully poſſeſſed of. As to thoſe who ſhall {ide 
with the King, or ſhall, in a due Time, return © 
their Duty, we ſhall grant them our ſpecial Fa- 
you, 
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vour, and ſhew them as much Affection as if 
they had done ſomething for ourſelves, and pro-

have been ſeverely puniſhed, made an Example to 


* others, and are plucked out like a Weed, of the 


Kingdom of Poland, and Great Putchy of Liti;c2- 
ja, whereof the Peace and Tranquility is as dear 
> * to us as that of our own Dominions; and in 
> © fine till our Neighbourhood is cleared of thoſe 
u icked Men. And that this Letter may be of greater 
© Force, and that not only the molt ſerene Repub- 
lick, bur alſo all the World may know, that this 


* is our Deſign and Reſolution, we ſhall communi- 
* cate this Declaration to all the Princes who fa- 


* © your our Cauſe, that the Juſtice of what we are 


going to undertake may appear every where,

This Letter had no great Effect upon the confe. 
derated Nobility, though ſome of them repreſented 
that it deſerved to be maturely conſidered, becauſe 
of the fatal Conſequences the March of a A/uſcorite 
Army into Poland might be attended with; bur 

rudent Conſideration being inconſiſtent with their 
Beins they reſolved to go on, and proceed toa 
new Election, which would have fallen upon Prince 
ame, Sobjesky, recommended by the King of Sweden, 
if an extraordinary Incident had not prevented it: 
But a Letter ſent from Prince ex ander Sobiesky-in- 
formed them, that his Brothers James and Criſtan- 
tine, being hunting not far from Breſlaw in Sileſia, a 
Party of about thirty Horſe, ſent privacely by 
Arguſias, had, by his Orders, furprized and forcibly 
carried them off to Leip/ick, where they were put 
under Confinement. 

The next Candidates that were named, were 
Prince Alexander Scbjesky, and the Prince of Gti, 
the firſt was favoured by the King of Sweden ; the 
Primate, and ſcarce any other, was for the Prince 
of Conti Alexander, preſſed by Caries XII. to ace 
cept the Crown which his Father had worn before 
him, abſolutely refuſed to aſcend a Throne while 
his elder Brother lived; this noble and generous 
Moderation of the young Prince 4/exander, and the 
few Friends that appeared on the Side of the Prince 
of Conti, made way for a new Candidate, who had 
almoſt every Voice in the Republick for him, betides 
the ſtrong Intereſt of the King of Sceden. This was 
Staniſlaus Lefcins%; the Palatine of Poſnania, a young 
Lord, endowed with great Virrues and Merit ; who 
was ſoon declared King of Poland, and Grand Duke 
of Lithuania. . 

When Auguſtus heard of the Election of Stani- 

ſlaus, he aſſembled a great Council at Sendomir, where 
he was declared aRebel and Traitor to his County 
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but while he was contending with his Rival by vain 
De-larations, the King of Sweden, every where 
routed his Saxon Troops. The Czar in the mean 
Time, grew every Day more formidable; he had 
trained up his Soldiers in military Diſcipline, had 
good Officers, good Engineers, and a ſerviceable Ar- 
tillery: He had now made himſolf Maſter of Dorpt, 
and, on tha twenty ſirit of Auguſt 1704, took 
Narva by Aſſault, after a regular Siege, having pre- 
vented its being relieved by Sea or Land. When 
his Soldiers were poſſeſſed of this Town, and com- 
mitted numberleſs Oarrages, his Czariſh Majeſty 
himſelf ran from Place to Place to ſtop their Diſ- 
orders, and even killd ſome of the Aauſcovites wirlh 
his own Hand, that would not liſten to his Com- 
mands. The Czar's Conqueſts here confirmed to 
him his Footing in the Paltick Sea. 

For when he had reduced this Town, and the 
Fortreſs of ſerarororoed he uſed all his Endeavours 
to make the Placa impregnable, and to complete 
the Fortreſs, carried on in the Winter, at Peterſ 
tareh. The Czar, ho directed the Works himſelf, 
having ſounded the Waters about the neighbour- 
ing Iflands, found that That of Retaſari might be 
made a ſafe Harbour for his Fleet and a prear: 
Defence to his new City of Petersburgb, the only 
Paſſage to which was on the South Side of this 
Iſland, where runs a ſtrong Current, that is not 
eaſy to come up, unleſs the Wind is very fair ; but 
on the North the Water is too ſhallow for any 
Veſſel ro paſs. His Majeſty, ſenſible of the Ad- 
vantage of this Siruatibn, made it a Port for his 
Fleet, and built a Toven there, which he fortified 
wich a ſtrong Caſtle * Cronſlot. This laſt ſtands 
on a ſand Bank in the midſt of the Sea, about a 
Cannon-thot from the Iſland, and a Mile from the 
Coaſt of Ingria; the Foundation of it was laid in 
Winter, upon the Ice, with Boxes made of ſtrong 
Timber and filled with Stone, on which the reſt 
was afrerwards built with Timber filled up with 
Earth. This Caſtle of Genet is round, * three

Galleries about it above each other, and well fur. 
niſhed with Cannon. 

There are two Batteries on the Iſland over 
againſt it, of ten or twelve Guns each, and in 
Caſe of Neceſſity the Piers of the Harbour may be 
mounted with forty or fifty more; thus is this 
Entrance to Petersburgh ſufficiently guarded againſt 
any Inſult of an Enemy. 

It gave no ſmall Uneaſineſs to the Sevedes, to ſee 
the Works of Petersburgh and Crenſlct go on in this 
Manner, for which Reaſon Major General Heyde, 
who commanded in Carelia, took upon him to in- 
terrupt them; to which End he ſent a Party thi. 
ther under the Conduct of one 4rifeldt, whole 
Guide carrying him 'beyond the Fort upon the 
Ice, he was diſcovered by the Raſſan Soldiers, who 
kept on their Guard, but could not hinder 4ryfeldt 
from ravaging over the whole Iſle of Retyyar:: 
However, the greateſt Loſs of the 11ſcovites was 
two Veſlels of twenty or thirty Guns, that lay on 
the Ice, and to which they ſet Fire; for they could 
undertake nothing againſt the Fortreſs, and the 
Houſes that they deſtroyed on the Ifland, being 
only of Wood, were ſoon raiſed again. 

The greateſt Danger his Czarith Majeſty had to 
apprehend was from the naval Armament that was 
preparing at Carleſcrcon, and which ſeemed to 
threaten his new City with inevitable Ruin. T his 
Squadron was to conſiſt of twelve Ships of the 
Line of Battle, and twenty-eight Frigates, twelve 
of which carried from forty to ſixty Guns apiece, 
In Truth, this Armament gave more Uneaſineſs to 
Denmark than to the Czar, who depended upon the 
Impoſſibility of the Swedes paſſing by Crosſlot, where 
he reſolved to maintain his naval Force, which wag 
not yer indeed in a Condition to cope with that of 
Sweden; but ir prevented her Deſigns. 

Admiral Ankerſteirn, who commanded the Swe- 
diſh Fleet, tranſported ſix thouſand Recru:ts to 
Revel, and having joined the Squadron of Vice- 
Admiral Spar, they went in ſearch of the Ru{iar 
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Flotilla, commanded by Vice-Admiral Vander-Rruys, 
who gave rhe following Account of what hap- 
pened to General Bruce. 
On the fourth of this Month [ V our Scoutsdiſ- 
covered the Enemy's Fleet, conſiſting of twenty-two 


| Men of War, without reckoning other Veſſels, that 


took the Road to —_ On the ſixth in the At- 
ternoon they gave the Signal, and preſently Ad- 
miral Anlerſteirn, and Vice Admiral Spar drew up 
their Squadron in Batralia againſt my ſelf and the 
Rear Admiral. The Vice Admiral, by the Help of 
the continual Fire from the Admirai's Vellels, paſſed 
towards the Point of the Iſland of Retuſari, where 
Colonel To/buck was poſted ; and thus the Enemy 
paſſed between our Line and the Fire of the Colonel, 
attacking us inceſlantly with Bullets and Bombs, 
whilſt a great Number of Grenadiers in flat Boats 
artempted to land on the Iſland by Favour of their 
Ship Guns: But they were received with ſo much 
Order and Bravery, that after they had loſt almoſt 
all their Grenadiers, and many of their Soldiers, 
they were obliged to retreat, leaving us thirty-ſeven 
Priſoners, among whom were two Captains and 
two other Officers, beſides five of their flat Boats. 
Thus by the Help of God, we gloriouſly repulſed 
them, although they were much ſtronger than us, 
our Veſſels carrying but from fourteen to ſixteen 
Guns each, whereas theirs were for the moſt Part 
Ships of the Line; the Admiral carried ſixty-four 
Cuns, and the Vice-Admiral, and Rear-Admiral 
fhiry-four each. In this Action we had but one 
Man killed, and three wounded. 

The Czar having put every Thing in Order 
himſelf, and reviewed molt of his Troops, now 
ar . . 
paepelſed to open the Campaign in the Year 1705. 
The Velt-Mareſchal CzeremetefF marched before with 
eighteen or twenty thouſand Men, and his Ma- 
jeity followed at the Head of his Army, entering 
Lithuania, by the Palatinate of Poloczæ. Nothing 
ſtopt the March of the Velt-Mareſchal till he 
came into the Heart of Curland, where he found 
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General Leucrenſaupt at the Head of ſeven or ent 
thouſand len, which did not hinder General Yam, 
with about twenty thouſand Au an Horle, from 
penetrating as far as ita, in which Place vas 
Colonel Arorizg with his Regiment. The Ran 
General ſurprized the Town ; all that were in it 
were made Pritoners, and he took a great Booty. 
The greateſt Part of Knoring's Regiment were pu: 


to tne Sword or taken Priſoners; and the Colonel 


himſelf eſcapcd by a private Gare, after having 
valiantly defended himſelf, and more than once 
run the Riſque of his Life. The Rxſſians, having 
given this Blow, retired to their Camp at Nepten. 
The Deſign of the Velt-Mareſchal was not f 
much to conquer C urland, which could not be kept, 
as to harraſs the Enemy, and drive away, if poſſible, 
the Body of Troops commanded by Leuwenhar;t, 
that he might fit down quietly before Riga. Lea- 
«verbaupt, who penetrated into his Deſign, as ſoon 
as he heard of his March, gave Notice of it to Ge- 
neral Frclie, the Governor of Riga, and he, con- 
vinced of the Neceſſity of ir, ſent him a thouſand 
Men: On the other Side, he ſent for the Regiments 
of Hern and Schreiterfelt to join him, and put 
himſelf in a Poſture to receive the Rvſſians. He 
was buſy in giving his Orders, when a Groom, eſca- 
ped from Alitiaco, run to him with the News oi 
the AHuſcovite Troops having ſeized on that Place. 
He made no Delay, but went a full Gallop, with 
his Cavalry towards thar Capital, where he found 
nothing but the melancholy Foot-ſteps of the Enc- 
Ines Paſſage, who were retired to their Camp at 
Nepten. The Swediſh General, after having repoſcd 
a while, was rejoined by his Infantry, anf reloly d 
to ſeek a Poſt, which would not be caſy for tie 
Ruſjian Jeneral to force. He choſe for this Pur pole 


a very narrow Spot, where his ſmall Number ot 


Men might make Head without being obliged t 
extend themſelves, and where he could not be 4 
tacked on all Sides. He made all necefary Ditp®'t 
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tions, purſuaded that the Ruſſians would come in 
queſt of him, and he was not miſtaken. 

The Velr-Mareſchal C:eremetoff had fourteen 
thouſand IIorſe and Dragoons, four thouſand Foot 
and two thouſand Cofſacks, with which he went to 
attack the Swedes, He found them drawn up in 
to Lines, the firſt was very cloſe, the ſecond had 
ſome Intervals; their Right Wing was covered by 
a Moraſs, the Left by a River that could not be 
paſſed in Front, The Cannon was in two Lines 
between the Wings and the Centre ; and the Bag- 
gage in the Rear: As ſoon as Count Leusvenbaup: 
had Notice, by his advanced Guard, that the R 


ſians came towards him, he ordered the Colonels 


Stakelbere, Loſcher and Hertsfelt, with four Squadrons, 
to advance about a thouſand Paces, to obſerve the 
Motions of the Ruſſians, and to retire as ſoon as 
they ſaw the Army approach: But the Wood 
that was on the left of the Swedes, on the other 
Side of the River, favouring the Motion of the 
Muſcovite Troops, this Detachment was no ſooner 
perceived by them, but. it was ſurrounded by the 
Ruſfans, who had paſſed the River. Although this 
Cavalry was at firit attacked with much Fury, yer 
they ſupported the Shock, and at Length retreated 
to the main Body of their Army. As ſoon as 
General Lex<venhaupt ſaw the Ruſſians coming upon 
hin with a Front very much extended; and that 
for want of Ground, they muſt be forced to make 
a new Order of Battle, reſolved not to give them 
Time, and his Commands were ſo readily executed, 

that both Armies ſoon came to an Engagement. 
The Rv ſans firſt fell on the left Wing of the 
Sevedes; and the Velt-Mareſchal, diſmounting the 
Foot, which were brought behind the Horſemen, 
they attacked the Scwedijb Cavalry with Fire and 
Sword. Burt they were received with ſo much Vi- 
gour that there was a great Slaughter on both Sides. 
Ar length ſome Ruſſan Squadrons having croſſed 
the River to attack the Enemy in Flank, the Swediſh 
Cavalry was puſhed ſo warmly that they fell back 
14 upon 
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upon a Company of the General's Grenadiers, poſted 
between the two Lines, and put the whole Order 
of Battle into Confuſion. The left Wing began to 
loſe Ground, and Victory ſeemed to declare for 
the Ruſſans, when the Infantry of the ſecond Line 
took the Place of this Wing, and gave it Time to 
rally: And then the Foot that were brought te. 
| bind the Ryſian Horſe, found themſelves encom- 
paſted by the two Lines, and were cut to Pieces, the 
Scvedes facing about on all Sides. | 
In this Action the R Hans lot five or fix thou- 
ſand Men, the Velt-Mareſchal was wounded, but 
the Victory was dearly purchaſed by the Sczreges, 
who loſt General Linatſchieldt, Major-General V an- 
gel, Colonel Hon, two Lieutenant-Colonels, many 
Captains both of Horſe and Foot, a great Number 
of Subalterns, and near two thouſand Men. And 


Army, Which he reviewed in the Preſence of a 
crowd of the Grandees of Poland, who could not ſuffici- 
ently admire in how ſhort a Time that Monarch had 
diſciplin'd his Troops. The firſt Deſign of the Czar 
was to march his Army along the Duna, and form 
the Siege of Riga; but this Check that he received, 
and an Account that Leucbenhaupt, fearing to be 
overpower'd by Numbers, had put Garriſons int 

Mittag and Bautske, which he had placed in ſuch 
a Manner as to be always ſure of a Retreat to Riga, 
made his Czariſh Majeſty change his Reſolution, 
and the rather becauſe the King of Sweden and King 
Staniſlaus had convoked a General Diet at Warſac, 
to put the laſt Hand to their grand Deſign of 
crowning the latter, which made it neceflary tor 
the cominon Cauſe to endeavour to trouble that 
Aſſembly, which was held by the two Kings with 
their Swords, as it were at the Throats of the 
Members, having their Armies round about keep- 
ing the City and Diet in a Manner blocked u a 
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The Citizens of Daztzick, v ho had hut themſelves 
under the Protection of the King of P. a, main 
tained a Conduct fo equivncal as to give Satisfaction 
to neither Party: On one Side they gave an Azy- 
lum to the Primate, and on the other gave Pro- 
tection to thoſe of the Party of King Aue, who 
came for Refuge into their Territories. Theſe two 


Parties were both equally deſirous to have them 


abſolutely in their Intereſt. This made Count Pi- 


rer undertake to write a very preſſing Letter to 


the Magiſtracy, the Menaces in which determined 
them to deliver up to the Swedes, all that belonge 

to the Saxons. The Czar, who was attentive to all 
that paſſed, wrote alſo to the Magiſtracy of this 
City, not only to make his Complaints of their Be- 
havinur in fivour of the Enemies of Auguſtus, but 
to inform them of the Morives that brought him 
into Poland, and to engage them by large Promiſes 


to return to their Duty; and on the other Hand 


to let them know, that if they perſiſted in favour- 
ing his Enemies, and thoſe of their Country, the 
Citizens and the City itſelf muſt expect on all Oc- 
caſions to be treated as Enemies : But as it was not 
ſufficient to inform this City alone, why he came 
with a hundred thouſand foreign Troops into the 
Heart of Poland, his Majeſty publiſhed the follow- 


ing Manifeſto. 


J. E, by the Grace of God, the moſt illuſtri- 


ous, and moſt potent Czar, and Great Duke, 


Peäeter Alexowitt, abſolute Sovereign of the Greater, 
' Leſs, and White Ruſſia, and hereditary Succeſſor 
© and Lord of ſeveral Principalities and Countries, 


in the Eat, Weſt, and Northern Parts of the 
World, fignify hereby to the illuſtrious and 
magnificent Senators, Dignitaries, both Spiritual 
* and Temporal, and the Reſt of the great Officers, 


and Nobility, of the moſt ſerene Republick of 


Poland, and the Great Dutchy of Lithuania, that we, 
* purſuant to the perpetual Peace concluded for- 
merly between both Nations, and the ſubſequent 
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* Alliances made with his Majeſty Augrus TI, the 
* lawful King, and the whole Republick of Poland, 
for a mutual Proſecution of the War againſt bur 
common Enemy, have employed our utmoſt Fn. 
* deavours to oblige that Enemy, who has invaded 
© the diſtreſſed Republick of Poland, to retire out 
* of it, and to prevent the Effects of ſuch tmpinus 
Factions, as either for Intereſt or Fears of the Ene. 
* my's Power and Threats, have endeavoured tlc! 
* two Years paſt to dethrone their lawful King; 
We have formerly declared our Abhorrence ot 
* fuch perfidious Proceedings, in a Letter ſent to 
the whole Republick, wherein we acquaintc them 
* at the ſame Time, that we were bound by the 
* ſtrongeſt Ties of brotherly Love and Alliances, 
* and by our own Inclinations to defend the com- 
* mon Right of Princes, to prevent ſuch a horrible 
4 T- 70 > : 0 
Deſign, which deſerved the ſevereſt Expreſtions 
© of God's Vengeance and Wrath; and that we 
* thould be obliged to look upon fuch Rebels to their 
King and the Repnblick, as our Enemies, and pur- 
ſue thein with Fire and Sword: Theſe Exhorta- 
tions and Warnings, had ſuch good Effec at fir? 
that the Fire, which bad begun to ſpread itſelt, 
* ſeemed extinguithed ; bug as appeared ſoon after, it 
* was only hid under deceirful Aſhes, till the Scueres 
did blow it up again into a ſudcen Flame; and 
the Waywood of Poſnania Leſcinsky was unlaw- 


© fully elected by a ſmall Number of inconſiderab]: 


Perſons to be King, contrary to the Sentiments of 
many of the Confederares that appeared at the 
Election, and in Oppoſition to the Liberties and 
Rights, not only of Poland, but the whole Uni- 
« verſe, and this deteſtable Act was not only pro. 
© teſted againſt by the Archbiſhop and Cardinal 
« Primate Radzjiowski, and other 3 of the 
firſt Rank, though they had at the Lime a Quar- 
rel with their lawful Prince, but the Mareſchal 
© of the confederated Nobility could never be per- 
ſwaded to give his Conſent to this illegal Choice: 
But the Swede notwichſtanding, perliſted 2 
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nately in his Deſign, and exerciſing an abſolute 
Power in the Republick has compelled ſome of 
the Nobility to conclude a Treaty with the Swe d 
Envoys, in the Namo of the elected, who very 
ſubmiſſively hearkens to the Dickates of the Scenes. 
Part of the aforeſaid Confederates were indeed 
taken Prifoners by their lawful King, and the Reſt 
were diſperſed; but not only the Diſtance of our 
main Army, and the Animoſities between the 
Forces of the Republick, but alſo the ſmall Num- 
ber of the Saxons, ſoon after obliged the fore- 
named King Auguſtus to march to Saxony wirls 
Part of his Saxen Troops, in order to prevent 
the intended Invaſion of the Scedes into that 
Electorate. He deſigned to return ſoon to Poland, 
but his Return has hitherto been o>!trutted by 
the Swedzs, who have ſhut up all the Paitages ; 
This emboldened the Enemy to publith, in the 
Name of the Cardinal Primate, circular Letters, 
confirming the forenamed unlawful Election; and 
having called together the petty Diets the tvienty- 
ſixth of June, a general one was ſummoned to 
meet tlie Eleventh of the next enſuing Month. 
We cannot believe, chat theſe Univerſatia were 
lied by the Cardinal Primate, who being not 
only the Hcad ot the Clergy, but allo the firſt 
Member of the Republick, was chiefiy concerned, 
to endeavour a Reconciliation between the Sub- 
jets of Poland and their laveful Prince. So that 
we have Reaſon to think that this unlawful AL 
ſembly of the Deputies of Poland, was purely con- 
trived by the ſubtle Enemy, as may partly appear 
by the falſe Rumours ſpread by him, viz. That 
the King of Pruſſia, deſponding of a Reconcilia- 
tion berwixt King Aiguſtus and the Swede, had 
embraced the Party of the King of Sweden, and 
the elected Perſon: The falſnood of this Imputa- 
tion is manifeſt by the Letter ſent by the King of 
Pruſſia to the Cardinal upon this Account :

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His Czariſh Majeſty had been received on the 
nineteenth at Vilna, the Capital of Lith:raznia, by th 
Referendary of the great Dutchy and Macrulci;al of 
the Tribunal, in the Name of King ig An 
all the State. This Lord made a long Speech to 
him to give him Joy on his Arrival, and feliritatad 
his Country on having ſo powerful a Protector. 
who hal ſo generouſly undertaken to defend them 
from the Ruin that rhe Swed?s would bring upon 
them without his Aſſiſtance. Prince 4/entikoF in ; 
few Words anſwered this Diſcourſe of the Litbua- 
man, and his Majeſty renewed the Promiſes he had 
before made to the Palatine of Crlm and to Cris 
Ni, that he would not ſuſfer his Troops to commit: 
any Diſorders. They marched divided in three 
Bodies, that of the Velt-Mareſchal Cxeremetaſt, of 
which mention has been already made, was between 
the H lia and the Dima in Conrlaud 3 the Hetiman 
Maxeppa, to whom the Czar had given the Order 
of St. Andrei, was with fifty or fixty thouſand C:;

After the Action of Gemaurtheſt, although Gene— 
ral Leuwenhaupt had all the Glory of a Triumph. 
yet he was in no Condition to attend the NAH Jau, 
much leſs to act offenſively; but his Retreat to RIA 
had left Curland expoſed to all that the Ryſſiar 
Troops were willing to undertake : And now the 
Czar declared that he took that Dutchy under his 
Protection, ordering the Inhabitants to ſend to his 
Commiſſary, Prince Henzikeff, all the Arms, and 
other Effects belonging to the Enemy, that could tc 
found in the Province; but the Courlanders were 
too much in the Intereſt of Sweden to obey his 
Order willingly ; ſo that the Prince was obliged to 
renew the Ordinance of his Mater, adding to it 
Threats of corporal Puniſhini2at ajcaintt ti ſe who 
mould conceal any of the Sed, Effects, and pro- 
miſing 
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miſing to give a Moicty to thoſe who ſhould dit 
cover them. | 

In the mean time the King of Sch de remained 
quierly in his Camp, employed only in his Deſign 
of crowning his King in Poland, which met with 
many Difficulties. The Saxons on one Side, the 
Ruſſians on the other, and —_ the Machs, all 
agreeing to oppoſe this pretended Diet. 

Admiral Ankerſtiern, who, as we have ſeen before, 
made an unſuccelsful Attempt upon Cronſlot, thoughr 
he ſhould be able to ſucceed better now, when he 
heard that all the Czar's Forces were advanced into 
Lithuania and Courland. He ſent an Officer to Ma- 
jor-General Meydel in Carelia to deſire fome Troops 
of him, but the Major-General, having only five 
thouſand Men, did nor care to weaken his own 
Forces, which however did not hinder the Admiral 
from perſiſting in his Deſign, altho' Lavale, the En- 
gineer, who 11 been ſent to view the Iſland and 
Fort, would have diſſuaded him from it; the Ad- 
miral himſelf ordered the Attack. A Hundred 
Grenadiers, commanded by a Captaia were to ad- 
vance firſt; a Major and a Captain with another 
Detachment were to ſecond them; and after that 
came the chief Body of Troops: This Deſcent, 
fixed for the fifteenth- of Fuly, was to be made by 
Favour of the Fire of the Fleet. The R::{ians un- 
der Colonel Tobulch, Commandant of the Iſland of 
Retuſari, waited for them without any Diſturbance 
behind their Intrenchments. The Caſtle was not 
only in a better State of Defence than when it was 
attacked before, but was alſo defended by a good 
Wall againſt the Artillery. The advanced Guard 
of the Sewedes met, for their firſt Obſtacle, a Shal- 
low covered with the Points of Rocks, which broke 
ſeveral of their Sloops, and overſet others; the 
Soldiers with much E jump'd into the 
Water, which was not at firſt above their Knees, 
bur as they advanced took them up to their Neck, 
and colt ſome of them their Lives; theſe two Diffi- 
culties ſurmounted, a yet greater remained, which 
Was 
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was the Ryſſians lying on their Bellies before their 
Batteries charged with Catridges, a Piſcharge from 
which had all the Succeſs imaginable, deſtroying 
the greateſt Part of the Swedes that were landed, 
and obliging the Reſt to return to their Ships: The 
Ruſſians then with their Muskets, finiſhed what the 
Cannon had ſo well begun; fo that during this At- 
tack, which did not laſt an Hour, the Swedes had 
twelve Officers and four Hundred Soldiers killed, 
nine Officers and a hundred and ſeventy Men 
wounded, and were it not for the Fire of their 
Veſſels the MHuſcovites, who purſued them, would 
not have ſuffered one Man to return to their Fleet, 
'Thus was the Admiral a ſecond Time forced to re- 
treat, fully convinced of the Strength of the Caſtle, 
and the advantageous Situation of it. Nothing 
could be more pleaſing to the Czar than theſe At. 
vantages gained at Sea, which encouraged him to 
augment and to eſtabliſh his Marine. 
— Major-General Aſeydel, being informed of the Ad- 
miral's Enterprize, reſolved to lay hold of that Ad- 
vantage in undertaking ſomething againſt the For- 
treſs of Petersburgh, where Major-General Robert 
Bruce at that Time commanded. Having got to- 
ether about twenty thouſand Faſcines, and a large 
umber of Gabions, he came with his Body of 
Troops to attack the Line that covered the For- 
treſs; but he found it ſo well defended, that after 
an Aſſault, in which he was repulſed with the Loſs 
of two hundred Men, he quitted the Place to go 
and encamp on the Ruins of Nie-Schantx, which 
the Czar had demolithed to make uſe of the Ma- 
terials in building Petersburgb, and whirher he had 
tranſported the greateſt Part of the Inhabitants; 
from thence the Swedijy Commandant ſent a De- 
tachmenc into Ingria where another Derachment 
from the Garriſon of Peterſbureh, ſent by Major- 
General Fruce, ſoon put them to flight; fo that 
this he Expedition of the See. rerminated only 
in attacking a Sawing-Mill, between Petersburgh 
and Sleute/burg. This Mill was * — A 
Ouble 
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double Range of Paliſades, within which the Rſſi- 


aus had raiſed a good Parapet, that covered two 


! thouſand Men, brought thither to defend that Poſt. 
The Swediſh General ſummoned them to ſurrender, 


which they refuſing, he was obliged in Honour to 
attack the Mill. He was twice repulſed, bur at the 
third Aſſault his Troops paſſed the Paliſades, and 
advanced to the Foot of the Parapet, over which 
he threw a great Quantity of Grenades, ſome of 


which ſer Fire to the Ruſian Magazine of Power. 


After this Accident the Swedes did not doubt but 
the Beſieged would ſurrender ; but far from it, it 
ſerved only to make them the more deſperate : So 
that making a Sally on their Enemies, they drove 
them beyond the Paliſades, and after killing above 
four hundred of their Men, obliged them to retire, 
with no great Credit, and reſume the Rout of /ybourg. 

While the Ruſſians had theſe Advantages on their 
Frontiers, the Czar's Troops in Courland, under the 


Command of the Generals A/enzikoff, Ronne, Re 

in, made ſuch Progreſs that they ſubdued all that 
Province to the Obedience of his Czariſh Majeſty. 
' Aittaw and Bautske were the two only Places able 


to oppoſe the Conquerors; the firit ſurrendered 


without much Reſiſtance, the other with leſs, but 


they were forced to employ their Cannon to oblige 
Colonel Knoring to give up the Caſtle of Mittacv, 


- Whither he was retired with about four hundred 


Men. They had thrown in about a hundred Bombs, 


and uſed nine Pieces of Cannon, and after having 


diſmantled two Baſtions the Colonel deſired to capt- 
tulate, and was allowed very honourable Treas 

General Repnin, upon the Execution of which, it 
was found that the Swedes had pillaged the Palace 
and Archives of the Dukes of Courland, and even en- 
tered into the Vaults where their Dead were repoſit- 
ed, to rob their Carcaſſes of certain PT they 
had on their Necks and Fingers. The Ruſſians, 
that they might not lie under te Suſpicion of ſuch 
an odious Behaviour, obliged the Sevedes to be pre- 
ſent, while a particular Inyentory was taken ot 
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every Thing at that Tims to be found in the Dales 
Palace and Sepulchre. 

This Conqueit, joined to that of Bautse, made 
the Czar Maſter of all Garland, while the King of 
Seveden did not vouchſafe to ſend one Man to de. 
tend ir, ſo much were his Cares employed on th 
Buſineſs of contuwing the Diet at /arſaw ; and (5 
much was it the Bulineſs of his Czarith Maje%y 
to trouble, and, if poſſible, break up that Diet, that 
after having left General Baur with a Body ct 
Troops in Courland, and the Velt-Mareſchal Ce. 
metoff with another in Livonia, he went himſelf 
at the Head of his Army into Lithuania, with 1 
hundred Pieces of Cannon, having left his great 
Artillery at Poloſck. When he arrived at Grodyo, he 
fortified that Place, ſeized on the Paſſage of Ty. 
zin, and eſtabliſhed Magazines in ſeveral Places, 
furniſhing them not only with what he found it 

the Country, but with Things that he ordered to 
be tranſported from the Provinces of Plesom ani 
Smolensko, In ſhort, the Ruſfans eſtabliſhed different 
Poſts from the Side of Y/arſaw as far as the By, 
ſo that the Czar was abſolute Maſter of all Lithu- 
ania, and by the Diſpoſitions he made he ſeemed to 
aim at nothing more than the Preſervation of that 
Province; which made his Enemies encourage a 
falſe Rumour, that his Majeſty would take that 
Opportuniry of uniting the Great Dutchy to tis 
own Dominions, and were in Hopes by that Means 
to draw from his Party, the Nobility of Lithia WW - 
and Upper Poland, who held out for King Augyjius, 1 © 
to whoſe Aſſiſtance the Hettman Aateppa was ad- 
vancing at the Head of his C ach. 
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K ING Auguſtus had got together an Army 


of twenty thouſand Men in Saxeny, but it 
was almoſt impoſſible to bring them into Po- 
land, all the Paſſages being ſo well guarded. Never- 
theleſs he was ſo ſtrongly preſſed by General Patkul, 
who was at that Time with him, as Ambaſſador 


from the Czar, and by the Accounts that he re- 


ceived from I arſacu, that he could not but be ſen- 
ible how neceſſary his Preſence was in that King- 
dom, therefore he expoſed himſelf to the almoſt 
inevitable Danger of being taken by his me” + 

chat 
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that he might join his faithful Ally. He left Dre. 
den incognito, accompanied by three Perſons only. 
and arrived at Dantzick on the twenty-eighth of 
October, from whence he went to Koninoſbers, and 
from thence to Tykozin : As ſoon as he arrived, he 
gave Notice of it to the Czar and all thole of his 
Party. He went next to Grodno, and from thene; 
to the Army of the Czar, who, at their Meeting, 
preſented him with ſix Standards, a Moiery 9 
thoſe, which the R#ſſians had taken on the Bridge 
of Praag upon the Viſtula, having ſurpriſed the 
Swediſh Guard that was —_ there, which occa- 
ſioned an Action in which the Swedes loſt ſeveral 
Priſoners beſides thirteen Standards. 

It was at Grodno that King Auguſtus inſtituted 
the Order of the White Eagle, with Deſign of 
rewarding ſeveral of the Grandees of Poland, and 
ſome of the Rvſian Generals; but this Honour could 
ſeem little more than Matter of Ridicule, when 
beſtowed by one who had himſelf only the Name 
of a King. Here likewiſe another Farce was per. 
formed, bur ſuch a one, ſays M. Fontenelle, as was a: 
leaſt inſtructive, and not unfit to be acted by Kings. 

His Czariſh Majeſty, purſuant to the Laws which 
he had preſcribed to himſelf, would never advance 
in military Dignities beyond what his Merits might 
claim: And having requeſted. King Auguſtus to take 
upon him the Command of his Army, he cauſed 
the MHuſcovite General Ogilvi, to propoſe in Publick 
the _— up two vacant Poſts of Colonels. Au. 
guſtus ſaid he was not well enough acquainted with 
the Myſcovite Officers to know how to make a pro- 

er Choice; ſo deſired Ogilvi to name two that 
e thought worthy thoſe Employments. Oei!vi 


named Prince Alexander AMentikef}, and Peter Alexo- 


eVitz, meaning the Czar himſel The King of 
Poland ſaid he knew the Merits of 1Menzikeff, and 
would forthwith diſpatch his Commiſſion ; but for 
the other he was not informed of his Ser yICes, = 
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after four or five Days Sollicitation, he made Peter 


Alexawitz, a Colonel. | 

When the Conference between the two Kings 
ended, his Czarith Majeſty left his Troops to his 
Ally, and went himſelf to put an End to a Rebel- 
lion raiſed in the Province of Aſtracan, where the 
Rebels had e the Country for two Years ; 
putting to Death Men, Women, and Children. 


They had ſurprized and cut in pieces the Gover- 


nor of Afrracan, with moſt of the chief Officers 
of the Garriſon; they marched next to Cami- 
ke; but the Garriſon ſtanding upon their 
Guard, they were repulſed. They next beſteged 
Craritza, but meeting with no Succeſs there, 
they returned to Aſtracan, where Peter Aatfeaich 
doraxin, ſent by the Czar with an Army againſt 
them, retook 4fracan, and put all to the Sword, 
except ſome of the Chiefs, who were ſent to A= 
cccb, and there executed, after having been put to 
the Torture. 

The Czar had no ſooner left King Auguſtus, but 
the latter began to liſten to ſome of the Grandees 


vf Lithuania, who being very uneaſy to ſee their 


Country ruined by the Raſſians, endeavoured to 
Taile ſeveral Suſpicions, which very much dimi- 


niſhed the good Underſtanding that had been be- 


2twcen thoſe Princes. One of the firſt Effects of this 
appeared in the Order that King Auguſtus ſent to 
arreſt General Patkul in Saxony, who was ſuſpected 
to be working ſecretly to reconcile the Czar and 


the King of Hreden. Patkul was in Saxony in the 
Quality of Commandant of thoſe Troops which 
the Czar had ſent to the Relief of Auguſtus, and 
was at the ſame time cloathed with the Character 
of his Czariſh Majety's Plenipotentiary to ſeveral 


Princos of Germany; performed then the Functions 
of his Ambaſſador at Preſden, and had done many 
real Services to King Auguſius: Bur all this did not 


1 r his being taken ont of his Bed in the Night, 


aving nis Papers ſeized, and being ſear to Priſon 
chis Proceeding aſtonilh'd every Body, and not vith- 
8 ſtanding 
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ſtanding all the plauſible Pretenzes that were at 
ſigned for it, the Complaints that the Czar may. 
and the Manner of his demanding that Miniters 
Liberty, were publick Proofs of bis having done 
nothing to abuſe the Confidence his Maſter placed 
in him. 

The Time being come when the Armies expecdel 
to have gone into Quarters, the King of «ye; 
put himſelf in Motion to make a Winter Cam. 
paign. After ſeveral Marches, which at firſt ſeems 
to be intended againſt the Army of Alazeppa, by 
took, all on a ſudden, the Rout to the Bog, which 
was ſo hard frozen that the Army marched up 
the Ice. Tykozin was the firſt Place it was though 
he would have attacked; but the Rafians had very 
well fortified it, there were three thouſand cy 
in it, and the Commandant had Orders to defend 
Ir to the laſt Man. The King of Sweden came t 
view the Place, and not thinking proper to attac 
it, he turned toward FBie!s& the Capital of Pclaclia, 
trom whence by ſeveral Windings he brought iis 
Army to the Side of Gredno, where the Velt- N- 
reſchal Ogilvi waited for him, in a good Poſture in 
his Lines, and had a great Deſire to have tried d 
Streng.ch with that young Hero; but was ordercd 
to expect him in his Intrenchments.

any Thing. After fo fatiguing a March, that dil 
no ſmall Damage to his Army, he determined t 
paſs the Niemen, which was alſo frozen over, but 
as the Banks were very high, and the Paſſage was 
to be made almoſt within Sight of the Rſlan Ar- 
my, he would have found much Difficulty in 1 
had not the Ryſjian Generals received Orders to ad 
only on the Defenſive.

n met on the twelfth of February 1706, at a Place 
„called Travenſiad. Renchild had about ten thouſand 
Men, Shullembourg twice the Number. Both Ar- 
mies engaged, and in the Battle, which did not 
vl laſt a Quarter of an Hour, the Saxons reſiſted not 

a Moment, the uſcovites behaved but little bet- 
ter; ſuch was the Terror of this brave Swediſh 
General, that although Shullembourg had made the 
sbeſt Diſpoſition imaginable, yet Rexchild put them 
-iato ſuch Diſorder, that he found ſeven thouſand 
i, MW 3 uſces all charged thrown on the Ground without 
act being fired. The #ſcovites begged for Life on their 
en Knees, but Renchild, as M. de Voltaire tells us, or- 
ed dered them to be inhumanly maſſacred in cold 
m blood, above ſix Hours after the Battle. Motraye 
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contradicts this, and ſays, it was the King himſclt 
that ordered it, who was not fix Leagues from 
Fravenſtad when he heard the News of the Battle, 
and was a little jealous that Rexchild ſhould obtain 
ſuch a Victory without his having any Share in i; 

King 1 was now driven to the utmoſt Dif.

The Czar was, at this Time, at Smolens&o at the 
Head of twenty thouſand of his belt Troops, to 
which General 4/azeppa had joined thirty or torty 
thouſand Coſſachs. Hither came the Biſhop of G. 
javia, on the Part of King Auguſtus, to ſound the 
Sentiments of Peter I. whoſe Retreat was not at all 
agreeable to the dethroned Monarch, who com- 
plained much that his Ally, after having done ſo 
much for him, ſhould abandon him. The Car, 
though ever ſo willing to aſſiſt him, was not obliged 
to do all alone, and ſuffer his Army to periſh by 
Hunger and Cold; beſides the preſent Poſture ot 
Affairs made him think of the Defence of his own 
Dominions ; and we muſt add to this, his Reſent- 
ment for the Seizure of Patkul, whoſe Releaſe he 
demanded without vouchſafing to give Audience 
to the Poliſh Prelate.

Hz 
even ordered the Regiſters of the Finances to he 
laid before him, that he might know the Strength 
of the Electorate, and how much he could demand 
of the States; from which he exacted ſix hundred 
and twenty-five thouſand Crowns at firſt, and at.

Whilſt the Treaty before-mentioned was ſecretly 
negotiating in the Camp at Alt-Ranſiadt, Prince 
Menzikoff, Generaliſſimo of the Aſufccvite Army 
brought thirty thouſand Men, and joined the Forces 
of Auguſtus, which in the whole made not abort 
fix thouſand Men.

Auguſtus from this Time was obliged to renounce 
the Title of King of Poland, and his Name was 0r- 
dered to be eraſed out of the publick Prayers, to gi? 
Place to that of Staniſlaus, all which he could more 
eaſily digeſt than the being obliged to give up Pat- 
kul to the Vengeance of the King of Sweden. He 
had, to the Amazement of all Lurope, been ciupt 
into Priſon, as is before related, although at tha! 
Time Ambaſſador from the Czar of MHuſcovy, ſoon 
after the Interview and Parting of that Monarch 
and King Auguſtus at Grodne, Thi 
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The Czar on one Hand loudly demanded his 
Miniſter; but Charles XI J. threatened terrible things 
if he was not delivered to him, according to tus 
Treaty of Alt-Ranſtadt. 


The melancholy Story of that Licienian Patriot 


* was this: 


Charles XI. the King of Swedey's Father and Pre- 


dcceſſor, among the leveral Severities he exerciſe 
upon his Subjects, had taken away a great many 
of the Privileges and Eſtates of the Lirenians. Pat- 
Lul was deputed by the Nobiliry of Livenia to _ 
the Complaints of that Province to the King, which 
' he did in the moſt reſpectful Manner, accompanied

with great Courage and Eloquence. Charles XI. 


ſeemed not at all diſpleaſed with what he had ſaid ; 


but laying his Hand on Patkul's Shoulder, told him, 
© he had ſpoke for his Country like a brave Man, 
* and that he loved him for ic: Yet a few) Days 
after, cauſed him to be condemned for a Traitor. 
Patkyl found Means to make his Eſcape into Po- 
land, and was well received by Auguſtus, from whoſe 
Service he paſſed into that of the Czar, and ſo 
continued till the Time of his Confinement in the 
Caſtle of Konigftin, which was occaſtoned by his 
having dilcovered the Deſign of Count Fleming and 
the Chancellor of Saxony, to obtain a Peace with 
Sweden at any Rate; upon which he immediately 
formed a Scheme to ſupplant theirs, and bring about 
an Accommodation between the Czar, his new Maſ- 
ter, and the Swedes, The others getting ſome In- 
telligence of this, ſoon found Means to prevail upon 
Auguſtus, to impriſon him; and that Prince, writ- 
ing to the Czar on the Occaſion, told him that Pat- 
kul was a perfidious Wretch, and would berray 
them both. Though his greateit Crime was having 
ſerved his Maſter with too much Fidelicy, and being 
always true to his Truſt. 

The Czar who had great Penetration, and knew 
the Merits of Patkel, infiſted upon his being ſent 
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back to him; Auguſtus, at the ſame Time intim. 
dated by the Threats of the King of Sweden, was 
much embarraſſed in his Thoughts, till he came tg 
chis Reſolution, that he would ſecretly contriye 
tae Priſoner's Eſcape, by which Means he ſhould 
Both ſatisfy the Cane and evade the Wrath of 
Charles XII. But the ill Fortune of Patkul diſip. 
pointed this well-laid Deſign : For the Governy 
the Caſtle of Konigſtin, where he lay impritoncd, 
knowing he was rich, demanded a large Sum of 
Money of him for his Liberty; Pathul relying on 
rhe Law of Nations, and being informed of Auν,f 
b Intentions, refuſed to pay the Mercenary G0. 
vernor for that Piece of Service which his Duty to 
bis Maſter ought to have made him ready to hate 
rendered him: And while they were thus diſpur. 
ing the Matter, a Party of Swedes, appointed for 
that Purpoſe, came up and forced the Victim ou: 
of the Hands of his — He was ſtrait carried 
to the General Quarters at Ali-Ranſtadt, and ther: 
—_ for three Months, chained to a Stake. 
he remaining Part of the Hiſtory of this un- 
fortunate, but worthy, Man, is thus pathetically 
related by M. de Voltaire. 
Charles XII. forgetting that Patku] was the Czar's 
Ambaſſador, and conſidering only that he was 
born his Subject, ordered a Council of War to 
aſs Sentence upon him, with the utmoſt Rigour; 
12 was condemned to be broke alive upon the 
Wheel and quartered. A Chaplain came to let 
him know, that he was to die, without inform- 
ing him of the Manner of his Puniſhment. Upon 
the Information, this Man, who had braved Death 
in ſo many Battles, finding himſelf alone with a 
Prieſt, and his Courage no longer 1.5 by 
Glory or Paſſion, the only Sources of Intrepidity, 
broke into a birter Flood of Tears, which he 
poured into the Boſom of the Chaplain, He was 
engaged to a Saxon Lady, named Madam DEA. 
den, who had all the Advantages of Birth, Merit, 
and Beauty, and whom he had Thoughts of mar- 
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crying much about the ſame Time that he was 
delivered up to Puniſhment. He deſired the Chap- 
lain to wait upon her, to comfort her, and aſſure 
her, that he died full of the tendereſt Regards for 
© her. When he was led to the Place of Execution, 
and ſaw the Wheel and Stake that were prepared 
for his Death, he fell into Convulſions of Terror, 


© and threw himſelf into the Arms of the Miniſter, 


who embraced him, and covered him with his 


Cloak, and wept over him. A Swediſþ Officer 
then read aloud a Paper, containing the follow- 
ing Words.

and endured the longeſt and moſt dreadful Torrures 
that can be imagined. Thus died the unhappy — 
Renold Patkul, Ambaſſador and General of the Czar 
of Muſcovy. 


* Thoſe who looked upon him only as a Subjet 
who had rebelled againſt his King, thought that 
© he had deſerved his Death; but thoſe who con- 
* ſidered him as a Livonian, born in a Province 
* which had Privileges to defend, and who recol- 
* letted that he was driven from Livonia only for hav- 
* ing ſupported thoſe Privileges, called him a Mar- 
* tyr to the Liberty of his Country. But all agreed 
that the Title of Ambaſſador to the Czar ought 
* to have rendered his Perſon ſacred. Only the 
* King of Sweden, brought up in the Principles of 
* Arbitrary Power, judged that he had done no 
more than an Act of Juſtice, whilſt all Europe 
condemned his Cruelty.

upon ſo tender and ſorrowfal a Subject. 

1 his hard Treatment of Patlul, M. de Ia Uetrais 
endeavours to palliate: The Remonſtrances, faith 
* he, made b/y Count Pati to Charles XI. in the 
Name of the Livonian Nobility, ſtript of their 
Privileges and their Eſtates, which Guſtacus Adil. 
* thus had granted to their Forefathers as a Re- 
ward for their Services in his Wars, might ap- 
* pear jult in a free State, as England is; but were 
judged to tax an abſolute Prince, as Charles XI, 
was, with double Injuftice ; for his Swediſh Sub- 
jets had before undergone the ſame Treatment. 
The Reaſon why Patkz!'s Sentence was confirm- 
ed, was becauſe Charles XII. had Information that 
he had laid the Plan of a tripple Alliance between 
the Kings of Denmark, Poland, and the Czar, to 
bring them at once upon the Swediſh Dominions, 
and that the ſaid Patkyl had not ceaſed to blow up 
the Coals of that War, which coſt ſo much Blog. 
If he was innocent, he ought, it is ſaid, to have 
retired into ſome neutral Country, or ſome King- 
dom in Alliance with Sweden, as ſoon as he ſaw 
that War begun, inſtead of remaining in the 
Czar's Service. What other Name, they ask, can 
be given to Patkruls Proceeding than that of High- 
Treaſon? And ſince the Laws of Sweden punith 
this Crime with the Rack, what Barbarizty can 
Charles XIT. be reproached with ? 

When his Czarilh Majeſty heard of the unac- 
countable Treaty of Alt-Ranſtadt, and of Patkul, his 
Ambaſſador 
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Ambaflador and General's being imprifonad; it * 
caly to imagine what Thoughts he mult entertain 
of ſech Conduck. This Treachery of his Ally 
thwarted all his Deſigns, and obliged him to re- 
tire to the Frontiers of his own Dominions, that 
he might ſecure his Conqueſts in Iugria and Lite- 
ria. Narva was ſtrongly fortify'd, and his People 
worked inceſtantly at Petersburgb, but above all he 
endeavoured to bring as many Veilels as poilible 
into the Gulph of Finland. 

The Særecih Admiral made a new Attempt, witit 
little Damage, on the Fortreſs of Petersburgh ; and 
his Crariſh Majeity, imitating the Policy of the 
great Hannibal, to draw the Stedes our of his Coun-, 
try, carried the War Home into their own Terri- 
tories ; with this View, in the Depth of Winter he 
kid Siege to Vhyboure, the Capital of Carelia; in 
which Service he employed cightcen thouſand Foot, 
and fix thouſand Horſe. The Siege laſted three 
Weeks, during vrhich he threw fifteen hundred 
Bombs into the Town ; but Major-General .V/zydet 
bad the Precaution to bring Troops and Provitions 
into the Place before it was block'd up; beſides 
vilich the Beſteged had the Sea opened to them, and 
the Major-General fearing nothing but that they 
might yield to the Vigour of the Aſſault, added to 
the Body of Troops he already commanded, a great 
Number of the Militia got together from all Parts 
of the Country about, with which he advanced to 
ſuccour the Beſieged. All theſe Difficulties joined 
to the Seaſon of the Year, rendered the Enter- 
prize of the Rxſians impracticable, for which Rea- 
ion they retired into their Winter-Quarters, and 
his Czariſn Majeſty called about him the moſt ex- 
—— of his Generals, to conſult with them 
Wr to prevent the ill Conlequences that might be 
expected from what had paſſed in Saxon, and while 
his Army was recruiting, and freſh Stores ſupply- 
ing his Magazines, he took much Pains, by his 
Emiſſaries, to ſecure the Tateret of thoſe Polander-, 
who had as much Reaſon as himſelf, to complain 
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of King Auguſtus s having abandon'd, and ſacrificed 
them to their Enemies. 

It was at one Time propoſed in the Czar's Coun. 
cil, to retaliate the King of Sweden's Uſage of Vat. 
kl by treating the Swediſh Officers, who were Pri. 
toners at MAfoſccav, in the ſame Manner: But his 
Majeſty could not conſent to ſuch Barbarity ; which 
indeed might have had very bad Conſequences 
ſince there were more Muſcovites Priſoners in Se. 
den than there were Sqwedes in Aliſcovy. He reſolve 
therefore on a ſafer and more honourable Revenge. 
And, having gained the Principal of the Poles over 
To his Intereſt, he was requeſted by them to take 


the Republick into his Protection, which he very 


readily agreed to, on his Part, and they, on their 
Side, agreed to call an Aſſembly at Leopold, that 
_ might take Meaſures for their common In. 
rereir. | 
The Czar being at Zolkiew, the Quarters of Princ: 
Aentikoff, ſeveral of the Poliſh Grandees came to him 
there to pay their Court, before they met in the 
Aſſembly of Leopold; his Behaviour to them waz 
fo obliging, and he heaped ſuch Favours on them, 
as entirely gained him the Affection of all who ap- 
proached him. The Grand Council met in the 
Month of February; the chief Grandces at this 
Meeting were, the Primate of the Kingdom, the 
Biſhop of Cyjavia, the Palatines of Lublin, 1ſazovia, 
Padolia and Belz, the Caſtellans of Lublin, Leopold, 
Caminieck, Bietz, and Chelm, the Vice-Chancellor of 
the Crown, the Great Sword-Bearer, the Referen- 
dary, the Mareſchal of the Court of Lithuania, the 
Grand General of the Crown, Prince W/jeſncwisky, the 
under General, and ſeveral other Biſhops and Sena- 
tors. Count Denboff, Sword-Bearer of the Crown, 
fpoke firſt in the Aſſembly, as Mareſchal of the 
onfederacy of Sendomir, and made a pathetick 
Speech on the unfortunate State of the Kingdom, 
earneſtly exhorting the Members of it to Unanimity 
at that FabBture, when the Honour of their native 


Country was ſo much at Stake. It was reſolved 
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in this Aſſembly to renew the Confederation of 
Sendomir, and the grand Queſtion was, Whether they 
bad any King or not? Which paſſing in the Nega- 
tive, they talked of declaring the Throne vacant, 
and agreed to ſummon a Diet to meet at Lublin in 
lay following. The og at the ſame Time, 
inſiſted upon writing to all foreign Potentates to 
deſire them to forbear acknowledging any Perſon 
for King of Poland, till the Republick had norify'd 
to them vrhat Prince they had elected. The Gene- 
ral of the Crown read in the Aſſembly a Letter 
from the Czar, wherein he tells them : That ſince 
* the King of Sweden, by Force and Cunning, had 
obtained his Ends in dethroning King Auguſtus, 
* there was no Reaſon to doubt bur he would make 
© Uſe of the ſame Means to deceive the Republick ; 
© and that to this Intent, his Miniſters had cauſed a 
© Report to be ſpread in foreign Courts, that a 
Peace was negociating between his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty and him. His Czariſh Majeſty did not de- 
ny, that being at Strcliza he expreſſed to ſome 
foreign Miniſters the Inclination he had to 
Peace, and that as a Chriitian, he thought himſelf 
© obliged to liſten to any Overtures of Peace 
from the King of Sweden, to avoid the Effuſion of 
« Chritian Blood; but that he would never enter into 
any Treaty but publickly in Concert with the Re- 
« publick, and by Miniſters nominated by each of 
them. Much leſs would he ever 2 ar to any 
private Negotiation through the Canal or Media- 
tion of foreign Powers. Such a Thought could 
never enter into his Mind, ſince he was of Opi- 
nion, that the Faith and Honour of a Monarch, 
* depended on his religious Obſervation of Trea- 
* ties, which ought to have greater Weight with 
him than his own particular Intereſts. 

The Aſſembly, upon reading this Letter, came to- 
a Reſolution of returning Thanks to his Czariſh 
Majeſty, for his favourable Diſpoſitions towards 
the Republick, and to concert Meaſures togerher 
to ble them to act ay in the preſent Situ- 
ation of their Affairs. During theſe Tranſaio ” 
rag 
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the Czar arrived at Leopold, with the Cæaretvite, his 


Son, then ſeventeen Years of Age, Prince 1fexri. 
K and ſme of his Miniſters. His Majeſty waz 
received publickly, with much Ceremony, and great 
Marks of Reſpect and Confidence, He aftiſted ay 
their Debates, and forgot nothing that might in- 
duce the Senators to confirm the Royal Confederacy 
of Sendomir, fo that what was done by them at this 
Meeting may be look d upon only as a Concluſion 
of that Confederacy. ; 

His Majeſty, very well ſatisfied with the Aſſur- 
ances he had received of their inviolable Attach— 
ment to his Intereſts, returned to Zolkiew with the 
( c retuitæ and Prince 4entikff : And as a Report had 
ben ſpread, that his Majeſty had a Deſign to pro- 
poſe his Son, in the Diet of Lublin, for King of P- 
lune, to prevent any Suſpicions of that Kind, he 
ent the Cearcwitz, to Meſccaæv, and to ſhew his Ren- 
Cinels to execute the Treaty he had concluded 
with the Republick, he immediately ordered cight 
hundred thoufand Florins to be paid to the F. 
Loops, viz. five hundred thouſand to the Army 
of the Crown, and rhe Reſt to that of Zitbiuania. 

From the Place where the Czar now was, bie 
wrote to ſeveral Potentates complaining of the 
Cowardiſe and Treachery, as he called ir, of King 
AAuenſiits, and of the Violation of the Laws of Na-

from taking Poſſeſſion of it, and even ſent a nu- 
merous Army againſt that Prince's Party, for the 
Uſe and Service of thoſe Senators who ſided 
with King Auguſtus, before any League had 
been concluded with him, on his Entrance 
into Poland. This Army was immediately, up- 
on his Arrival, put under his Command, that 
he might be able to punith his Enemies; beſides 
which, we threatened the contrary Party with 
Fire and Sword, upon Apprehenſion whereof, 
many were forced ro acknowledge him; and 
ſo by our Aſſiſtance he was firmly ſettled upon 
the Throne. Afterwards by his particular Intrea- 
ties, and a Meſlage by General Carlewitz in the 
Year 1700, we concluded with him an Alliance 
againſt the Crown of Sweden, in which there were 
no Subſidies of Money promiſed him. Moreover 
many Affronts and Injuries having been done us, 
at the Beginning of the War, by the Crown of 
- Seveden, we were prevailed with by the earneſt 
Solicitarions of his Miniſter, General Langa, in an 
 * improper Scaſon, it being the latter End of Ay- 
tumn, for his Relief, and ro make the Enemy turn 
their Arms againſt us, to begin tire Attack of 
Narva: And then his Forces, contrary to his Pro- 
mile, leaving ours in Action, went into Quarters 
in Poland and Courland, on which ' Qccation our 
Forces ſuffered no ſmall Lots. Notwithſtanding 
which, a League being rene ved with him at Birſæ 
in 1701, not a ſmall Sum of Money was lent him; 
beſides which we aſſiſted him with twenty thou- 
ſand Foot. Nevertheleſs this ſignified nothing, 
nor were our Armies made uſe of according to 
the Treaty ; but by the Intrigues of the French 
* Ambaſlador, Du Giron, (to whom, contrary to our 

Agrce- 
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Agreement, and perſonal Proteſtation, conſirmed 


us, full Power was at that time given to treat 
about a ſeparate Peace) thoſe our Forces, without 
Neceſſity, were greatly fatigued; the Enemy per- 
mitted to paſs the Dwina ; and our Armies dit. 
miſſed * being ſupplied with Proviſions 
during their March, for which the faid King re. 
cis Money from us ; which cauſed great Num. 
bers of them to periſh, and others to deſert. Not. 
withſtanding all this, upon his repeated Aflurance 
and Meſſages, we renewed a League with him ir 
the Year 1703, and promiſed him three hundred 
thouſand Roubles for the Uſe of his Forces, and 
twelve thouſand Foot to be maintained at our own 
Charge, which we faithfully performed. Andalth 
the Subſidies and Auxiliaries were not then ſpect. 
fied in that Treaty, nor whether the ſame ſhould 
be given yearly, yet we ſent him every Year ng 
leſs than the abovementioned Sum, not reckoning 
other immenſe Charges we were at, for preſerving 
the Republick in his Intereſt. But inſtead of 
employing the Forces againſt the Enemy, he made 
them march to and fro in Poland, whereby they 
were very much fatigued, and afterwards part- 
ing from them, without any Occaſion, he per- 
mitted them to be driven into Saxony, together 
with his Saxons ; whereby, without any * 
half of them were unaccountably loit, and t 
reſt were forced to die with Hunger. And altho 
free Winter Quarters were promiſed them, in the 
Treaty, yet, on the contrary, it was forbidden

to ſupply them with Bread in their Quarters; 


upon which our Miniſter extraordinary, Yan Pat- 
kul, then reſiding at his Court, and Chief Gene- 
ral of thoſe Forces, in order to preſerve them 
from utter and certain Ruin, agreed with the 
Emperor's Miniſters, to put them into his Impe- 
pernl Majeſty's Service, for which, by the Sug- 
om of the ſaid King's wicked and treacherous 
axon Miniſters, he was put under an Arreſt, con- 
trary to the Law of Nations, and, a} 

on- 
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© Conſent, was caſt, like a Traytor, into a loathſome 


« Priſon. Although we were obliged, for the In- 


« tereſt of the ſaid King Auguſtus, as well before 
the Affront offered to our Miniſter, as after the 
« going off of the ſaid King out of Poland, in order 
© to preſerve him upon his Throne, and defend the 
© Republick of Poland againſt the Swediſh Forces, to 
leave all our Armies to act for his Intereſt, and at 
the Deſire of the Republick, by their extraordina- 
ry Embaſſy, to march with all our Forces into 
Poland, where they were obliged to be maintain- 
ed to this Day, to our great Charge, in our own 
Pay : Yet, notwithſtanding all this, his Generals 
at their going out of Saxony with our and their 


LS 


of Treachery, to be beaten without any Reſiſtance, 
and our poor Forces were ſo deſerted, that only 
one thouſand ſix hundred of them remained, and 
theſe, with much ado, ſaved themſelves and re- 
turned into Saxony. Although King Auguſtus, 
upon our repeated Inſtances, and Solicitations, 
romiſed both before and after his infamous Peace, 
his Meſſages, and Proteſtations made to us by 
his General Go/tz, either to deliver up to us, or ſe- 
cretly to ſet ar Liberty, our ſaid Miniſter and Gene- 
ral, Van Patkul, yet nothing was performed: Not- 
withſtanding which, without regarding the into- 
lerable Falthoods of the ſaid King Auguſtus, his 
Non-performances of the Treaty made with 
us, his impriſoning our Miniſter, and violating 
the Laws of Nations; nor his many ſecret Meſ- 
ſages to the Enemy, (contrary to our Intereſt, 
and tending to a ſeparate Peace) as well by the 
Sieur Octptima, as by the Counteſs of Konineſinar, 
and afterwards in Writing by their Secretaries 
Imeff and Pfingſten, from the Beginning of the 
War, and after their Entrance into Saxony, of 
* which Tranſaction, we had Notice given us by 
* ſeveral of our faithful Friends; and notwith- 
* ſtanding we had thoſe Treaties in our Hands, yet 
* we did not leaye to aſſiſt him both with our 
Forces 
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Troops, ſuffered themſelves, not without ſuſpicion 
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Forces and Money; and in the laſt Campaign, tip 
the Seaſon of the Year was ſo far advanced, i. 
being the latter End of Autumn, yer being def. 


rous to draw the Enemy back, and harrafs hs 


Army, we ſent our Cavalry under the Com- 
mand of our General Prince [;zikef, to join 
him, and his Saxen and Poliſh Forces; wh) 
marching towards Kalij», met with the Srec:}, 
General 4/ardeveldt, and the Poles of the contrary 
Party, under the Command of the /Z"2ivc:s 0 
Kicw ; and by the Aſliſtance of the molt IIigh, 
entirely defeated them, and took their chief Ge. 
neral, and many other inferior Officers and Scl. 
diers Priſoners of War, whereby all Poland wi; 
brought under his Obedience. After this. being 
fully ſupplicd with all Neceſſar ies, we delign:/, 
by the Help of the molt High, to act fill in h, 
Defence, which was begun with the Action ©: 
FL 'yboure in Finland, and did expet many gc 
Conlequences from that Defeat, and relied on 
ſtri& Obſervance of the Treaty, purſuant to *%: 
Aſſurances we had received from him in ta 
Letters, written ſince the Battle, the firſt Cas! 
the thirty-firit of Ocfoler, and the ſecond tt 
twentieth of Nevember ; but faw, at firft, that 
began to take away from our ſaid General, Prin- 
Mentikeff, the general Officers, and other Priſoner; 
we had taken; giving his Royal Word, and many 
Aſſurances, that he would either exchange then 
for our Generals, and other Officers detained in 
Sweden ; (for the Performances vhereof, Genera! 
Mardeveldt, with the reſt of the Officers, gave all 
their Parole, and confirmed the ſame to our Ge— 
neral) or if it were not poſſible to effect this Ex- 
change, that he would reſtore the ſaid Priſoners 
into our Hands: Bur, contrary to all his Pro: 
miles, he let them go vithout any Exchange. 
After this, we underſtood, to our great Aſtonitt- 
ment, that he had already concluded a dilhonou- 
rable Peace with the King of Sveden and Lecæin. 
gi, yielding up all his Rights to the Coup y 
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Poland, and ſurrendering all to the Pleaſure of 
: * his Enemies, without giving us any previous 
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Notice that we might have provided for our own 


Security, in Return of the innumerable Favours 
done him by us. But what ſhews his Ingratt-

rude in the higheſt Degree is, that that Peace 
was confirmed by him _ Days before the 
Battle; afrer which, by his Letters, he gave us 
earneſt Aſſurances of his firm Adherence to the 
Treaty. The Inconſtancy of his Promiſes, Non- 
performance of the League, and Forgetfulneſs of 
our many Favours and Aſſiſtance, we leave it to 
the righteous Judgment and Vengeance of Al- 
mighty God, upon whoſe powerful Aſſiſtance in 
our juſt Cauſe, we firmly rely : Proteiting 
againſt the ſaid King * and his Subjects, 
and leave alſo to all the World to judge impar- 
tially of our faithful Performance of the League 
to the very laſt. Moreover, we are extreamly 
ſurprized at three Articles in the aforeſaid League, 
v/z. the eleventh, twelfth, and twentieth, in 
which he, the ſaid late King Auguſtus, p—_ to 
deliver up our publick Miniſter and Plenipoten- 
tiary, reſiding at his Court, into the Hands of our 
Enemies, in an unheard-of Manner, and to his 
utter Ruin, upon Pretence of his being a Swedi 

Deſerter. Secondly, in the twelfth Article he 
maliciouſly obliges himſelf to deliver up to the 
Enemy, as Priſoners of War, the Remains of 


twelve Regiments, viz. one thouſand ſix hundred 
Auxiliary Troops, who, for his Preſervation, have 
often expoſed their Lives, and were thea ſent by 
him as Auxiliaries into the Empire, which is not 
only contrary to divine and human Laws, but even 
to the Cuſtoms and Laws of Barbarians. Thirdly, 
in the twentieth Article he ſtipulates for himſelf, 
in Caſe of Peace between us and the Enemy, full 
Satisfaction: And afterwards he the ſaid Au- 
guſtus, in that Treaty obliges himſelf to procure 
your Royal Majeſty's Guaranty. Therefore we, 
in a brotherly and friendly Manner, deſire your

Nations, and even Cuſtoms of Barbarians, an: F 
without the fear of God, into the Hands of tu f 
Enemy: For which Reaſon we have d F, 
rather thought fit to acquaint your Majeſty wi 
all the Premiſes, and in a friendly and brother! 
Manner, to deſire that you would be plealcd, bj 
your good: Offices, to procure the Liberty of ou: 
ſaid Miniſter Yan Patkul; or at leaſt, that h. 
may be uſed by the King of Sweden as our M. 
niſter, and not as his Subject, which we ar} JF © 
confident his Swedizb Majeſty will grant at you 

Royal Majeſty's Defire, whereby he will gal 
with all the World, the Name of a mag nanimou 
Monarch, inſtead of giving an Example of | 
wicked and barbarous an Action.

The aid Auguſtus having thus evidently 
before all the World violated his Vows, and the 
Laws of Nations, by his unheard-of diſhonour- 
able Proceedings, contrary to the Dictates of Con- 
ſcience, as appears by thoſe Treaties, we ſhall be 
obliged to do ourſelves Juſtice, and ſeek for en- 
tire Satisfaction of him, as EleQor of Saxony, and 
a Member of the Roman Empire, which our fair 
Proceedings and Steadfaſtneſs to the League, 
entitles us to; the rather becauſe by the twentieth 
Article, contrary to his own Conſcience, he pro- 
poſes to ſeek for full Satisfaction from us. The 
remaining Part of our Auxiliary Troops now 
upon the Rhine, we put under your Royal Maje- 
ſty's Protection, and deſire that they may either 
enter into your Majeſty's Service, or that of 
your Allies. Hoping you will favour us with 
your Concurrence and Aſſiſtance in theſe our 
juſt Deſires, we, the Imperial Czariſh Majeſty, 
pray God to grant your Royal Majeſty many 
Years Health and a happy Reign over your Ma- 
jeſty's Dominions.

The 
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The Czar wrote in much the ſame Terms tat 
States-General of the united Provinces to diſuade 
them, if poſſible, from agreeing to the Guaranty 9f 
King Auguſtus's Treaty with Carles XII. By 
neither the Force of his Remonſtrances, nor the In. 
tereſts thoſe States had in their Commerce with th: 
Court of Rua, could make them forfake thy 
common Caute of the Allies, which required th: 
the King of Sweden ſhould be prevailed on at any 
Rate to leave Germany. : 

By the foregoing Letter, and what has been ve. 
lated, it may Le ſeen how much Reaſon the C:., 
had to complain of 4ugrfirs and the infimm 
Treaty of Ali-Ranſtadt, which was very far fron 
mending the Condition of that Prince's Aitairs, as 
he himſelf complains in a Letter wrote ſometime 
after to the States of Holland, wherein he ſays, lt 
the Peace which he had made, cas ſo far jr 
putting his Affairs in a beiter State, that be was u. 
duced to the moſt — Situation in the World. 

In May, the Aſſembly met at Lublin, and again by 
Adjournment in une; when, after many Debates 
the Throne of Poland was declared vacant, and a 
Diet called, upon that, for a third Election. The 
Czar wrote a Letter to the Council, to exhort them 
to Unanimity and Diſpatch. He urged very much 
the Neceſſity of chuſing a new King, as the only 
Method to reconcile the divided Members of the 
Republick, and let all the World fee, that they 
looked upon Htaniſlaus as Palatine of Peſnanis, and 
not as their King. He aflured them again, that 
he would never hearken to any Peace, but in Con- 
junction with them; and that he had refolyed to 
give Battle to the Swedes, having dilpoſed every 
thing for it. He likewiſe told them that they oug ut 
not to neg lect that Opportunity, and aſſured them, 
that he would be fo far from following the Nea- 
ſures of the Swedes, that he would preſcribe nothing 
to them, and would not concern himſelf directly or 
indirectly in their Stare Affairs, and had forbid his 
Troops to come within twenty Leagues of Lublin j 

an 
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and that he himſelf would not approach nearer, 
that his Enemies might not give out, that his Power 
had influenced their Election. 

His Czariſh Majeſty wrote, at the ſam? Time, 
another Letter to the Primate and chief Miniſters of 
the Crown, wherein he adds to the Reaſons al- 
ledged in his Letter to the Council, that he cannot 
take any ſolid Meaſure with the Republick, unleſs 
' WW they chuſe a new King; and that if they will 
not do it, he muſt needs ſuſpe& that they do not 
act ſincerely with him. 

After much canvaſſing, the [rterreenum was pub- 
lithed, by the Senators, in July following, and the 
Primate took upon him the Regency of the Re- 
publick : But in the mean Time King Stanzlaus 
had got himſelf acknowledg'd by moſt of the Princes 
and States of Europe; and leaving Charles XII. in 
1 Szxony, came into Poland with General Renchild, at the 
# Head of ſixteen Swediſh Regiments, and was own'd 
as their Sovereign through every Place that he 
; paſſed. 
| The King of Sweden having now largely en- 
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riched his military Cheſt, with the Spoils of Saxo- 
1, and augmented his Army to the Number of fifty 
! thouſand, beſides the Body of Troops under Gene- 
ral Lewenhaupt's Command, and another under 
that of Major-General Craſſau, fought all ways to 
bring the Czar to an Engagement; but Peter, ſeeing 
how largely he had increaſed his Forces, althoug 
he had before determined to give him Battle, 
thought it would be dangerous to run that Hazard 
in a Country without a Head, and divided by 
many Factions in itſelf, He had moreover jui 
then been informed of Propoſitions made to the 
King of Sweden and Staniſlaus, by the Miniſter of 
the Porte, who was ſent by the Sultan to felicitate 
thoſe Princes; and with an Offer to join with them 


in an offenſive Alliance againſt Ryſſia, that they 
a might force his Czariſh Majeſty to interfere no longer 
in the Affairs of Poland. he Divan ſaw with Re- 
Jgret Axoph in the Hands of the Czar, and wanted 
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only a Pretext to break with him, that they mig! 
endeayour to recover that important Place. Belides 
this the King of Sweden openly declared, that he 
intended to make _ the Theatre of the War 
and did not doubt but he ſhould find many Re. 

volters among a People made uneaſy by ſeeing 
Alterations made every Day in the Cuſtoms any 
Manners of their Fore-fathers; and who were con. 
tinually burthened with freſh Taxes to _—_— the 
Expence ofa War from which they could foreſee ng 
Advantages. 

The Czar, upon this Intelligence, thought i: 
would be moſt adviſeable for him to withdraw in- 
ſenſibly with his Army to Lithuania, on the Fron. 
tiers of . Ryſſia, where he appointed the Render- 
vous of the ſeveral Parts of his Army: And by 
this Retreat Staniſlaus was left in peaceable Poſſeſſion 
of almoſt all Poland. From thence his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty went to Moſcow, where his Preſence was ab. 
ſolutely neceſſary, as well to give Orders for th: 
Repairs to be made, on Account of a great Fir 
that had deſtroyed at leaſt fifteen hundred Houſls 
as to check the Spirit of Faction that appeared 
there, by puniſhing in an exemplary Manner, tivk 
who were concerned in the late Tumult at A. 
can, and whom he had ordered to be brought thi- 
ther for that Purpoſe. He afterwards gave Orders 
to augment his Troops on the Borders of the Black- 
Sea, and on the Frontiers of Tartary, that he might 
deſtroy all hopes of Succeſs from the Deſigns of the 
Turks, in threatning to declare War aoainft him. 

The Czar had not been at Moſcow for two Yeats 
before, and was therefore received with all pol: 


ble Demonſtrations of Joy and Reſpe&t. He held | 


ſeveral Councils, in which he gave many neceflary 
Orders relating to Affairs in different Provinces, 
and had the Satisfaction to ſee the laſt Hand put 
to the Royal Diſpenſary, which was a ſuperd 
Building, and one of the greateſt Ornaments of 
the City of Moſcccœv. It is — on the Eaſt ot 


the Caſtle: The Paſſage to it is through a large 
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baſe Court, at the End of which is a great Stair- 


Caſe, that conducts to the firſt Apartment, which 
Jis vaulted, and very lofty ; it is fifteen Feet in 
Depth, and twenty in Breadth, curiouſly painted, 
Jani decorated with a great Number of Syrru 


Pots and others, made of China, with his Czaril 


Majeſty's Arms enamelled upon them. There are 
two Doors out of this Apartment, one of which 
leads to the Magazine of medicinal Herbs, the 
other to the Office of Accounts belonging to the 


Houſe. There are alſo very beautiful Halls fine- 


ly vaulted, particularly two, which entirely cor- 
reſpond in Structure, one of which ſerves for a 
Laboratory, and the other for a Library, wherein 
extraordinary Plants and Animals are likewiſe pre- 
Sſcrved. There are ſeveral other Apartments, par- 
Fricularly that of the Preſident or Doctor, another 
I which belongs to the chief Apothecary and his 


Domeſticks. The Doctor has the Direction of the 


Accounts, and has ſeveral Officers under him. All 
the Phyſicians, Surgeons and Druggiſts, receive 
J their Salleries in his Office. There are eight Apo- 
thecaries employed, and five Boys under them with 
above forty Workmen : And from hence the Drugs 
and Medicines are furniſhed for the Army and 
Fleet. Doctor Areskine, a Scotchman, chief Phyſi- 
cian to the Czar, was the firſt Director of this 
Houſe, with a yearly Penſion of one thouſand five 
hundred Ducats. 
His Czarith Majeſty likewiſe ſaw, with Pleaſure, 
the Hoſpital for ſick Perſons finiſhed. This Struc- 
ture, built of Wood, is on the Banks of the Ri- 
ver Jonſa in the German Slaboda. It is divided in- 
to two Parts, in each of which are ſeven Beds on 
one Side, and ten on the other; each Bed being for 
two Perſons, and there are nine in the middle Range 
for ſingle Perſons. There are three Stoves in each 
of theſe Diviſions, and the Chamber appropriated 
to Anatomy is between them. The ſecond Stor 
contains ſeveral little Apartments, where the Phy- 
ſicians, Apothecary, and Surgeon of the D 
lodge. 
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lodge. The Diſpenſary conſiſts of three Cham. 
bers, two for the Medicines, and the third for t 
Herbs of which they are compoſed. 

On the Side of this Hoſpital is a ManufaQory of 
Cloth, which was at firſt put under the Direction 
of a Draper, who was ſent for, by his Majesty, 
from Holland; and on the other Side the River 
Afoſcua was a Glaſs-Houſe, for making large Loo. 
ing-Glaſſes. Thus did his Majeſty provide for the 
Honour and Welfare of his Subjects at Home, even 
while he was deeply engaged in Wars and Nees. 
tiations Abroad. 

1708. His Czariſh Majeſty had but juſt celebrated 
the firſt Day of the new Year, when ſeveral Courier; 
one after another came to him from Prince ene. 
Kall, with Advice that the King of Sweden, taking 
Advantage of the Ice which made all the Rivers 
paſſable to him, was in Motior to re-enter Li: 
nia. The Rufian Army till then was encampel 
in ſuch a Manner, that the Body of Troops under 
the Command of General Lewerhaypt, on the Side 
of Livonia, were ſhut up ſo as not to be able to 
advance or retreat; theſe alſo were in Motion to 
join the King. The Czar, whoſe Scheme was al- 
ways to keep the Enemy as far out of his own 
Dominions as poſſible, made haſte to Grodno, to dit- 
pute the Paſſage of the Niemen. with the Scedes, 
ſince they ould not be hindred from paſling the 
Fiftula, from whence Charles XII. with his Army, 
marched with much Speed towards Lithnaxiz, 
in Spite of all the Obſtacles he met in his Way: 
For he not only found the Country ruined by tit 
Ruſſians, who had taken Care to burn all they 
could not carry away with them; but he was cven 
obliged to defend himſelf againſt the Peaſants ot 
the Country, who ſheltering themſelves in tie 
Woods on all Sides, fired inceſſantly on all who 
came near them: And ſuch was the Danger that 
Prince was expoſed to, that two of his Guards, 
in paſſing by one of theſe Woods, had their Hor:es 
ſhot under them, within four Paces of the King 

himſelt. 
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kimſclf, The Czar was in Groduo v hen the King 
of Sweden, with about ſix hundred Men, approach d 
the Town. The Avuſcovites, taking this hand- 
ful of Men to be the Vanguard of the Kre- 
* dp Army, marched out at the North-Gate, 
while Charles XII. entered at the South; but the 
Czar learning the ſame Day by a Poliſb Deſerter, 
to what a ſmall Number of Men he had ym 
the Town, and that the Body of the Swediſh 1 roops 
were yet at five Leagues Diſtance, he loſt no 
Time, but ſent a Detachment of two thouſand 
Men, to ſurprize the King that Evening in the 
Town: Thele two thouſand Men, by the Favour 
of the Night, advanced as far as the firſt Swediſh 
Guard, before they were ſeen ; the Guard, conſut- 
ing only of thirty Men, ſuſtained the Effort of 
' Frheſe two Thouſand, till the Cuiraſſiers, and thoſe 
in the Town who had ſubmitted to Staniſlaus, 
$wecre put in a Poſture to receive them; and be- 
ing animated by the King of Sweden, they forced 
the Ruſſian Detachment to retire, and loſe one of 
he molt favourable Opportunities — had ever 
before had; of making their own Conditions witli 
ne Enemy. 
The Czar gave Orders to the ſeveral Bodies of 
his Troops, to rendezvous in the Palatinate of Min- 
i, and ſezing his Enemy in full March, and re- 
ſolving to purſue him, he thought it proper to 
change his Scheme, and draw him into a Place 
Twhere in all likely hood, he would want every 
Thing; where he would have neither Magazines 
nor Retreat, and where he might wait for him 
behind good Lines, to attack him with Ad vantage, 
when he was fatigued with a long and painful 
March, over a deſolate Country. His Majeſty 
herefore took his Rout to the Horyſthenes, with 
Wchgn to intrench himſelf on the Banks of that 
River, between //hilav and Orſa; and from whence 
e might have a ſecure Retreat to Smolensho. 
The King of Sweden, informed of the Condition 
Jof the 1 Army, and the Rout they had taken, 
r L undertook 
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undertook to intercept them in their March, by 
leaving the Milna, and going ſome Leagues higher. 
But the Management of the Czar obliged him ty 
change his Rout again, and confined him for ſome 
Time in the Palatinate of Vilna. 

His Czariſh Majeſty ſent General Baur to liy 
the Poliſh Livoria waſte, from whence he went in. 
to Swediſh Livonia, where he — and pillage 
every Place, after which he formed a large Mags. 
Zine at Szebitz, and poſted his Men along the Dm 
of which he remained Maſter, notwithſtanding the 
Neighbourhood of Lecvenbanpt. General Goltz hal 
Orders to go with fifreen thouſand Men to J. 
nia, to join twelve thouland Voloſques and Cad 
that they might take the Swedes in the Flank in 
their Motions ; he had likewiſe Orders to the In. 
habitants of that Province, to deſtroy the Country 
for thirty Miles round, as ſoon as the Swedes be. 
gan to take that Rout, and to retreat beyond ti: 
Boreſthenes, where his Czariſh Majeſty would git 
them other Lands to cultivate and inhabit. 

Theſe Meaſures were attended with good Sur. 
ceſs, for the Swedes were obliged to canton titir 
Army, and encamp till the Month of May, for want 
of Forage and other Neceſlaries, beſides which, 
altho' no Battle was fought, their Numbers were 
very much diminiſhed, by their fatiguing Marche 
in-a bad Seaſon, and in a Country entirely ruined; 
the greateſt Part of their Horſe was loſt : And, 
in a Word, in the whole Army of the Enemy 
there was nothing in good Order, but the Military 
Cheſt, which was ſo kept at the great Expence ot 
the Lithuanians ; ſo that the Czar by his good Con- 
duct, obliged his Enemy a ſecond Time, to change 
his Deſign. His Czariſh Majeſty paſs'd the Bory/- 
benes with his Army, which was conſiderably re- 
lieved and augmented in a Camp, where ever 
Thing abounded. A Body of Troops encamped be- 
tween Miteps and Kopis, maintained the Communr 
cation with the Detachments, ſpread from one Sid? 


the Country to the other. His Majeſty had * 
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dme Time at Poloczk, from whence he reſolved to 
go to Petersburgh, to haſten the Armament of his 


Fleet, which was deſigned to be very conſiderable z 


but falling ill at the very Inſtant he was ſetting 
tout, he was forced to be tranſported to Smolensko, 
Jcaving the Directions of all the Operations to the 
:enerals, Creremetcff, AMenzikeff, Galliczin, Allard, 
Repnin, and Pflug, who were at Aohilcw. : 

| One may judge of the Condition to which his 
C:ariſh Majeſty had raiſed his Marine, ſince he had 
been in Poſſeſſion of Narva and Petersburgh, by what 
happened on the Sea at this Time. The Sediſp 
Fleet commanded by Admiral Vachtmeeſter, con- 
ſiſted of thirty-ſix Men of War, _—— from 
ixty-eight to thirty-two Guns a-piece, beſides fix 
Bomb-Veſlels and five Fire-Ships, nevertheleſs. they 
Jared not venture upon an Action with that of 
he Czar, which remained ſo much Miſtreſs of the 


Band, that ſhe made a Deſcent in Finland; the 


Town of Borgo in Nyland was taken, where all 


he old Men were put to the Sword, the Young 


Jones were carry'd away, and the Town burnt ro 


he Ground. Biornoe and ſome other Iſlands had 
the ſame Fate, and a great Number of Barks la- 
en with Proviſions for Stockholm, were taken and 
carry'd to Petersburgb. 

As ſoon as the Czar began to recover, he was

- Famong the Don Caſſachs, raiſed by one of their 


Chiefs, named Condraſchka Bolawin, who at the 


Head of five thouſand Men, had form'd a Deſign 


of ſurprizing Axzoph, and to ſecure Succeſs, had de- 


manded a ſupply from the Porte, and the Cham of 
| Tartary, but they thinking the Enterprize ridicu- 


The Czar ſent 
twenty thouſand Men, under the Command of 
Prince Dolgoriiki, to force the Rebels to Submiſſion, 
bur he was ſoon informed that ſome among the Re-

ry'd his Body to the Governor of Azoph, who hat 
ordered his Head to be taken off, and his Quarter 
to be ſet up upon the four Gates of the City 
This News ſaved the Czar a great Expence, any 
enabled him to employ his twenty thouſand Men 
under the Command of Prince Dolrcruki elſewhere, 

The Nation in general was diſcontented wit 
the long War, every Body murmured, and in a 
Places there appeared a Willingneſs to revolt. 9 
that his Czariſh Majeſty was obliged to maintain 
thoſe Troops in different Parts of the Country 
which might otherwiſe have largely augmente| 
his Army. After having put every Thang in O. 
der, his Majeſty returned to Smolensko, where he 
arriv'd juſt as an important Action had pailed be. 
tween a Body of his Troops, and the beſt Part of 
the King of Sweden's Army. 

Charles XII. hearing that the Hettman Aa 
was on the March with five and twenty thow 
fand Men, to join the Rſſan Army; that the gre 
General Sinianski was allo in Motion, and that am. 
ther Body of between fifteen and twenty thoufan 
Ruſſians were moving from another Part, he march. 
ed with Expedition, reſolved to attack theſe di- 
ferent Bodies before they could join, or at leaſt u 
get ſo between them, as to prevent their having 
any Communication. On the twenty-fifth of Fur, 
1708, he found himſelf before the River Perez, 
over againlt Boriſlow, where the Ruſſians under tix 
Command of General Goltz, to the Number of be- 
tween twelve and fifteen thouſand, were encamped 
to diſpute that Paſſage with him ; which however 
he ſucceeded in, by one of thoſe Feints which were 
ſo uſual with him. He ſent Colonel Guenter, 
with two thouſand Men, to be poſted on the Banks 
of the Berezine, direcly againſt Boriſloev, as if he 
intended to attempt paſſing the River in Siglit of 
the Enemy; but led his Army, at the ſame Time, 
about three Leagues up the River, and throwing 
a Bridge over it, made his Way through a Boay

"| MNoppings The Alaſcovites, did not wait for his com- 
„ig up, but decamped and retreated towards the

The King of Screden, ſurmounting all Dithcul- 
Ties, arrived in the Neighbourhood of Holcæuzin, a 
Town ſituated on the River W abits, which the 
/uſcovites abandoned; and having broke the Bridge 
After them, joined a Body of their Troops incamped 
bn the other Side _ River. hey had a 
Wood in their Rear, and their Intrenchments were 
Tefended by ſeyeral Pieces of Cannon. There was 
large Ditch behind them, and the River was 
Hifficult to paſs, the Banks being not firm Ground 
Pn Account of their running through a Morals. 
The King of Sweden in Perſon viewed the Ground, 
bove and below Eblewzin, and cauſed his Artillery 
$0 March, with great Privacy, in the Night; a 
Nuarter of a League on the Right, where he had 
Pbſerved a Poſt, from whence they might fire into 
The Ryſian Intrenchments on their Left, and that 
There was a pretty large opening between their 
Right and Left; their Generals thinking that Place

7 vere ſo diſpoſed, that General Riemne had under 
Fim, on the Right, ſix Regiments of Dragoons with 
Fur of Foot, and General Pflug, with five Regiments 
Pf Horſe, and nine of Foot, was poſted behind him. 
The Veli-Ilareſchal, Licutenant Goltz, was poſted 
Pn the Left, which Wing the Ruſſians attack d 
Fv1th ten Regiments of Dragoons, and four thou- 
and Calmuchs; General Repnin, with nine Regi- 
ments of Foot, was on the ſam? Wing; and the 
Prince of Heſſe Darmſtadt was poſted behind him, 
$:th three Regiments of Dragoons; ſeveral other Re- 
giments were likewiſe daily expected in their Camp, 
trom whence Prince Aſenzilaff went away the Day 
L 3 before 
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before the Battle to haſten their March. The Kin- 
of Sweden came at three in the Morning to th 
Banks of the River, with his Regiment of Guarg; 
and four other, and foon after Part of the Cavalry 
viz. the Life- Guards, the King's Regiment 6 
Dragoons, and thoſe of Smoland and Oſtrogeth u 
came up; and then began to cannonade the Rif 
Camp with ſo much Succeis, that notwirhſtang 
ing their great Fire they made on their Pit 
ſuch of their Battalions as were moſt expoſed, wer 
obliged to quit their Poſt ; whereupon the Kin! 
not having Patience to ſtay any longer for th 
Pontons, which were retarded in their March h 
the bad Weather, encouraged his Troops to i. 
low him, and flung himſelf into the River, which 
he paſſed, the Water being up to his Arm. Pi 
He was followed with all imaginable Courage an 
Zeal by the Soldiers, who carried their Arms or: 
their Heads, to keep them from being wer; wr 
the Ground on the other Side being Marſhy, it ws 
impoſſible for them to keep their Ranks. In tu 
mean Time the Muſcovites turned all their Car 
non againſt them, bur in Spite of their Fire, au 
the Difficulty of the Ground, the Swedes got ode 
the Moraſs, and poſted themſelves in the Inter 
between the two Wings of the Auſcovitie Atm) 
whereby they could not affiſt each other. Ui 
obliged General Goltz, to withdraw his Infant! 
from their Camp, and poſt it at the Entrance int! 
the Wood; but the King of Sweden followed tun 
without any Loſs of Time, with his Regiment a 
Guards, ordering the Reſt of the Troops to jill 
him, as they ſhould paſs the Moraſs, and arracke 
the Enemy between four or five in the Mort 
ing, only with his Guards. The Fire was 10 te: 
rible, that ſome Officers who had been in ſever 
Battles, declared that they had never ſeen the lie 

The King of Sweden, was on Horſe-back in the

Jof Cannon that were too heavy to be carried rea- 
dily through the Moraſs. This is ſaid to be the moſt 


glorious Battle the King of Sweden had ever fought, 


and chat wherein he ſhewed the greateſt Skill, and | 
as expoſed to the greateſt Dangers. He forced 


the Aligſovites to repaſs the Boryſthenes, which di- 
vides Poland from their ovin Country, and ſtaĩd 
himſelf ſometime about Mobilow, the laſt Town 
in Poland, as well to refreſh his Army after a long 
and fatiguing March, followed by ſo ſharp an En- 
gagement, as to conſult what Meaſures were to 


be taken in an Enemy's Country, unknown to him, 


into which he was juſt upon entering, with a De- 
ſign to purſue the Myſcovites even to their Capital. 
The Czar, as hath been taken Notice of before, 
arrived in his Army two Days after this Action, 
and quitted it no more, as will be ſeen by what 
follows, till he had entirely defeated the King of 
Sweden, who, now finding his Army much weaken- 
ed, ſent Orders to General Leuævenbaupt, in Courland, 
to come and join him with all the Troops he could 
get together, and all the Ammunition' he could 
find. This General accordingly aſſembling all 
his Troops, and drawing the Garriſons out of all 
the Towns, made up, at his Departure out of 
Gurland, a Body of twenty thouſand Men, conſiſt- 
ing of three Regiments of Horſe, ſix of Dragoons, 
and eleven of Infantry; which were followed by 
ſeven thouſand Waggons, laden with Ammunition 
and Proviſions for the Swediſh Army for three 
Months. The General made great Expedition, 
and arrived as ſoon as poſſible, but was much har- 


raſſed in his March by General Baur, who was in

The King of Sweden, impatient that theſe Sy. 
cours did not come up to ſoon as he would ha: 
had them, and every thing being ſo much con. 
ſumed in the Palatinate of Afciſlazv, that a Buß 
of Wheat was ſold for ten Rix-Dollars, reſhlye] 
to pals the Boryſthenes, and it may be ſaid, to rn 
Headlong upon his own Ruin. It was here the 
Czar waited for him, and was not ill pleaſed t) 
fee his Enemy on that Side the River, in a Coun. 
try where he was neither to hope for Succours. 9 
a tate Retreat. He began now to make War in; 
different Manner from what he had done before, 
he judged it not adviſeable in his own Country t 
come to a general Engagement with him, in which 
if he had been unſucceſsful, he mult have given i 
Enemy an Entrance, into the very Boſom of hi 
Dominions: He reſolved therefore to make War 
like the Coſſacks, that is, by dividing his Troops ihn. 
to many Bodies, attacking him every where, an 
every where retreating and waſting the Country 
where the Enemy deſigned to purſue him, that be 
might deprive him of all Means of ſubſiſting. It 
was thus the Ruſſians continually harraſſed th: 
Sewediſh Army, between the Boryſthenes, the Si 
and the ¶ arnanabata; oftentimes coming to Blow 
with him, and oftentimes with-Advantage. At ch: 
Paſſage of this laſt River, there was a Rencounter, 
ſharp and bloody, between the Troops commanded 
by Prince Galliczin, and fix of the fineſt and bet 
Regiments of the Swediſh Army, under the Com- 
mand of Major-General Roozen. 

The King of Sweden had detached him with thet 
Troops, to be poſted on the Banks of that River, 
at a Place covered with a large Moraſs, where the 
King deſigned to attempt the Paſſage. The Czar 
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being informed of this in Time, order'd Prince 
Galliczin to March with eight Battalions, and thre? 
Squadrons of Prince AMenxikeff s Horſe-Guards, 
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tie Ways were fo bad, that the Latter were 
forced to follow the Infantry on Foot, and although 
the Moraſs was covered with Faſcines, yet the 
Soldiers were oftentimes io plunged, that it was not 
vith Eaſe that they cont draw tliemſelves out 
again. Prince Galliczin ſurmounting this Difficul- 
ty, arrived at the Banks of the River, beliind which 
the Enemy had poſted themſeives to advantage. He 
palicd rhe River, being favoured by a thick Fog, 
that prevented their being diſcovered by the Enc- 
my, till they were juſt upon them. They kept 
firm, and the Skirmiih was ſharp on both Sides, 
till the Fog being diſſipated ſhew'd the Scvedes the 
| Loſs they had ſuſtained, and that they were envi- 
3 roned on all Sides, which obliged them to retreat 
ighting; the Ruſſians following, took from them 
fix Colours and two Standards. The Czar was ſo 
well ſatisfy'd with what Prince Galliczin had done, 
that he gave him at that "Time the Order of St. An- 
drew, The Ruſſians had about ſix Hundred Men 
killed, and a Thouſand wounded, but the Enemy 
lot a far greater Number. This Action was the 
more adyantagcous to the Czar, as the Enemy 
had ſome of their beſt Regiments defeated, and as, 
in the Situation they were, the leaſt Loſs could 
not bur be very conſiderable to them. When 
the other Swediſh Troops ſaw theſe Regiments, 
which were looked upon as the Leſt in their Ar- 
my, return in ſuch Diſorder, they began to think 
they were not invincible, as they had before ima- 
gined; and that they themſelves had learnt the 
the Ruſſans the Art of War to their own Coſt. 
A few Days after, the ach and Ruſſian Cal- : 
mucks, ſupported by ſeven-thouſand Dragoons, fell 
upon the Baggage of the left Wing of the Stwedes, 
over which they obtained ſome flight Advantage: 
3 Two Aides de Camp were killed, fighting near the 
King's Perſon, and he himſelf had a Horſe ſhor 
under him; and while one of his Equeries was pre- 
ſenting him with another, both the Equery and 
the Hor:z were ſhot on the Spot. Many of his

Officers who came to his Relief, were Killed or 
taken Priſoners, and only five left near him, when 
fighting on Foot, and half ſpent with Farigue, 
and the Slaughter he had made with his own 
Hands, he was diſengaged from the Numbers 
that fell upon him, by Colonel Dardaff, who broke 
through the Calmucks to reſcue him. Maugre all 
theſe Obſtacles, Charles XII. advanced almoſt as 
far as SmolensRo, lying in the great Road to the 
Capital of Myſcovy, where he hoped to meet with 
as many Adherents, and as much Proviſion as in 
Poland ; but being deceived in theſe, he found his 
Delign, at preſent, impracticable of marching di. 
rectly to Moſcow, as he intended, and thought a: 
_ rſt no Difficulty to perform, as may be ſuppo- 
ted by the Anſwer he ſent to the Czar, who, to 
prevent his Country's being made the Seat of War, 
that Country for the Improvement and Glory of 
which he had done ſuch Wonders, had before 
this, ſent Propoſals of Peace to Charles, by a Pe. 
zh Gentleman, and received this haughty An- 
wer; That he <vould treat with his Brother Peter a. 
—_— 

inding, I ſay, more Difficulty in this Under- 
taking than he imagined, he turned, on a ſudden, 
rowards the Ukrain, where he thought he ſhould be 
able to ſupport his Troops by the Aſſiſtance of 
AMazeppa, Hettman of the Ciſſacks, who had en. 
tered into a private Treaty with him, and deſigned 
to revolt from the Czar, to revenge himſelf 
on him for an Affront he put upon him at his Ta- 
ble, for having oppoſed a Fregall made by his 
Czarith Majeſty, to bring the Goffacks under more 
Subjection; but Mazeppa telling him, a Project of 
that Kind could not poſſibly be executed, he threw 
himſelf into ſuch a Paſſion, that he called him Trai- 
tor, and threaten'd to have him impaled alive: 
Mazeppa reſented this ſo ſtrongly, that he en- 
gaged himſelf with the King of Sweden, and was 
to have brought over thirty thouſand Men to 


him. Biſiniski, the Hettman's Fayourite, was Try

this Time with the King of Sweden, and had 
aflured him that the People of the Ukrain, were 
ſo much diſcontented with the Czar, that they 
would readily afford any Aſſiſtance to oppoſe him, 
and would look upon him as their Delverer 
if he would help them to ſhake off his Yoke. 


In the mean Time the Czar, who knew no- 


thing of this intended Revolt of the Hettman Aa- 
zepba, was informed that the King of Sweden had 
left a Body of his Forces under the Command of 
General Graſſau with Staniſlaus in Poland, to reduce 
the whole Kingdom to his Obedience; and had or- 
der'd, as is before ſaid, Leuavenhaupt to leave Li- 
vonia and Curland, and join his own Army with 
a very conſiderable Number of Forces. His Czariſh 
Majeſty thought it abſolutely neceſſary to prevent 
this ConjunGtion, if poſſible, and believing that 
Leucbenbaupt's Troops were not above eight or nine 
thouſand Men, he put himſelf at the Head of 
his Guards, conſiſting of ſeven thouſand Men, 
whom, for the greater Expedition, he cauſed to 
mount on Horſeback, and with ſome Regiments of 
Dragoons marched in Perſon to meet him. The 
Velt-Mareſchal Czeremetoff, and the reſt of the 
Generals were ordered to Ukrania, to obſtruct the 
Progreſs of the King of Sweden, and hinder him 


from penetrating any farther into that Country ; 
but not to hazard a Battle, before the Czar himſelf 


ſhould come to join them with the Forces he had 
with him. 

Leuwenhaupt had now paſſed the Boryſthenes, and 
was continuing his March about three Leagues be- 
yond Mohilow, whicher his Czarith Majeſty went 
with Prince Menzikeff and General Goltz, and came 
to an Action with him on the th of October, in 
which one thouſand five hundred Myxſcovites were 
killed, and very few of the Swedes. The latter 
would in all Appearance, have gained a complete 
Victory, had it not been for the Preſence of the 
Czar, who, when he ſaw his Troops begin to fall 
back, ran to the Gyacks and Galmucks, poſted in 
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tae Rear of the Army, and ordered them to fire 
on all thoſe, who ſhould offer to run away, and 
not to ſpare even his own Perſon, if he thou!| 
be ſo cowardly. In this Manner above fifty 11; 
eavites were killed, and by this Means he ſtop'd his 
Army, which was already in great Confuſion. Ge. 
neral Lenwerhaupt, ſeeing the Aufcitites, who were 
repulſed and broken, begin to rally, thought fir to 
continue his March to join the King according t 
his Orders: But this was of too much Conse 
quence to the Czar to be ſuffered, if it were poſſi. 
ble to prevent it. | 

The next Day his Czariſh Majeſty had again 
Sight of the Enemy, on the Banks of the litt 
River Pronia; and the Enemy made as if the; 
would oppoſe his Paſſage, but no ſooner were ſeven 
Field-Pieces brought up to cannonade them, than 
they ſtruck off towards the Village of Lezxo. 

Towards the Evening, the Czar gave Orders t) 
his Army, to hold themſelves ready to march 
the next Day to attack the Enemy. About 
four in the Morning the Army began to march, 
and about nine, at ſome Diſtance from Lexxo, met 
the Enemy, who had ſent ſome Parties before for 
Intelligence. | 

Leuawertaupt was no ſooner informed of the 
March and Approach of the Ruſſians, than he drew 
up his Army in Order of Battle, and made all 
poſſible Diſpoſitions to give them a good Recep- 
tion. To that End he cauſed two Battalions to 
advance one thouſand Paces before his Camp, to 
diſpute their Paſſage through a ſmall Morals, by 
which they were obliged to come at him. 

Upon this, his Czariſh Majeſty gave Order to 
his Highneſs Pi ince Alenzibff, to command Colonel 
Cambel, who had the Van-Guard, to cauſe his Re- 

iments of Dragoons to diſmount and attack the 
R's two Battalions, who made fo quick Fir? 
upon the Rrvſſians, that they had hardly Time © 
form themſelves into Order of Battle. Colonel 
Cambel obſerying how attiye the Enemy le 
cauſe 
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cauſe] five Squadrons, who had diſmounted, to ad- 
vance, to give Opportunity to the reſt of his 
Troops to put themſelves into a Poſture to follav 
them, and theſe diſmounted Dragoons having ſtood 
the Enemy's Fire for ſome Time, his Czarih Ma- 
jeſty cauſed them to be ſupported by four Batta- 
lions of his Guards and two of Ingria, who pour- 
ing in their Shot upon the two forementioned Bat- 
tallons, killed above half of them, gained the Paſ- 
ſage, and fo facilitated the Maſcovites drawing up 
in Battalia before the Enemy's Front. 

General Leusvenbaubt perceiving his Van- Guard 
was beaten, reſolved to prevent the Ruſians, and 
cauſed his Army to move up to meet them in Bat- 
talia. Then his Czarih Majeſty, obſerving that 
the Enemy's Line extended wider than his, ordered 
his Highneſs Prince Henxibaff to cauſe four Regiments 
of Dragoons to alight, and they were immediately 
placed on their left W ng with two Regiments 
of Horſe to cover their Flank, under the Com- 
mand of General Pflug, and their Right was com- 
manded by the Princes Galliczin and Darmſtadt, 
whoſe Flank was covered by two Regiments of 
Dragoons of his Highneſs Prince Henxiboff's Guards; 
all theſe Diſpoſitions being made by about eleven 
a Clock, the Signal for attacking the Enemy was

The Enemy began to advance towards them with

fand Waggons, well ſtored with Proviſions. 
4 General Pfug was immediately ordered with one 
; thouſand Grenadiers on Horſeback, and two thou- 
fand Dragoons, to purſue and harraſs the fly- 
ing Enemy. He had not march'd above half a 
League, when he found the Remains of the Ene- 
my in a Wood; and falling upon them, he made a 
Slaughter among them for the Space of a League 
and half, to Propoust; where the reſt of tlie un- 
a-ways, to the Number of three thouſand retired 
into the Church-yard. 
The General advancing to force them, they mide 
a Signal that they were deſirous to capitula->; ud 
he ſent a Lieutenant-Colonel with fix Grenaicrs to 
receive their Offers of Capitulation : But nioj: of 
the Swediſh Soldiers being drunk with Brandy wo.

Party two Hours, and ſav Count Leuabenbaupt ſurim- 
ming through that River among his Men; whereuren 
he ſwam it with his Detachment, and coming to the 
other Side, moſt of the Swedijb Officers tegg'd Mere 
cy, and he gave them Quarter, but cauſed the $9). 
diers to be put to the Sword, and then rejoined 
General ug with all the Officers and Booty. 

Lewenhaupt pailed the Soza, and fled with about 
four thouſand Men, all that were ſaved from th: 
Wreck of the Day. General Kenchild, met hin 
with eight thouſand Dragoons, and had juit joined 
him when General Toreverden, ſent by Prince Mer— 
zikoff to purſue him, had fallen upon his Rear-Guard, 
who made Head againſt him, and obliged him to 
retire. The King of Sweden was then at Starodub 
on the Dezna. His Czariſh Majeſty, after return— 
ing Thanks to Heaven for fo complete a Victory, 
gave Orders to re-eſtabliſh thoſe Regiments which 
had ſuffered the moſt, ef] ecially thoſe of Precbrotir- 
s&y and Semjoncavshi, and repoſed himſelf for ſome 
Time at Zizirt, leaving to the Velt-Mareſchals Gc- 
remetoff, and Alenzixcf the Command of his great 
Army. 

The King of Sweden had nothing left now but 
to join 1/azeppa : I have before acquainted the Rea- 
der with the Reaſon of that Coſſack s being reſolved 
to deſert the Czar; on the other Hand he was 
charmed with the many great Actions of Charles XII. 
whom he looked upon às another Alexander; and 
though, by preſerving his Faith to the Czar, he might 
have ſhared in the Giory of conquering him, yet 
that Conſideration was of little Value when weig ed 
againſt his Reyenge for the Affront given _ by 
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Peter, and his Ambition of becoming the real Sove- 
reign of his Country. To bring the whole Nation, 
that is the Army, into his Deſign, he began with 
exaggerating all that they ſuffered from rhe Ruſſian 
Miniſters, who treated them as Slaves, he praiſed 
their own Actions and Magnanimity, and endea- 
voured ro ſhew them the Happineſs of a free and 
independant Government; and laſtly told them 
what they might expe& from that glorious young 
Hero, who was coming to deliver them from the 
inſupportable Burthen they groaned under. 

To give ſome Appearance of Juſtice to their Re- 
volt, they agreed to ſend Remonſtrances to the 
Czar againſt his Miniſters; and for the Execution 
of this dangerous Commiſſion, they named Varna- 
rowski the Hettman's Nephew. The Czar by this 
Time, by intercepted Letters and other Ways, was 
informed of the Conduct of Maxeppa; he knew allo 
that his Favourite Biftnizky was with the King of 
Srveden. At another Time, upon ſuch Information, 
the Czar would have ſeized on Maxeppa, in order to 
puniſh him for his Infidelity and Treaſon ; but, in 
the preſent State of Aﬀairs, he judged it more pro- 
per to diſguite his Reſentment, contenting himſelf 
to watch the Gofſacks by the Army of Prince Men- 
ZkofF, who, without ſending for the Hettman to him, 
to give him any Suſpicion, poſted himſelf advan- 
tageouſly between his Army and that of the Swedes : 
But when the Czar ſaw Yarnarowsky, he could no 
longer bridle his juſt Anger, but inſtead of givin 
him Audience — him clapt up in Priſon, from 
whence he had ſoon after the good Fortune to 
eſcape. 

Mazeppa, informed of what had happened to his 
Nephew, doubted no longer that all his Intrigues 
were diſcoyered ; and therefore, to fave his Head, 
uſed his utmoſt Endeavours to join the Swediſh Ar- 
my. As the Velt-Mareſchal Czeremetof was in No- 
vogorod with a very ſtrong Garriſon, the King of 
Sweden found it no eaſy Matter to paſs the Dezra, 
and Maxeppa, who thought all depended * his 
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— up to him Batturin, his Capital, the im- 
patient Hettiman made haſte to croſs that River, un- 
der Pretence of attacking a Body of Swedes that 
were on the oppoſite Banks ; as ſoon as he was over, 
he diſcovered to the Soldiers his Deſign, to which 
the Officers as yet were only Privy; his Men on 
the Inſtant proteſted againſt any ſuch Project, and 
retired, nay ſome of them deliberated whether they 
ought not to arreſt their General, ſo that he had 
only Time, with about two thouſand Men, that re. 
mained faithful to him, to throw himſelf into the 
Swediſh Camp at Sezeptaki. Two of his Colonel 
had entered Batturin, with ſome thouſand Men 
to deliver up that City to the King of Sweden; the 
reſt of the Cofſacks went over to the Army of Prince 
Mentikeff, who immediately made himſelf Maſter of 
Batturin, which, in Reſentment of Mazeppa's Trea- 
chery, was ordered to be burnt to the Ground. 

A Council of War being convoked, Jo- 
Sentence on the Hetiman, which his Czariſh Majeſty 
ordered to be put in Execution in the Preſence of 
Prince Menxiloff, General of the Army, and Count 
Golefkin, both Knights of the Order of St. Andreu. 
A Herald tore the Patent of Knighthood of the 
ſaid Mazeppa, and threw the Pieces on the Ground 


took from off a wooden Statue, made for the Oc- 


caſion, the blue Ribbon and Medal of the Order, 
and then threw down the Statue. The Hangman 
came next, ty'd a Halter about the Neck of the 
Statue, and dragg'd it to the Place of Execution; 
where the Sentence againſt him for Treaſon againſt 
his Sovereign, his Country and his Nation, was read 
aloud ; and he thereby declared to be fallen from 
his Honours, Titles and Dignities, and to be con- 
demned to be hanged. The Hangman tore in Pieces 
the Arms of his Famil „broke his Scimiter, and 
hung the Statue on a Gibbet, a great Multitude of 


People attending. This done, the principal Men : 
of the C ſſacks repaired to the great Church; and 


after divine Service they aſſembled in the Church- 


yard, and proceeded to the Election of a new * 
neral, 
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neral, or Hettman, which fell upon Skovopatsky, 
who was declared with the ; ce of the 
Aſſembly; and a tripple Diſcharge of the Artillery 
and Muſquets was made by the Goſſacks, who were 
drawn up in Order. The new General, accom- 
panied by a great Number of Officers, went imme- 
diately and proſtrated himſelf at the Feet of his 
Czarith Majeſty, who confirmed his Election. 

About this Time an Affair happened in London, 
which had like to have created a Miſunderſtanding 
between his Czariſh Majeſty and the Queen of 
Great-Britain, on Account of his Ambaſſador's be- 
ing arreſted in the Street by one Morton, a Lace- 
man in Gruent-Garden, and other Tradeſmen, who 
had a Jealouſy of his deſigning to leave the King- 
dom without paying the Debts he had contratted 
nere. This Affair will be ſhewn in a clear Light 
by the following Letters.

* Majeſty had ſhew'd to my Maſter, and her earneſt 
* Defire of maintaining a good Correſpondence be- 
* tween the two Crowns of Great-Ruſſia and Great- 
* Britain, alſo the Queen's Zeal for Juſtice, ſo well 
* known throughout the Univerſe ; and laſtly the 
* ſingular Favour and Benevolence her Majeſty has 
been pleaſed to confer on me: I have all the Rea- 
* ſon in the World to hope, that ſhe will youch- 
* ſafe to give me a Satisfattion proportionable to the 
* unparallePd Affront, which was put upon me Yel- 
* terday in the Eyening, in the Street call'd Charles- 


Street.

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The Matter of Fatt ſpeaks of itſelf ; and I ſhall 
only ſay, in ſhort, that the Bailiff of that City had 
the Ralhneſs to arreſt me in my Coach, and to 
carry me Priſoner to the Blacł-Raven, a ſcandalous 
Houſe, without notifying to me the Reaſon; and 
to abuſe me, by thruſting himſelf into my Coach 
and ſeizing on my Perſon, after having taken away 
my — Hat and Cane, as it were from a 
Malefactor; not only, contrary to the Law of 
Nations, but even the Right of all private Per- 
fons. The Immunity of Ambaſladors, and their 
facred Privileges, are ſufficiently known; and as 
for the reſt, if the Pretence of Debts be alledg'd, 
it is impudently done ; for I have appointed this 
very Day for the Time of Payment, and I am 
ſo far from going away without diſcharging them, 
that I have not as yet received any Letter of Cre- 
dence, nor Paſs-port, nor other Things neceſlary 
for my Departure; ſo that this Snare has been 
laid for me purely with a Doſign to inſult the 
Honour of his Czarith Majeſty, in the Perſon of 
his Repreſentative. Therefore, I ſolemnly pro- 
teſt againſt this Violence offer'd to the Law of 


the Nations, and demand that all thoſe who are 


guilty of it be ſeverely puniſh'd. 
* The Queen, who is ſo jealous of the Reſpect 
due to the Ambaſſadors of crown'd Heads, and 
has ſo gloriouſly vindicated the Honour of the

That the faid Ambaſſador, after having obtained 
an Audience of Leave of your Majeſty at London, 
the Place of your Reſidence, out of premeditated 
Malice, and of ſet Purpoſe, (as it appears) was 
ſer upon, in the open Street, by ſeveral Bailiffs, 
who received their Commiſſion from a certain Viſ- 
count, or Sheriff, and acted like Robbers, againſt 
the publick Laws of Nations, with an unheard- 
of and unparalelled Barbarity : For by diſper- 
ſing his Servants, violently breaking his Coach, 
taking away his Sword, Cane, and Har, and tear- 
Vor. I. M ing 
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ing his Cloaths, put upon him ſuch a notorious 


Affront, as no civilizd Perſon would preſume 
to offer to a foreign Miniſter of his Character, 
nor even to a Commoner, unleſs he would run 
the Riſque of being moſt ſeverely puniſhed : And 
what moſt of all enhances the Heinouſneſs of the 


Fact, while our ſaid Ambaſlador, crying out for 


Help againſt the Outrage and Robbery, had got 
together ſome Perſons, who intended to reſcue 
him out of the Hands of the Pillagers ; and when 
they, for that Purpoſe, had ftop'd the Coach, and 
being deſirous to know the Cauſe, brought him 
into the next Victualling-Houſe; the audacious 
Miſcreants produced a Warrant from the Magi- 
ſtrate to detain the ſaid Ambaſlador for the Sum 
of fifty Pounds Sterling, due from him to cer- 
tain . ; and when the People, who ran 
together, began to ſeparate again upon the Diſco- 
very of the Matrer, they forthwith hurry'd him 
into a Hackney-Coach, taken by Force, and de- 
liver'd him up to be conſin'd in a certain infi- 
mous Hoaſe, called the Z!xk-Raven. * And al- 
though our ſaid Ambaſſador had norify'd this un- 
heard-of and flagitions Outrage to the Secretary 
of State; nevercheleſs he could not be found, and 

ecretary Walpole only came to the ſaid Houſe, 


not to ſet him at Liberty (as it molt evidently ap- 
pears) but to be an — Witneſs of this barbarous 
1 


Uſage, the like to which was never yet ſeen un- 
der the Sun. Neither did he offer any Afiiſtance 
to our Ambaſſador, as a Perſon skilbd in the pub- 
lick Law of Nations, which protects the Charac- 
ter of an Ambaſlador, from all Manner of Inſults, 
but went away: So that our ſaid Ambaſſador be- 
ing deſtitute of all Help, and forſaken, was forc'd 
to redeem himſelf from the Houſe of Bondage, 
and after a long Space of Time to procure his 
Liberty. 
* Foraſmuch then as our Majeſty is apparently 
aſſaulted by this wicked Attempr, and Indignity 
put upon the Perſon of our Ambaſſador, ſuch as 
was 
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was never prattiſed, nor even heard of in the 
whole World, much leſs * civiliz'd People, 
not only profaning, but quite ſubverting the Law 
of Nations : Therefore, hoping that your Royal 
Majeſty will have a due Regard to the grievous 
Affront offered to us in the Perſon of our Am- 
baſſador, together with the Infringement, of the 
Law of Nations occahoned primarily by the She- 
riff, as the Author of the whole Miſchief, in as 
much as the ſaid Sheriff countenanced fo auda- 
cious an Attempr, and look d upon the detaining 
of our Ambailador as a Trifle, and ſegondarily 
by the Bailiffs, who preſumed to abuſe our ſaid 
Ambaſlador in the open Street, after the above- 
mentioned Manner; and laſtly, by the Merchants, 
who occaſioned his Confinement (as 1s evident 
from their maleyolent Inſtigation in order to 
overthrow the antient F riend{hip, eſtabliſhed with 
us and our Empire) wherefore we being perſua- 
ded, that your Majeſty will efteem tlioſe Per- 
ſons no otherwiſe than as the moſt profligate of 
Pillagers and Violators of the Law of Nations, 
proportionably to their Guilt, we entreat your 
Majeſty to conſent, that for an Example to others, 
a diligent Search be made after the reſt of the 
Accomplices of the Crime, and that a capital Pu- 
niſhment, according to the Rigour of the Law, be 
inflicted on them all, or at leaſt ſuch an one as is 
adequate to the Nature of the Affront which 
uy particular Perſon put upon tne Ambaſ- 
or. 
The fame Ambaſſador, by Virtue of the In- 
ſtructions given him on this Subject, will more 
largely explain our Requeſt to your Majeſty ; 
which has been already declared by our Miniſters 
to your Majeſty's Reſident in our Court. On 
thoſe Conſiderations we have Reaſon to kope 
from your Majeſty's Juſtice ſuch a Satisfaction 
for this intolerable Outrage ; and the rather, in 
Regard that your Majeſty's Honour and the Re- 
putation of all your Subjects of a” 
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will, by this Means become famous throughout 
the whole World; and we ſhall be certainly af 
fured of the Continuance of your Royal Friend- 
ihip, and all Effects of a contrary Opinion will 
be entirely remov'd; and lelt, upon Failure of a 
Satisfaction worthy of and equivalent to the in- 
jur'd Honour we be compell'd to obtain it by way 
of Repriſal, which indeed would be very irkſome to 
us, upon Account of that particular Eſteem we 
* have for your Majeſty's Friendſhip. Finally, we 
* with your Majeſty Health and a proſperous 
* Reign.

An Account of the farther Proceedings in this 
Afair, and how it was determined, will be found 
in the ſecond Volume of this Hiſtory. I ſhall now 
return to the Ukrain, where the King of Kxveden 
was at a Diſtance from all Places, from whence 
he could hope for Relief, except from Staniſlaus 
in Poland, but that Prince found too much Em- 
ployment there, and knew too well the Hazard 
it would be to attempt to march into the Urain, 
when the Auſcovites could lo eaſily ſtop his Paſſage, 
to be able to give him any Aſſiſtance. In ſhort, 
all things now conſpired to ruin the King of Sue— 
dens Army. The Winter which was a very re- 
markable one, even in England, for the Severity of 
the Cold, was ſo ſharp in thoſe Parts, that above 
two thouſand of the Swτνeẽ.aiſh Soldiers periſhed — 
by the Extremity of the Weather. The greate 
Part of the Troops were without Boots, Shoes, or 
Cloaths, and very often all of them wanted Bread. 


Not- 
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1709. Notwithſtanding this Abatement of Charles's 
Strength, the Czar, at the Deſire of ſome of the 
Swediſh Priſoners, releaſed an Ofhcer of a Regi- 
ment upon his Parole, to endeavour once more to 
prevail upon him to agree to a Cartel for exchang- 
ing Priſoners, which was what he had obſtinately 
retuſed, during the whole War. "The Counts 
Piper and Hermelin, the Swediſh Minifters, confider- 
ing the declining Condition of their Maſter's At- 
fairs, charged the Svediſh Officer, when he return- 
ed co the Czar, to inſinuate, that it proper Pro- 
poſals of Peace were offered at that 'T ime, the King 
of Sweden might liſten to them, which when his 
Czarith Majeity was told, he ſent ths ſame Officer 
back again, with a Letter from Count Gclet in, his 
Miniſter for foreign Affairs, to Count Piper, with 
Propoſals for an Accommodation on very eaſy and 
moderate Terms, which were only that his Czariſh 
Majeſty ſhould keep Petersburgh with I. gria, as Part 
of his hereditary Dominions ; and offered at the 
ſame Time, to give an Equivalent for Narva: But 
Charles XII. whoſe Army was now reduced to 
eighteen thouſand Men, abſolutely refuſed to treat; 
but renewed his Intentions of penetrating as far 
as Afoſcow ; and went with this View, at the latter 
End of May, and laid Siege to Prltceva, a Town up- 
on the River /orsklat, lying on the Eaſtern Borders 
of Ukrania, He was in great Hopes of ſupplying 
the Wants of his Army by the Conqueſt of this 
Place, where the Czar had laid up great Quantities 
of Proviſions; but neither the Valour of the 
Swedes, nor the Intelligence that the Traitor Ma- 
zeppa had in the Town, could give him Suc- 
ceſs. Nor could he prevent Prince Aſenzikef from 
throwing Succours into the Place, notwithſtanding 
all his Precaution ; which made the Garriſon near 
ten thouſand ſtrong. With the Difficulties of the 
Undertaking the Courage and Reſolution of the 
King of Sweden increaſed, he preſſed the Siege 
warmly, and had already taken the Courtine, when 
he himſelf received a Wound in his Heel; and im- 
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mediately after was told, that the Czar was comins 
up with an Army, at leaſt double the Number of 
his oven, conſiſting of freſt Troops well cloathed 
and fed, and now thoroughly experienced in the 
Art of War. 

The Wound which the King of Sweden had re. 
coived prevented his acting himſelf with the fam: 
Vigour that was uſual to him, he found himicHF 
incloſed between the Boryſthenes and the River or 
Pulicmua, hemmed in by a large Army, and under a 
Necetliry of making his Way through the Eneiry, 
or periihing by Hunger. In this Extremity be 
ſent for the Velt-Mareſchal Reuchild into his Tens 
in the Night, and then with great Serenity and 
Calmneſs gave him Orders to attack the Czar the 
next Morning. Renchild, though ſomewhat ſur. 
prized at the Reſolution the King had taken, made 
no Reply, he knew it was in vain to difpute with 
him, fo went away in order to obey his Commands, 
and the King himſelf ſlept till Break of Day. 

On the 21th of June 1709, very early in the 
Morning the Action between the two Armies be- 
gan; about twenty-five thouſand Scuedes came out 
of their Trenches, and marched directly againſt the 
Czar's Army, which were then beginning to form 
their Camp. The Generals Renchild, Lenwvenbarpt, 
Field, Schlippenbach, Hern, Sparre, Hamilton, the Prince 
of I irtemberg, related to the King, and others who 
had moſt of them been at the Pattle of Narva, put 
their Subalterns and Soldiers in Mind of that Day, 
when eight thouſand Swedes had overcome a hun- 
dred thouſand Muſcovites in their Intrenchments. 
The King, on Account of his Wound, was obliged 
to be carried in a Litter at the Head of his Foot. 
The Swediſh Horſe fell upon their Enemy's Squa- 
drons with their wanted Fury; and the Mſcovites 
fell back in ſome Diſorder. The Czar himſelf, 
running to rally them, had his Hat ſhot through, 
and Prince Menzikeff had no leſs than three Horſes 
killed under him. Upon this Charles made no doubt 


but the Battle would be gained, eſpecially if Ge- 
neral 
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neral Creuts, whom he had detached with five 
thouſand Men, and impatiently expected, had fallen 
upon the Enemy's Flank ; but Gets went out of 
the Way and marched off. The Czar, who had 
thought himſelf loſt, had now Time to rally his 
Horte, with which he fell upon the King's Ca- 
valry in his Turn, and that not being ſupported by 
Greuts's Detachment, was broken, and Schlippenbach 
taken in the Engagement. The Rufians, opening 
from their Lines, advanced to attack the S<vedi/ 
Infantry, ſeventy-tvo Pieces of Cannon playing 
upon them at the ſame Time, whoſe Artillery was 
only four indifferent Mortar-Pieces, the Swedes 
having left the reſt in their Camp, with about three 
thouſand Men. The Czar likewite, with an extraor- 
dinary Preſence of Mind, detached Prince Mengi- 
koff to poſt himſelf betvreen Pula and the Sægudes; 
by which Means he cut off all Communication 
between the Troops remaining in the Camp, and 
the reſt of the Swediſh Army, and entikoff after- 
wards meeting with the three thoufand Men, which 
were a Corps de Reſerve, he ſurrounded and cut them 
in Pieces. 

When the MHuſcovite Foot were come out of their 
Lines, and a Diſpoſition was made for a general 
Engagement, the Czar was in the Center of his 
Army; he had yet no higher Title than Major- 
General, and ſerved under General Cteremetoff; but 
on this Occaſion he went on a fine Turkiſb Horſe 
from Rank to Rank among his Men, as their So- 
vereign, to encourage and promiſe them Rewards. 

Charles XII. on his Side, by the Aſſiſtance of Ge- 
neral Renchild, put his Army in the beſt Diſpoſition 
he could: He endeavoured to ſit his Horſe, but 
finding himſelf unable, got into his Litter again. 
The Battle was — about nine of the Clock, 
and almoſt at the Beginning of it, the King of Swe- 
den's Litter was ſhatter'd do Pieces with a Cannon 
Ball, and he himſelf overturned : When the Swedes 
{aw their King fall, they, infmediately gave Way, 
and all were put to the Sword. A ſingle Line of

ten thouſand Muſcovites now routed the Swediſh Ar- 
my, ſo much were Matters alter'd ; and this one 
Action loſt the redoubted Charles XII. the Fruits of 
oy glorious Campaigns, and the Title of [nwinci- 
E. f 
He would, if he had been able, have rallied 
ſome of his Regiments; but the Muſcovites purſued 
them too cloſely with their Pikes, Swords, and 
Bayonets. The Generals Rexchild, Hamilton, and 
Stakelberg were? taken Priſoners already, with the 
Prince of Wirtembere. All was in Confuſion, the 
Camp was forced; Count Piper, and moſt of the 
Officers of the Chancery had quitted ir, and knew 
nor what was become of their King, but wan- 
dered about till they were all taken Priſoners. 
The very ſame Day the Battle was fought his 
Czariſh Majeſty wrote the follovring Account of it 
himſelf to the General Velt-Mareſchal Goltz. 


Monſieur, the General, Velt- Mareſchal Leutenant, 


* T Acquaint you by the Preſents, with the great 
I Victory which I have very unexpectedly ob- 
* tained by the Bleſſing of God, and the unſpeakable 
* Bravery of my Troops, with very little Loſs on 
my Side, in the following Manner: The Enem 
attacked early in the Morning, with all their 
Forces, both Horſe and Foot, our Cavalry, which 
behaved ſo well, that the Enemy's were repulſed 
with great Loſs. They drew up again in Order of 
Battle before our Army; whereupon we cauſed 
our Infantry to — out of their Intrench- 
ments, and drew up our Forces in Order of Battle, 
and poſted our Horſe on the Wings of the Foot, 
which being perceived by the Enemy, they did 
the like, and having attacked us, they were ſo 
well received by our Troops, that they were 
obliged to quit the Field, aud our Troops took 
many Standards, Colours, and Cannon, and among 
the Priſoners there are the General Velt-Marel- 
chal Renchild, beſides four other Generals, viz. 
Schlite 
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© Schlippenbach, Stakelbergh, Hamilton, and . Roſen, the 
© firſt Miniſter of State, Count Piper, and the two 
« Secretaries of State, Helin and Cederhielm, and 
© ſome thouſands of Soldiers and Officers; of which 
* we will cauſe the Particulars to be ſent to you 
very ſpeedily, becauſe the Shortneſs of the Time 
* does not permit to do it at preſent. To fay all 
in a Word, the Enemy's who Army has had the 
Fate of Pha#ton. We do not know yet what is 
become of the Perſon of the King of Krveden, or 
* whether he is living, or with our Fathers deceaſed, 
We have commanded. our Lieutenants-General, 
* Galiczin and Baur to purſue the flying Enemy 
' with our Cavalry. We with you, with this our 
Victory, all Proſperity.

P. S. The Prince of Wirtemberg, a Relation of 
the King of Sweden, is brought this Mment 
Priſoner. 

| When the Czar was told, that the King of Szwe- 

den's Litter was found, all broken to Pieces in the 

Field of Battle, he expreſſed an extraordinary Con- 

cern for the Fate of that Prince who he thought 

was flain, and whole Bravery he always admir'd, 
and order'd that his Body ſhould be ſought for 
among the Dead. 

Charles XII. though no way able to defend him- 
ſelf, was yet unwilling to fly, till perſuaded by 
Alallern, his Chancellor, to croſs the Boryſthenes, and 
go to Turkey, that he might eſcape falling into the 
Hands of his Enemy, and where perhaps he might 
get Aſſiſtance to renzy the War. 

But before he liſſened to this Advice, he was 
9 for the firſt Time, to try what might be 
effected by Negotiation; and therefore in the In- 
terim between his own Defeat and the Surrender 
of the remaining Part of his Forces at Perervoloc dna, 
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whither Prince Aſer2i'of was poſted after them, he 
ſent Major-General Meyerſelut to his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty, to let him know, that he would accept of the 
Peace which he had ſeveral Times offered him; and 
if that was refuſed, he deſired to go freely out of hi; 
Country, and to retire into Peland. The Car, fur. 
prized at this Language, anſwered, that the King 
of Scveden had thought too late of coming into the 
Propoſed Treaty of Peace, ſeveral Articles of which 
were now to be alter'd, as the Face of Affairs wa; 
greatly alter'd : And that, as he had penctrated into 
his Country, without conſidering the Conſequences, 
it was his Buſineſs at preſent to think which Way 
he ſhould get out of it; but that, far from ſetting 
them at Liberty, he ſhould forthwith ſend to take 
the Birds that were caught in his Net. 

A Trumpet was charged with this Anſwer, but 
Major-General eyerteldt was put under arreſt, not 
only for coming without a Paſſport, but as he vs 

efore taken Priſoner at the Battle of Caliſß, and 
enlarged only on Condition that the King of Swe— 
den thould releaſe a Rvfian General, which was not 
comp!y'd with. 

Charles XII. finding that this pretended Modera- 
tion had no Effect upon the Czar, prepared to fol- 
low the Advice of his Chancellor 47:/lern ; he was 
obliged, on Account of his Wound, to go in 4 
Coach that had belonged to General 1/eyerfeldt drawn 
by twelve Horſes, and his People that had eſcape! 
followed him, ſome on Foot, ſome on Hoſeback, 
and others in little Waggons, which had been 
brought over the River for the Sick and Wounde?, 
Having wander'd about, and faſted fo long tha: 
they were in Danger of periſhing for want ot 
Water and Proviſions, they at laſt arrived on the 
Northern Side of the Bog, about a League from 
Cracow, from whence the King ſent General Poniato:/.y 
with Secretary Clincenſtrom, to the Bathaw of tir: 
Place, to make his Compliments, and deſire Leave 
to paſs through the Ottoman Territories under his 
Government. The Baſhaw, with great Giving, 
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and very opportunely, made him an Offer of Re- 
freſhments, and gave Orders, that all the Boats that 
could be met with ſhould be got together for the 
King's and his People's Paſſage. There not being 
a ſufficient Number of Boats to carry them all, 
about five hundred Men were left on that Side 
the River, who were ſoon after taken Priſoners by 
General J/alkcecisty, before the Return of the Boats, 
and even in Sight of the King of Sweden, juit 
landed on the other Side. The Czar had {ent this 
General in Puſuit of the Swedes, and, having now 
learnt what was become of the King, did not much 
doubt of his being brought Priſoner to him with 
he reſt; for he was pleaſed to ſay to the Sediſ 
Cenerals who were his Priſoners, that be cvanted Lis 
Brother Charles to keep them Company; but ke had 
ſent Walkowisky to fetch him. However he got 
ſafe to Bender in the Turkiſp Dominions where he 
was well received and hoſpitably treated. 

As ſoon as Prince Mexxibeff came within Sight of 
Perewolecznna, where General Leuawenbaupt was en- 
camped with the Sc i Troops that had eſcaped 
the Battle of Pultowa, he ſummoned him to lay 
down his Arms, or expect no Quarter. The Gene- 
ral ſeeing no poſſible Means of retreating, and ha- 
ving the King's Orders not to drive Things to the 
lalt Extremity in the Condition his Affairs were a: 
that Time, ſent Major-General Geutr, Colonel 
Duker, Liztenant-Colonel Jrausfetter, and Adjutant- 
General Ucu2/as, to Prince MHentikeF,, to endeavour 
to obtain from him ſome advantageous Terms, and 
eſpecially to take Care of the Number of Sick and 
V/ounded that were with him. Theſe Officers ex- 
ecuted the * phate > ls they were charged with fo 
well, that the Kan General concluded with them 
the following Capitulattion. 

Firſt, All the Seweaiſh Troops, without Exception, 
who are commanded by Count L2rmverlantt, as 
well Generals and Ofiizers as Soldiers, thall, with 
their Servants, yield themſelyes Priſoners of War 
to his Czariſh Majeſty, 

| Second, 
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Second, All private Soldiers, Troopers, Dragoons 
and Muſqueteers, ſhall lay down their Arms, and 
remain Prifoners of War till their Exchange or 
Ranſom; bur they ſhall keep their Mounting, and 
all that they have, except their Arms and Ammuni- 
tion. And all their Horſes, except thoſe belonging to 
the Officers, ſhall be delivered to his Czariſh Majeſty. 

Third, All the General Officers, and other Offi- 
cers, ſhall keep their Baggage and Equipages, and 
their Perfons ſhall be releated without Ramſom or 
Exchange, as ſoon as Peace ſhall be made between 
his Czariſh Majeſty and the King of Sweden. In 
the mean Time, they ſhall be honourably uſed, and 
be permitted to go, for a while, to their own Coun- 
try on their Parole. 

Fourth, The Swediſh Artillery, all the Ammuni- 
tion, Colours, Standards, and Inſtruments of Mu- 
fick, ſhall be delivered to his Czariſh Majeſty ; as 
thall likewiſe the military Cheſt (or Camp-Trea- 
ſure) of the King of Sweden, in the State it now 1s. 

Fifth, The Zaparogians and other Rebels nov 
among the Troops of Sweden, ſhall be immediately 
delivered to his Czariſh Majeſty. 

Sixth, For the Security and Confirmation of this 
Agreement, the forementioned Articles ſhall be 
ſigned by the Generals commanding the Army of 
his Czarith Majeſty, and that of the King of Swe- 
den; and a duplicate ſhall be made of this Capitu- 
lation. |

At the ſame Time that the Czar ſent this Order 
to General Goltz, the King of Sweden had diſpatch'd 
another to General Graſſaw, wherein after inform- 
ing him of his Diſaſter, he commanded him to leave 
—_—_ and fave his Troops in the beſt Manner he 
could. 

The Czar being informed by Prince Menzikoff 
of the good Succeſs he had at Pereavoloczna, where 
he had all his Enemies in his Power without ＋ — 

a Blow, 
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a Blow, went himſelf to that Place, where he ar. 
rived at the very Inſtant that the before-mention - 
ed Capitulation was executed. The Fate of fo 
many unhappy Men touched him very ſenſibiy, 
and he more than once expreſſed his Diſapprobation 
of the Conduct of a Prince, who could ſacrifice in 
ſuch a Manner to his Ambition, ſo many faithful 
Subjects, of whom he ought to have been the Fa- 
ther and Protector. | 
The greateſt Part of the Sediſh Priſoners were 
diſperſed in the Czar's Dominions, and great 
Numbers ſent to Siberia, which Country, a wild and 
barren Place before, received great Improvements 
from their inhabiting there, and ſetting up divers 
Trades and Manufattures for their Support, as is 
mentioned in the former Part of this Work. 
His Czariſh Majeſty entertained the — Ge- 
rals with great Civility, and treating ſome of them 
at his own Table with that Affability that was ſo 
natural to him, he drank a Health to bis Maſters in 
the Art of War ; Renchild asked who thoſe were tha: 
his Majeſty was pleaſed to honour with ſo great: 
Title? © It is you yourſelves, Gentlemen, the Swediſ} 
* Generals, replied the Czar. Then ſays Renchild, is not 
* your Majeſty a little ungrateful to treat your Ma- 
*. ſters ſo ſeverely ? Upon which his Majeſty order'd 
all their Swords to be returned to them, and to 
Renchild he gave one from his own Side, on the Ac- 
count I am going to relate: His Majeſty had de- 
fired to know what Number of Men he thought 
the King of Sweden could have bought into the 
Field, and upon Renchild's telling him about nine- 
teen thouſand Swedes, and ten or eleven thouſand 
Machs; how was it poſſible, ſays he, that a Prince 
ſo prudent as the King of Sweden, could venture 
himſelf with ſuch a handful of Men in a ſtrange 
Country, and eſpecially ſuch a one as this? To 
vr hich, Renchild anſwer'd, that he and the other 
Generals were not always conſulted about the Qpe- 
rations of the Wor, but thought themſelves obliged, 
as faithful Subjects, to obey their King — 
on- 
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Contradiction. This Expreſſion of Duty pleaſed the 
Czar ſo much, that taking his Sword from his 
own Side, he preſented ir to Renchild, deſiring him 
to preſerve it as a Token of the Eſteem he had for 
him for his Fidelity to his Prince. | 
His Czariſh Majeſty likewiſe ſnew'd a great Re- 
ard for Count Piper, and that none of the Priſoners 
of Diſtinction might want any Thing, he divided 
them among his Generals; Renchild fell to the Lot 
of Gzeremetoff ; Count Piper was truſted to the Care 
of Count Golefskin ; the Prince of Wirtemberg to 
Prince Menxiloff; General Stakelberg to General 
Ronne, and in like Manner all the reſt were diſ- 
poſed of. ; 
His Majeſty having taken this Care of his Ene- 
mies, thought next how he ſhould reward the 
Valour and good Conduct of his own Officers; 
on which Account he made ſeveral very conſidera- 
ble Promotions: Prince Menxiloff was made Velt- 
Mareſchal-General, Count Golefskin, Grand-Chan- 
cellor, Rome Chief-General, Baron Schapireff Vice- 
Chancellor; the Princes Repnin and Gregory Dolgoruki, 
had the blew Ribbon of the Order of St. Andrecv; 
all the other Officers were advanced in Proportion 
to their Rank and Services, and his Majeity or- 
dered proper Rewards to all the Soldiers. Among 
all theſe Promotions he did not forget himſelf; it 
has been already obſerved, that this Monarch was 
refolved to paſs gradually through all the Potts 
both in his — and Navy, and would only be 
preferred as his Merit gave him Pretenſions; and 
alledging at this Time, as Proofs of his Valour, 
that he had taken a Swediſh General Priſoner, in 
the Heat of the Engagement, and had & Ball thor 
through his Har, he was made a Major-General. 
The rebel C achs, came to him to make their Sub- 
miſſion, and he was pleaſed to grant them his Par- 
don, on Condition thac they laid down their Arms, 
and that Quarter ſhould be given to no one of 
them found under Arms in that Campaign : Ar 
the fame Time he promiſed a Reward of ten _

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ſand Roubles, to whoeyer ſhould bring in old A- 
⁊eppa dead or alive. 

tis eaſy to imagine how this important News 
was received at Moſcow. The Crarowitz, who was 
then in that City, ordered. Feaſts and publick Re- 
Joicings, in. which all the foreign Miniſters, and 
all the People had Part; and in Hopes that his 
Czariſh Majeſty, who was then looked upon as the 
Defender and Preſerver of the Liberty of the North, 
would ſoon viſit his Capital, thirty triumphal 
Arches were 5 and erected in the Streets, 
through which it was ſuppoſed he would paſs; 
but Affairs of great Moment called him elſewhere. 

His Chariſh Majeſty took Care, as ſoon as poſ- 
ſible, to acquaint the Emperor of Germany, the 
King of * N King Auguſtus, and the States of 
Holland, with this great Succeſs of his Arms; and 
he diſpatched likewiſe a Captain of his Guards to 
the Duke of Marlborough. 

The following is the Memorial that the Sieur 
Matueof, his Ambaſſador at the Hague, preſented 
to the Preſident of the Aſſembly of the States- 
General, on the ſeyenteenth of Auguſt, after this 
Memorable Action.

: S the Moſt High has always ſhewn himſelf 
95 a mighty Defender of the Cauſe of Juſtice,

latter; ſo *tis evident, That the great Alteration

Diligence, againſt his moſt ſacred Czariſh Majeſty, 
and fell upon his Army with that Fury, as if 
they had a Mind to kill with their very Looks ; 
but with a Succeſs in no wiſe anſwerable to their 
tow'ring Hopes: For the two Armies had not 
long engaged before the Swedes were defeated, 
* to Flight, and puſhed to the adjacent Foreſt, 
uffering thus the Puniſhment due to their wicked 
Deſign, by the moſt dreadful Slaughter which 
enſued, as well from the Swords, as Cannon, 
of the Victors; nor durſt the Enemy attempt 
to rally: So that, even though the Almighty 
who (as a juſt Vengeance upon their repeated 
Cruelties) deliver'd the Remains of their fugitive 
Troops into the Hands of his Czariſh Majeſty, 
at Perecvolocæna upon the Banks of the Boryſthenes 
the 23th of the ſame Month, had not vouchſafed 
that Addition, the Victory had, nevertheleſs, 
been compleat and perfect. Wherefore, as his 
moſt ſacred Czariſh Majeſty has nothing ſo much 
at Heart, but he muſt communicate the ſame to 
his true and ſincere Friends, your High Mighti- 
neſſes, he immediately ſent expreſs, Captain Aſi- 
chael Oſtrobarden, who was an Eye Witneſs both 
of the Fight, and of the Enemies Surrender, 
commanding me, his Ambaſſador, who have re- 
ceived a particular Account of all that is above 
written, to notify to your High Mightineſſes, in 
his Name, and as a Pledge of his hearty Aﬀec- 
tion, theſe. his Czariſh Majeſty's Fatigues, and 
_ Victory obtain'd under his auſpicious Con- 
uct. 
That I may not, therefore, be wanting, in my 
Duty, I moſt humbly preſent your High Migh- 
tineſſes with theſe 4 by Virtue of the 
Orders I have receiv'd ; aſſuring your High 
Mightineſſes of his Czariſh Majeſty's Inclination, 
not only to cultivate his ancient, ſtrict, and faith- 
ful Friendſhip with your High Mightineſſes, bur

the Advantages, thar, by God's Bleſſing, may be 
expected from the enſuing Tranquility ; his 
Czariih Majeſty being very inſenſiblè of a Good, 
which cannot be communicated to his Friends ;

Czarith Majeſty congratulates your iligh Migh- 
tineſſes upon all your Succeſſes, fo your High-
